B. Recent Performance 
1. Highlights 
Highlights of the Program's performance during 1984-85 were as follows: 


Emerging Science & Technologies: The Science Council of Canada 
established a program to identify areas of emerging science and 
technology (EST) expected to be of key importance to Canadian economic 
and social well-being. A mail survey of over 3,500 scientists and 
technologists identified concerns respondents have about Canada's 
responses to emerging technologies. 


In a report entitled The Relentless Sweep, which is to be published 
shortly, Council points out that Canada's leading scientists and 
technologists clearly foresee a number of opportunities and acknowledge 
pockets of existing strengths; but equally, many of them are not sanguine 
about prospects in the face of expected constraints. 


The Council's consultations with these leading scientists and 
technologists revealed a number of concerns arising about Canada's likely 
response to the challenges raised by the emerging technologies. 


Technological and Innovative Capacity in Industry: A statement 

entitled "Aquaculture: An Opportunity for Canadians" encouraged 
investment in the Canadian aquaculture industry, and recommended that 
Canada set up lead agencies to foster development of aquaculture, and set 
production targets for selected species. 


Biotechnology, Information Technologies, and Other New Technologies: 


Publication of Council's latest report "Seeds of Renewal: Biotechnology 


and Canada's Resource Industries". This report looked at two examples: 
agriculture and the pulp and paper industry. It stressed the need for 


_ research to bring Canadian biotechnology up to world-class standards and 


for commercialization to ensure that new discoveries are quickly 
transferred to the industries that need them. 


A study entitled "The Uneasy Eighties: The Transition to an 
Information Society" stimulated reflection and discussion on the new 


information technologies that are transforming society. It concluded 
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that the changes marking the transition to an information society are not 
just economic. They also concern the quality of life, social 
organizations, and relationships among people, businesses, and 
governments. The study also raised crucial questions about privacy. 


Aavice to the Minister: The Council recommended that the government 
fully fund the five-year plans presented by the Natural Sciences amd 
Engineering Research Council, the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council, and the Medical Research Council and that a par Liamentary 
standing committee on science and technology be created to review the 
councils' expenditures. 


The Council concluded that Canada's present system of tax incentives 
is adequate, but that more use could be made of government procurement 
and contracts to stimulate R&D and technological innovation. Grants for 
small and medium-sized enterprises should be increased. 


Council pointed out that before a mechanism to monitor government 
laboratories can be put in place, a review of all federal laboratories is 
essential to find out what kind of work each is supposed to be doing, 
whether this work is appropriate for a government laboratory, and how 
well it is being done. 


Council reported on the space program and recommended the institution 
of a central space agency that would coordinate government space | 
activities with private-sector space-related industry to ensure a focused 
Canadian effort in this area. |

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C. Background 
1. Introduction 


The Science Council of Canada, created by an Act of Parliament in 1966, 
exists to provide a source of independent advice to government and to 
society in general on science and technology policy. The Science Council 
performs a unique role in the federal government's decision-making 
process. Unlike departments and agencies which include a science 
component, and which also advise the government on specific aspects of 
science and technology policy, the Science Council operates at 
arm's-length from government, determining its own research program and 
publishing findings at its own discretion. One of its primary objectives 
is to generate a greater degree of public awareness of science and 
technology policy issues. 


2. Legal Mandate 


As defined by the Science Council of Canada Act, the Council shall on its 
own initiative, or if directed to do so by the Minister, conduct such 
studies, inquiries and other undertakings !as may be necessary with 


respect to assessing and increasing public awareness of science and 
technology. The Council may publish such studies and reports prepared 
for the use of the Council as it sees fit. 


3. Program Objective 


The objectives of the Science Council of Canada are to assess Canada's 
Scientific and technological requirements, to increase public awareness 
of these requirements and of the interdependence of various groups in 


society in the development and use of science and technology, and to 
advise the Government on the best use of science and technology. 


4, Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Science Council of Canada has one activity: 


policy research and development with advice delivered to the public and 
the government. An outline appears in the program description (see page 
eh)" 


Organization Structure: A departmental corporation, the Science 

Council consists of a chairman, vice-chairman and as many as 28 members 
appointed by the Governor-in-Council. The Science Council reports to 
Parliament through the Minister of State for Science and Technology. 
Apart from the chairman and vice-chairman, the members serve without 
remuneration and represent a broad range of expertise and specialization 
in science and technology. The chairman is also the Chief Executive 
Officer of Council and is responsible for all aspects of policy direction 
_and is fully involved in the research program; all reports and 
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recommendations are given consideration by the Council Members at the 
Council's quarterly meetings. The Director and Associate Director of 
Research aS well as the Director of Communication and the Director of 
Finance & Personnel each have direct responsibility for direction and 
supervision of their specific areas of responsibility, with the Chairman 
exercising general supervision over the whole program. 


The Director and the Associate Director of Research act as advisers 
to the Chairman on the formulation and execution of the research 


program. The Secretary and Director of Communication manages the 
communication program and in his role as Secretary to Council, he 
provides the necessary link between Council Members and the secretariat. 
He is also the formal contact point with the Minister's office. The 
Director of Finance & Personnel is responsible for the formulation of 
administrative policy, for financial planning and control and for the 
overall efficiency of the personnel management system and supporting 


services such aS accounts, text processing and records. The distribution 


of resources is described in figure 3 on page ll. 


Council engages the services of consultants for assistance in the 
research program as well as temporary agency assistance to meet the 
changing needs for support.

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5. Program Description 


Council generally identifies and reports on important issues in science 
and technology policy. It is instrumental in focussing attention and 
drawing public awareness on those policy issues and in advising on 
science and technology policy. It attempts to provide a balance between 
concern for immediate issues already on the political agenda and emerging 
issues that have not yet reached the agenda of decision-makers. Council 
divides its program into short-term studies and medium and long-term 
Studies. The short term projects, which include responses to ministerial 
requests, draw strongly on the intellectual Capital and judgement of both 
Council members and staff. They represent Council's views on 
developments or proposed developments in science and technology policy, 
for example tax incentives and the space program. The medium and 
long-term studies address issues which are of major concern to large 
numbers of people, and which require in-depth policy research. 


D. Planning Perspective and Performance Review 
l. Environment 


Most science and technology issues are far reaching and complex. In 
general, they are the result of two major influences at work 
Simultaneously. First, the field is characterized by an extremely rapid 
pace of change and development. Second, the issues are closely 
inter-related with and affect virtually every facet of society. The 
effect of these influences underscores the work of the Science Council, 
both in its major decisions and in its various research programs. Many, 
but not all, science and technology developments are the result of events 
taking place beyond Canada's borders, and much of Council's efforts are 
aimed at advising Canadians in government, industry, universities, and 
other sectors on how best to plan and shape policies in a world 
increasingly affected by the imperatives of science and technology. By 
_virtue of its expertise and mandate, Council serves as a valuable, 
impartial institution through which to address issues and tender advice 
and recommendations. Council intends to continue to generate awareness 
_ among Canadians of science and technology policy issues. 


2. Initiatives 


For 1986-87 Council initiatives are as follows: 

© to continue the comprehensive study on science and technology 
infrastructure entitled University Science and Technology and 
the Canadian Economy. The object of the study is to build 
consensus through nationwide deliberation on steps to be taken 
to enhance the contributions of universities to economic renewal; 
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e to continue to respond to ministerial requests for consideration 
and advice on matters relating to science and technology in 
Canada as referred to Council by the Minister; 


S to develop a report and statement of concern on soil degradation; 


& to formulate a position on the science and technology 
implications of bilateral free trade with the U.S.; 


® to commence a project on Preventive Health Care in Canada; 


a to develop reports on science and technology policy issues with 
regard to water resources; 


@ to develop a research program on technology, youth and 
unemployment; 
© to undertake a work program which will reflect a short-term 


orientation and concentrate on relevant high profile issues such 
as AIDS and SDI; 


® to continue the program of reports and workshops on emerging 
science and technology; and 


e to develop an annual report focussing on the health of Canadian 
science and technology, based on various indicators. 


3. Update On Previously Reported Initiatives 


In 1984-85, Council released a total of 14 publications, including 3 
reports, 2 Council statements,.1 background study, 5 discussion papers, 
and 3 proceedings. 


Council completed a major study of industrial policy, culminating in 
the release of a report (Report 37) entitled "Canadian Industrial 
Development." 


The final report of the science and education study "Science for 
Every Student: Educating Canadians for Tomorrow's World" which provided 


comprehensive recommendations on all major aspects of science education 
in Canadian schools was released. 


ithe subject of the other report released during this period was 
biotechnology and Canada's resource industries. 


Discussion papers related to emerging science and technology 
included: advanced industrial materials, emerging plastics technologies, 
and pension funds and venture capital. Other discussion papers also 
covered topics such as engineering education and theoretical biology. 
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Council statements were issued on the topics of aquaculture and 
Canada's science counsellors. 


The background study entitled "The Uneasy Eighties" examined the 
transition to an information society. 


Proceedings were published for Council sponsored workshops on 
information technologies and personal privacy and toxicology and for a 
major conference on social science research in Canada. 


4, Program Effectiveness 


The Science Council of Canada is the only agency in Canada with a mandate 
to provide independent advice to the nation, including all levels of 
government, on science and technology policy. The Council also plays an 
important national role as a catalyst in bringing together business, 
government and university people for the purpose of developing advice and 
stimulating action. 


The Council, despite its small size, has achieved considerable 
success in fulfilling its mandate; it should be kept in mind, however, 
that attributing the origin of specific ideas and relating ideas to 
action are very difficult processes. There is always some uncertainty as 
to the extent to which actions’ and results can be reasonably attributed 
to Council's efforts. 


The ways in which Council's policy research and advice have had an 
impact on policy decisions are varied. As with all types of policy 
research, cases of immediate and direct influence of policy research 
findings on specific policy decisions are usually infrequent, a fact 
which may reflect as much on the receiver as the transmitter of advice. 
Acknowledging this is not, however, to say that Council's research 
findings and recommendations have little influence on science and 
technology policy and debate on policy. To the contrary, there is 
evidence of their having had significant consequences, but through a 
variety of complex sequences; there are many such examples from recent 
Council activities. For instance: 


8 Most provincial governments and many local school boards have 
implemented, are in the process of implementing, or are still 
giving serious consideration to implementing most of the 
recommendations of the Council report on Science for Every 
Student. Actions at the University of Calgary provide just one 
example of direct impact. Working together, the Faculties of 
Science and Education have instituted a joint five year program 
for secondary science and mathematics teachers. Council's 
recommendations advocating depth as well as breadth in science 
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guided them as they put the program together. Similarly, 
Council's recommendations suggesting courses in philosophy and 
history of science and technology were also incorporated into 


the joint program. 


® Following the concerns and recommendations contained in 
Council's report on Canada's Threatened Forests, NSERC created a 
new chair in forest policy which is jointly funded by industry, 
and the Conservative Government created a Ministry of State for 
Forestry. 


& In its report on Policies and Poisons the Council recommended 
the creation of a national advisory council on occupational 
environmental health. Shortly after the report's publication, 
the federal government created the Canadian Centre for 
Occupational Safety and Health. Council staff and Committee 
Members contributed to the writing of the Act creating the 
Centre. 


® The Council's recent report and workshops alerting Canadians to 
the threats and opportunities of Advanced Industrial Materials 
were partly responsible for stimulating the formation of the 
Advanced Materials Technology Unit, which links Queen's 
University Faculty of Applied Science with a group of industrial 
firms. The Council's work also contributed to a subsequent 
seminar organized by the Canadian Manufacturer's Association, 
whose outcome will be the formation of a national forum on 
advanced industrial materials, to be led by the private sector. 
Council's work in this area has also helped initiate thinking in 
many private organizations on the role of such materials. 


& The Council's 1985 workshop on Forestry Biotechnology has 
contributed to a number of immediate initiatives in Canada's 
schools of forestry and to subsequent follow-ups with the 
financial involvement of the forestry industry. 


® The Council's 1984 workshop on emerging plastics technologies 
has contributed to some specific commercial results, one being 
with regard to diversifying a polymer product application area 
identified for a Canadian petrochemical company. 


e Several cities, from Scarborough to Calgary, have been 


attempting to form Metropolitan Technology Councils, as 
recommended by Council in its recent report on Canadian 


Industrial Development. 


e Council's directory to establish the identity of people involved 
with Canadian biotechnology activities, the most comprehensive 
listing available, has been used extensively by several federal 
and provincial governments in organizing networks under the 
National Biotechnology Strategy. 
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8 Council's 1984 workshop on biotechnology in pulp and paper 
generated the primary Canadian source for industrial information 
and provided a basis for economic evaluation of the technology. 
It contributed to formation of a government network for Canadian 
forest-based industries and to the subsequent enlargement of the 
PAPRICAN biotechnology laboratory. 


8 Council's 1985 workshop on culture collections in Canada picked 
up an initiative that had been dropped by government, to 
organize a national program for maintenance of this major 
biotechnology resource. The immediate impact was that three 
important fungal collections have joined forces to increase 
their value, and one important collection at a university, 
Orphaned by lack of funds, has been adopted by an industrial 
laboratory. 


® Council staff provided advice to Canadian Pacific Limited, in 
the early stages of their development of the Western Canadian 


Agricultural Research Program, regarding future development of 
plant biotechnology and the academics to be nominated for the 


program. 


@ Council staff are frequently approached for advice by those 
responsible for developing policy and evaluating programs. A 
recent example is the advice to the Ministry of State for 
Science and Technology concerning the National Biotechnology 
Advisory Committee, including material for their major workshop 
on fermentation. 


S Council staff are active participants, and in some cases provide 
leadership, on many federal interdepartmental and departmental 
committees. Examples include: i) Advisory Committee for BIOFOR 
(Canadian Forest-Based Industries Network); ii) BIOMINET - the 
biological mineral leaching network of the Department of Energy, 
Mines and Resources; iii) ICISTR, Sub-Committee on Biotechnology 
of the Department of External Affairs; iv) Environment 
Canada/National Health and Welfare Working Group on Safety and 
Regulations in Biotechnology; v) Interdepartmental Working Group 
on Advanced Materials; vi) Interdepartmental Committee on 
OECD/Committee for Scientific and Technological Policy; 

vii) Interdepartmental Committee on Toxic Ceramics; 
viii) Interdepartmental Committee on Futures. 


5. Resource Justification 


Council's program continues to attempt to cover the most important policy 
areas; be balanced with respect to the science, social and economic 
dimensions; and show enough anticipation of the emerging issues to 
provide advice by the time it is needed. However, as a result of budget 
cuts, the Science Council has been forced to cancel or postpone some of 
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its important research projects and other activities and to lay off more 
than half of its staff. The overall budget of the Council has been 


reduced from $5 million to $2.5 million. 


Although the Science Council can no longer operate at the same level of 
output as it has in the past, the quality of policy research and other 
activities will not diminish. The Council will continue to act as a 
catalyst, bringing researchers, business people, government officials, 
and others together to discuss important science policy issues.

C. Examples of Council's Impact 


The following are some examples of the impact which the Science Council has 
had on the science and technology community in the recent past: 


in a recent letter (2 July 1985), David MacKay, American 
Association of Physics Teachers (Ontario Section) states "It's 
recent report ‘Science for Every Student" will act as a blueprint 
for some needed changes in science education across Canada; and 
has already done much to establish and bring together a number of 
provincial organizations interested in effective science 
education." (Reference: Science for Every Student, Report 36, 
1984) 


in a telegram (19 June 1985) from N.B. Hope, President, Pacific 
Aqua Foods Ltd., Vancouver, to Mr. Mulroney, states: "The SCC's 
work has created a significant impetus in the west coast industry 
and the provincial government as well, was quick and positive in 
their response to the Science Council's task force report and 
their final document ‘Aquaculture: An Opportunity for Canadians‘. 
--- More’ than any other federal body, the SCC can be credited as 
the catalyst for the rapidly growing industry on the west coast." 
(Reference: Aquaculture: An Opportunity for Canadians, 1985) 


in a letter (7 February 1985) Mr. R.E. Brown, Assistant Deputy 
Minister, Regional Industrial Expansion made the following 
comment: "You may be aware that the Canadian Manufacturers' 
Association, following the initiative of the Science Council, held 
a seminar last November on the commercial applications of advanced 
industrial materials. As an outcome of that, we were approached 
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by a group representing several industry associations and the 
provincial research organizations to assist them to organize a 
national forum on advanced industrial materials. ... Our 
collaboration has been fruitful ...". (Reference: Advanced 
Industrial Materials: Canadian Perspectives and Opportunities, 
1985) 


George Fleischmann, President and Chief Executive Officer of the 
Grocery Products Manufacturers of Canada in a recent letter (12 
June 1985) to Mr. Mulroney, states "... to support the initiative 
the Science Council of Canada is taking to coordinate and guide 
the commercial use of irradiation technology both in Canada and 
abroad. There is a need to develop government policy in this 
area ... The Grocery Products Manufacturers of Canada are looking 
to the Science Council of Canada to perform an essential and 
unique role to coordinate key players from government, the private 
sector and consumers interested and needing this process." 
(Reference: Science Council Study Material) 


L.C. Jolliffe, Chairman, Carleton Science Heads Committee, wrote 
(24 June 1985) to Dr. Siddon as follows: "Science for Every 
Student: Educating Canadians for Tomorrow's World that resulted 
from this study has been of great use to us.

Program Overview 


A. Plans for 1986-87 
1. Highlights 


Official Languages in Education: 1986-87 is the fourth year of 
application of the protocol and bilateral agreements with the 
provinces and territories on Official Languages in Education. The 
protocol and bilateral agreements were originally intended to last 
three years (1983-84 to 1985-86), but were extended to 1987-88 as a 
result of an agreement between the Government of Canada and the 
provinces. Contributions throughout 1986-87 will total approximately 
$216 million (see pages 28 to 33). 


Official Languages Services: To meet the Government of Canada's 
needs in the area of official languages, approximately 265.7 million 
words will be translated in all languages in 1986-87. The 
interpretation sector will provide approximately 13,300 
interpreter-days (see pages 38 to 46). 


Education Support: The Department will continue to administer cash 
payments to provinces and territories for post-secondary education 
under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal 
Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 1977. This 
legislation provides for transfers to provinces and territories in the 
form of both tax points and cash payments, the total being based on a 
per capita entitlement which is escalated annually in relation to the 
growth in the economy. The total transfers in 1986-87 (both cash and 
tax portions) are estimated to be $4.8 billion, of which some $2.4 
billion would be in the form of cash payments (see pages 49 to 52). 


Canada Student Loans: Expenditures under the Canada Student Loans 
Program, with its loans to full and part-time students and special 
repayment features for unenployed former students, are expected to 
total $304.2 million in 1986-87 (see pages 52 to 56). 


Citizenship Registration: Citizenship will be granted to an 
estimated 125,000 individuals, permanent residents who meet the 
requirements of the Citizenship Act; proofs of citizenship status will 
be provided to 45,000 Canadians (see pages 57 to 61). 


Multiculturalism: Additional funds of $2.5 million were approved 
through Supplementary Estimates for 1985-86 and a further $2.4 million 
is required for 1986-87 for initiatives for follow-up to the report of 
the Special Parliamentary Committee on Participation of Visible 
Minorities in Canadian Society. These monies will be used in the 
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areas of immigrant integration, cross-cultural training, research, 
community development and multiculturalism in education as they 
pertain to the Equality Now. recommendations (see pages 77 to 82). 


Human Rights: As the impact is felt of the coming into effect of 
Section 15 (equality rights) of the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms, 1986-87 will see continuing efforts to promote increased 
awareness and knowledge of human rights, most particularly among 
children, youth, the private and labour sectors. Also in 1986-87, 
initiatives will be taken to ensure follow-up to the decisions and 
direction of Ministers at the September 1985 Federal-Provincial- 
Territorial Conference on Human Rights (see pages 89 to 97).

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B. Recent Performance 
1. Highlights 


In addition to the plans set out in the 1985-86 Expenditure Plan the 
following initiatives have gained prominence and focus during 1985-86: 


Official Languages in Education: In September 1985, the Secretary 

of State and the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada (CMEC) 
extended for a further two years (1986-87 to 1987-88), the protocol, 
originally signed in December, 1983, and bilateral agreements 
subsequantly reached with the provinces and territories with respect 
to minority official language education and second official language 
instruction in English and French. The agreements include the 
provision of financial assistance to the provinces and territories to 
defray additional costs incurred in providing these services (see 
pages 28 to 33). 


Disabled Persons Secretariat: Issues raised in the recommendations 

of Obstacles, the report of the Special Parliamentary Committee on the 
Disabled and the Handicapped, are an ongoing responsibility of the 
Department inasmuch as one of its aims is to formulate and recommend 
appropriate measures to improve the status and situation of disabled 
persons, through policy development, liaison with groups and 
governments and dissemination of information. On a related issue, the 
Department is responsible for developing and monitoring the 
implementation of an action plan in Canada to address the 
recommendations of the United Nations' World Programme of Action 
Concerning Disabled Persons. Within this context, the Department has 
consulted with other departments, developed and distributed a 
questionnaire and will prepare and submit an Action Plan to Cabinet 
early in the summer of 1986 (see page 69). 


Women's Program: In 1985-86, the Women's Program coordinated all 
aspects related to the participation of 35 Canadian representatives to 
the Forum for Non-Governmental Organizations held in concert with the 
U.N. World Conference on Women in the summer of 1985 in Nairobi. 
Funding was granted to cover the travel costs of the participants to 
the conference (see page 65). 


Youth: An Advisory Committee for International Youth Year, 

_ comprising 24 young people from across the country was established and 
funding was granted to several young people to support their 
participation in International Youth Year Conferences around the 
World. Forums on youth issues were organized in five regions of 
Canada and a national forum will complete this pan-Canadian project 
(see page 68). 


| Multiculturalism: As a result of a reordering of priorities in the 


Multiculturalism Activity, one Chair of Study was established in 
1985-86 rather than the two chairs originally proposed (see page 82). 
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New Program Activity Structure: The Department's Program Activity 
Structure has been revised effective fiscal year 1986-87. The number 
of programs has been reduced from four to one, while retaining the 
existing activities, in order to bring resource management in line 
with the manner in which the Department's activities are managed. 
There has been no reduction in disclosure of information to Parliament 
in this Plan as a result of this change in structure (see page 117). 


Highlights of the Department's performance during 1984-85 were: 


Official Languages Services: In the area of official languages, the 
total number of words translated was 268 million; the interpretation 
sector provided 12,827 interpreter-days of oral interpretation and 710 
interpreter-days of sign language interpretation; contract work 
accounted for 18.8% of total translation volume and 42.4% of 
interpretation volume (see pages 38 to 46). 


Post-Secondary Education Financing: In 1984-85, transfers to 
provinces and territories for post-secondary education totalled some 
$4,314 million of which $2,050 million was in the form of tax 
transfers and $2,264 million in the form of cash payments administered 
by the Department of the Secretary of State. These transfers were 
made under the Established Programs Financing provisions of the 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary 
Education and Health Contributions Act, 1977. The Secretary of State 
of Canada undertook a continuing process of consultation with 
provincial and territorial governments through the Council of 
Ministers of Education, Canada. Among the major topics of discussion 
were the possibilities for future development of the post-secondary 
education financing arrangements (see pages 49 to 52). 


Canada Student Loans: For the loan year August 1, 1984 to July 31, 
1985, the Government of Canada, through the Canada Student Loans 
Program, guaranteed approximately $550 million in loans to 225,114 
full-time students (about one-quarter of the full-time post-secondary 
population in provinces other than Quebec) and to 877 part-time 
Students. The total statutory cost of the Canada Student Loans 
Eee was $206.6 million in the 1984-85 fiscal year (see pages 52 to 


Canada-Northwest Territories Official and Aboriginal Languages: In 
June 1984, the federal government and the Northwest Territories 
government signed an agreement to develop a program aimed at improving 
the retention by native people of their ancestral languages. Cabinet 
approved $16 million to support this program and modes of transfer 
ey are currently being negotiated by all parties involved (see 
page ; 


Women's Program: In 1984-85, the Women's Program granted funding to 


women's groups to assess progress on women's issues over the past 
decade. The Program participated in the development of the Canadian 
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response to the United Nation's questionnaire relating to the 
assessment of the Women's Decade (see page 65). 


Multiculturalism: The Activity continued to address the key issues 
of race relations, multiculturalism in education, immigrant women and 
cultural retention, through such activities as: the National 
Conferences on Policing and Multiculturalism in Education; a report on 
the Depiction of Visible Minorities in Government Publications; a 
presentation to the Canadian Radio-Television and Telecommunications 
Commission on Ethnic Broadcasting Policy; assistance to the Canadian 
Labour Congress to develop proposed Strategies for combatting racism 
in the workplace and assistance to the Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities to address race relations issues at local government 
levels (see pages 77 to 82). 


Human Rights: In the field of human rights, the Department placed 
priority on promotion of greater awareness of human rights among 
children and youth and within the private and labour sectors; 
co-ordination and analysis services continued to be provided to 
federal-provincial-territorial and interdepartmental human rights 
committees and their numerous working groups; and in addition, during 
1984-85, four reports were completed and submitted by the Department 
to the United Nations, to fulfill Canada's commitments under the 
international human rights treaties (see pages 89 to 97).

C. Background 
iW Introduction 


The Department of the Secretary of State, as part of the Social 
Development Envelope, seeks to foster a sense of belonging to Canada 
and to increase opportunities for the enjoyment of our country's 
educational, social, political and cultural resources by promoting 
full citizenship, providing financial support to provincial 
governments for post-secondary education, offering financial and 
technical assistance to individuals, groups and private institutions 
and facilitating and encouraging communication in both official 
languages. 


The Department consists of one program headed by the Secretary of 
State, the Minister of State for Multiculturalism and the Minister of 
State for Youth. Its activities are currently focused in three major 
areas: citizenship and culture, official languages and education 
support. 


In the area of citizenship and culture, the Department shares 
common aims and interests with the Departments of Enployment and 
Immigration Canada, Indian and Northern Affairs Canada, Health and 
Wel fare Canada and the Public Service Commission, principally through 
Support for its major client groups: youth, women, native citizens, 
disabled and multicultural groups. The success of many of the 
Department's endeavours in this area depends to a large part on 
voluntary action and citizens' participation. 


The Department supports the federal government's official 
languages policy by providing translation, interpretation, terminology 
and language advisory services; financial and technical assistance to 
official language communities, and contributions for minority official 
language education and second official language instruction. In the 
area of official languages, the Department's interests are shared, and 
to a considerable extent supported, by the Public Service Commission, 
the Treasury Board Secretariat, the Office of the Commissioner of 
Official Languages, provincial and territorial governments and private 
institutions and organizations active in such areas as post-secondary 
education, communication and culture. 


In the field of education, the Department provides a federal 
focal point for communication with provincial governments, 
_ post-secondary institutions and non-governmental organizations, 
individually or collectively, on matters of education. The De par tment 
_is responsible for cash payments to provinces under the Post-Secondary 
Education Financing program and for advising on policy matters in this 
area. In co-operation with the Department of External Affairs, the 
_ Department of the Secretary of State contributes to the effective 
participation of Canada in international forums and activities. 
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2. Legal Mandate 


The mandate of the Secretary of State Program is derived principally 
from the Department of State Act, R.S.C. 1970, c. S.15 and from 
various acts of Parliament, Cabinet decisions and government policies 
that pertain to the specific activities of the Department. 


In the area of official languages, the Department's activities 
are based on the statutory authority of the Translation Bureau Act, 
R.S.C. 1970, c. T-13 and the Official Languages Act, R.S.C. 1970, c. 
0-2 as well as Cabinet decisions relating to the promotion, use and 
provision of services in both official languages and bilateral 
agreements. 


In the area of citizenship and culture, the principal authorities 
are the Citizenship Act, S.C. 1974-75-76, c108, the Policy on 
Multiculturalism (1971) and Orders in Council and Cabinet decisions 
pertaining to human rights, mative citizens, citizens’ participation, 
youth and disabled persons. 


Activities in the area of education support are based primarily 
on Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal 
Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 1977, S.C. 
1976-77, c. 10, S. 24 and the Camda Student Loans Act, R.S.C. 1970, 
c. S-17.

3. Program Objective 


To enhance, among present and future Canadians, a sense of belonging 
to the country by promoting full citizenship and increasing 
Opportunities for participating fully in either official language in 
the educational, economic, social and multicultural aspects of life in 
Canada. 


4, Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Secretary of State Program, as shown in 
Figure 3, comprises 1] activities: Official Languages in Education, 
Promotion of Official Languages, Official Languages Services, 
Education Support, Citizenship Registration and Promotion, Citizenship 
Development, Multiculturalism, Canadian Culture, Human Rights, 
Administration and Regional Operations.

Organization Structure: The Department's activities are carried out 
through an organization structure consisting of seven sectors: 
Official Languages and Translation, Education, Citizenship, 
Multiculturalism, Corporate Policy and Public Affairs, Management 
Practices and Regional Operations, and one branch, Personnel. Each 
sector is managed by an Assistant Under Secretary of State (AUSS) who 
is responsible for one or more of the Program's activities and who 
reports directly to the Under Secretary of State as does the Director 
General of Personnel. 


The Department attempts to decentralize as much of its operations 


as possible in order to respond to regional sensitivities. Services 


to the public are provided across Canada by the Regional Operations 


Activity which maintains a network of nine regional offices: 


Newfoundland (serving Labrador), Nova Scotia, New Brunswick (serving 
Prince Edward Island), Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta (serving the Northwest Territories), and British Columbia 
(serving the Yukon). 


The Regional Operations Activity maintains an active departmental 
presence in each region of the country and ensures that the 
development of departmental policies and programs takes into account 
regional priorities and interests. 
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Activities and programs appropriate to the needs and aspirations 
of each region are carried out by staff in 15 district offices. Over 
100 social development officers provide advice and technical 
assistance to individuals, community groups, citizens' organizations 
and other government departments and agencies. In addition, 
citizenship registration services are provided by 28 citizenship 
courts throughout Canada and at over 130 Canadian embassies and 
consulates abroad. 


Figure 4 relates the Department's organization structure to the 
activity structure using the 1986-87 Estimates resource levels. The 
executive offices, which consist of the offices of the Secretary of 
State, the Minister of State for Multiculturalism, the Minister of 
State for Youth and the Under Secretary of State, are included in the 
costs for the Management Practices sector. It should also be noted 
that the staff who deliver programs in the regions are now accounted 
for in the Regional Operations Activity resource levels.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


The Department of the Secretary of State will continue to deliver a 
diversity of programs in an environment that is characterized by 
change. This is most evident in Canada's: 


@ demographic and imittacrpton patterns; 

@ technological advancement and educational attainment; 
@ rights and freedoms legislation; and, 

@ economic revitalization. 


Demographic and Immigrant Patterns: Of major importance to Canada's 
demographic make-up is the fact that the Canadian fertility rate has 
dropped below the replacement level, thus it is likely that 

immi gration will account for growth in the Canadian population in the 
immediate future. Immigration itself is developing new patterns, with 
more than half of the immigrants in the next five years expected to 
come from the developing world, an estimated 15% of these being 
refugees of one kind or another. This will have an impact on the 
Citizenship Registration and Multiculturalism activities. 


Another major structural change within Canada's population is its 
aging. Over the next decade, the 15 to 24 years age group will forma 
decreasing percentage of the population, while the elderly, most of 
whom are women, will represent a growing proportion of Canadians. An 
exception to this pattern is found within the Native population whose 
youth outnumber the elderly due to a high birthrate and a reduction in 
the infant mortality rate. 


Traditional two-parent one-carner families are being outnumbered 
by two-earner families and single-parent families. Women now head 83% 
of the latter. Women's issues related to employment as well as social 
issues related to the changing nature of the family will be a constant 
factor in the development of social development policy. 


Canada's linguistic communities will continue to shift their 
weights within the total population: 1) there has been a substantial 
decrease in the number of individuals identifying a heritage language 
as their mother tongue or home language in the past decade; 2) given 
recent trends, many of the 53 native dialects have been given no 
chance of survival; 3) linguistic transfer from the official minority 
mother tongue to the majority language has not abated, resulting in a 
polarization of the French language communities in Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Ontario; and 4) although bilingualism is growing, 
notably among anglophones, only 15% of Canadians declare knowledge of 
both official languages. Changes in the population's needs or demands 
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for second language, native or heritage language training will be 
felt. A review of several language programs provides the opportunity 
to examine our options and to tailor programs to changing needs. 


Rapid Technological Advancement and Educational Attainment: Recent 
developments in the fields of micro-electronics, satellites, fibre 
optics, etc., have contributed to the expansion of the capacities of 
our communications systems. As Canada is being transformed into an 
"information society", technological advances will have an impact upon 
broadcasting in the cultural field and upon work concepts, in 
particular jobs traditionally held by women. 


The educational level of the paid labour force is climbing 
steadily and post-secondary enrolment, especially that of a part-time 
nature, has risen both numerically and as a proportion of the 18-24 
year old population since 1970. In spite of these facts, Canada still 
fails to produce an adequate supply of personnel for highly-skilled 
trades and occupations. The Department will continue to facilitate 
equal access to education. 


Rights and Freedoms Legislation: Most basic to the continued and 
enhanced enjoyment of rights and freedoms by all Canadians has been 
the signing of the constitutional accord that gave Canada its Charter 
of Rights and Freedom. Now that Section 15, the so-called equality 
clause, is in force, the judicial system will be called upon 
increasingly to define Canadians’ practical enjoyment of these rights 
and freedoms. An educational component of the Human Rights program 
will initiate educational activities and materials. 


The recent amendment to the Indian Act will result in the 
recognition of the Indian status for numerous Indian women and 
children, creating additional demand for support from the Department 
for Native Citizens' activities. 


The issue of affirmative action for minority populations, as 
recently highlighted by the publication of the Abella Commission 
Report, will receive on-going public attention. Equality Now: 
recommendations will continue to have a serious impact on the 
directions taken by Multiculturalism programs. 


Canadians will become more aware of the implications of the 
Access to Information and Privacy Act, and may place further demands 
on the services now available. 


Economic Revitalization: The structure of the economy and sources 
of employment are changing, the composition and requirements of the 
labour force are in flux, high unemployment is expected to continue 
and the working-age sector of the population (age 15-64) is expected 
to grow. 
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Economic issues, in particular unemployment, are perceived to be 
the most important problems facing Canada today. The major client 
groups of this Department, youth, women, natives and disabled, are the 
most frequent victims of unemp] oyment. 


Social Issues and Challenges: Al though Canadians are exhibiting 
fiscal conservatism (lowering their economic expectations, seeking 
reduction in government spending, etc.), they still believe that 
social programs, at least for the needy, should be kept in place. 
Consequently, the fundamental challenge facing Canada in the immediate 
future is ensuring equal access for all Canadians to economic security 
and social progress, without increasing dependence upon the public 
sector. Because the role of the voluntary sector will be crucial in 
designing this new social contract the Department's policies and 
programs will have to show imagination and vision in meeting this 
challenge. 


2. Initiatives 


The Department will continue to concentrate on improving and 
streamlining existing programs and Operations. However, the following 
initiatives will be undertaken: 


e A comprehensive strategy will be developed which will set the 
Government 's new orientation for Multiculturalism in the 
coming years. 


e@ The second Federal-Provincial Conference on Multiculturalism, 
for which position papers will be developed, will be convened 
in Vancouver in 1986 to examine issues of national concern. 


@ The Department assumed responsibility for the National 
Exhibitions and Major Fairs Program during fiscal year 
1985-86. Additional funds of $4.8 million for 1985-86, $5.7 
million for 1986-87 and $6.0 million for 1987-88 and future 
years will be required. 


3. Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 


Implementation of the recommendations of the Administrative Review of 
the Translation Bureau: A number of measures have been taken to 
improve the management and Operations of the Translation Bureau. For 
example, responsibility for the administration of language service 
contracts has been assigned to the Management Practices sector; a 
Production Control unit has been established within the Bureau to 
improve scheduling and control; a pilot project for the 
regionalization of free-lance activities has been initiated; and an 
overall restructuring of translation services is now underway . 
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Centres of Specialization: Through a special fund for Centres of 
Specialization launched in April, 1984 the Education Support Activity 
introduced a new component to address the need for research and for 
trained numn resources in priority areas determined by the federal 
government. The fund, with a budget of $25 million, the last 

$2 million of which will be paid out during 1986-87, supported 44 
projects in 36 Camdian universities or equivalent institutions. The 
centres which received funding are concerned with a wide range of 
activities ranging from human rights, computer assisted learning, 
agricultural toxicology, and Pacific Rim studies to the needs of 
hearing impaired students. The financial assistance awarded to 
universities from the fund complements funding from research granting 
councils and other federal departments. 


Analysis and policy capacity for Education Support: The Department 


strengthened its analysis and policy capacity to meet the requirements 


of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal 
Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 1977, as 
amended in 1984. This legislation requires that the Secretary of 
State report annually to Parliament on support to post-secondary 
education provided by the governments of Canada and of the provinces 
and territories. The first report, to be tabled early in 1986, will 
cover 1984-85, 


Information Referral Service for disabled persons: The 
implementation of a matiom] Information Referral Service on 
disability and resources available to disabled persons was initiated 
as a pilot project. Adjustments are now being mde in consultation 
with disabled persons organizations and potential users. The initial 
project included the participation of three other federal 
departments. Since 1984-85, due to budgetary constraints, the other 
departments have withdrawn their financial support. The resources 
allocated to this activity were in the order of $0.5 million in each 
of the Fiscal years 1984-85 and 1985-86. 


International Youth Year: To mark International Youth Year and to 
provide additional support for the Minister of State for Youth the 
International Youth Year (IYY) Program was established on May 31, 
1984, A $7.9 million grants fund was approved in the budget of the 
Department of the Secretary of State for 1984-85 and 1985-86 to 
provide fimncial assistance to non-profit organizations for special 
projects developed by young people within the context of the 
Internatioml Youth Year. In addition, the Youth Secretariat was 
established to support the Minister in the areas of: co-ordination of 
youth-related government activities; consultation with the provinces 
and private institutions; and research and policy development aimed at 
proposing innovative solutions to the problems of youth. 


Equality Now:: In the area of Multiculturalism, the development of 


a consultative framework for interdepartmental and/or 
intergovernmental discussions of Equality Now: was completed. 
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Cross-cultural training programs for use in the public and private 
sectors were prepared (eg. Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police, 
Canadian Labour Congress, Federation of Canadian Municipalities, 
United Way). Major inroads were made in the area of homeschool 
liaison projects. Examples include the major comparative study 
between Montreal and Toronto, conducted with the University of 
Sherbrooke and, in Quebec, the project undertaken with the Protestant 
School Board of Greater Montreal concerning Chinese Family Services in 
Montreal. The development of multicultural/ multiracial education 
resources focussing on the "hidden curriculum" continued as an 
on-going function of the Multiculturalism in Education area. 
Initiatives designed to eliminate the cultural and racial bias in 
testing were postponed during 1985-86, as a result of a re-cxamination 
of priorities. A study is planned for 1986-87, which will address 
this issue. 


Multicultural Institute of Business Management: A feasibility study 
on the establishment of a business management institute to support the 
aims of the multiculturalism policy was completed in 1985. A 
feasibility report was presented to the Minister recommending options 
for using the linguistic and cultural talents of ethnic communities as 
resources in an overall national and international economic strategy. 


Canadian Studies: The new enhanced Canadian Studies Program was 
approved in 1984 with an annual budget of $3.7 million to replace the 
National Program of Support for Canadian Studies. The Program 
provides technical and financial assistance to individuals, 
organizations, Canadian businesses and corporations to advance the 
field of Canadian Studies. 


Federal-Provincial Conference on Multiculturalism: The first 
federal-provincial conference on Multiculturalism was convened in 
Winnipeg on May 14, 1985. Significant benefits of the conference 
included: the establishment of a follow-up mechanism for ongoing 
consultations between senior officials at the federal and provincial 
levels; increased awareness, in both the public and political domains, 
of the need to make multiculturalism a dynamic reality; and an 
agreement to make the multicultural policies and programs at both 
levels of government complementary. 


Corporate Policy: In April 1984, the departmental research 

_ inventory was substantially enhanced to improve its utility as an 
information-sharing tool. The inventory is updated on a regular basis 
and is intended primarily for programs involved in research projects. 


_ Management Systems and Services: The first stages of the 

_ implementation of a computerized financial allotment and commitment 
control system (FINCON) in the regions have been completed as 
planned. This will provide regional managers and financial officers 
with current and timely financial information. The departmental 
records system and procedures have been refined to accommodate new 
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demands for information retrieval primarily as a result of the 
implementation of the Access to Information and Privacy Acts. The 
redesign of the computer system for the Canada Student Loans Program 
will reach the final test stage in March, 1986. Full implementation 
is scheduled for early fiscal year 1986-87. 


4. Program Effectiveness 


The objective of the Secretary of State Program is to enhance 
Canadians' sense of belonging to the country. This broad mandate is 
fulfilled through various activities and programs in support of the 
Department's major client groups: women, youth, native citizens, the 
disabled, ethnic organizations and citizens’ groups. A large part of 
this support is directed at increasing public appreciation of the 
special needs of certain segments of our society by bringing about 
changes in attitudes, awareness and understanding of all Canadians. 


The diversity of the Department's activities and the special 
needs of its client groups, have made it difficult to develop 
consolidated measures of effectiveness at the program level. 
Furthermore, many of the effects of the Department's activities are 
indistinguishable from those of provincial, private and other 
organizations so that it is difficult to assess the effect that is 
solely attributable to the Secretary of State Department. 


Although there are no broad indicators for measuring the 
effectiveness of the Program in achieving its objective, indicators do 
exist for various components. The following account of the 
Department's key achievements in the areas of education, official 
languages, citizenship, and multiculturalism could serve as proxies to 
Signal the overall effectiveness of the Program. 


Education: The federal government supports post-secondary education 
in Canada through the Post-Secondary Education Financing Program and 
the Canada Student Loans Program of the Department of the Secretary of 
State. 


Under the Post-Secondary Education Financing Program, the 
Department is responsible for the cash payments portion of 
contributions to the provinces and territories for post-secondary 
education. The effect of federal transfers for post-secondary 
education cannot be dissociated from that of provincial programs of 
Support to colleges and universities. Thus, the extent to which the 
Department contributes to the development and maintenance of 
post-secondary education systems which respond to Canada's economic 
and social needs can only be assessed indirectly and in general 
terms. Statistical information on payments and tax transfers by 
province can be found in Section II of the Plan (page 50). 


The Canada Student Loans Program and complementary provincial 
Student aid programs aspire to meet the objective of improving access 
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of all qualified and interested Canadians to formal education. Since 
the introduction of the program in 1964, almost one-third of enrolled 
students have received assistance through the Canada Student Loans 
program to help them pay for their post-secondary education. A number 
of surveys of student assistance taken over the years found that 
financial need is not a major barrier to post-secondary education. 
Further details can be found on pages 52 to 56 of this Plan. 


Official Languages: The Department's success in Supporting official 
languages in education will be assessed by means of two principal 
measures of effectiveness: (i) the rate of participation in minority 
official language education; and (ii) the rate of participation of 
Canadians in second official language instruction. Statistical data 
in these areas will be monitored and reported in the coming years. 


In the area of promotion of official languages, the Department 
provides technical and financial assistance to official language 
communities and to the private and non-federal public sectors to 
promote equal status for the two official languages in Canada. 
Progress in this area can be assessed by examining the level of 
bilingualism and provision of services in’ both official languages over 
a period of time. Details are available in Section II of the Plan 
(page 36). Future Expenditure Plans will measure public acceptance of 
Canada's linguistic duality through information on enrollment in 
second language education and instruction programs and the rate of 
bilingualism. Availability of services to minority official language 
communities will also be monitored and reported. 


The Department also provides translation and interpretation 
services to the Parliament of Canada and departments and agencies of 
the federal government. Effectiveness in these areas may be assessed 
in terms of client satisfaction, translation quality and turnaround 
time for translation requests. Generally, statistical surveys have 
indicated that the Department's overall] performance remains high. 
Results of the major surveys are displayed on pages 40 to 45. In 
addition, the Translation Bureau maintains an internationally 
recognized linguistic and terminological centre served by an advanced 
computerized terminology bank which provides support to translators 
and interpreters and to external clientele. 


Citizenship: The Department provides financial assistance and 

_ technical and advisory services to individuals, voluntary 
organizations and public and private institutions in developing a 
social, cultural, economic and political environment which responds to 
their needs and aspirations. 


The Department administers seven programs in support of native 
citizens. A key issue for native citizens is the development and 
retention of aboriginal languages and the department will continue its 
Support in this area. 
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The Aboriginal Representative Organizations Program provides core 
funding to 60 aboriginal representative associations that work to 
develop native leadership and to enable native people to take part in 
the political, social and economic life of Canada. A program 
evaluation study, in 1984, concluded that the program was effective in 
meeting its overall objectives: it provided a relatively stable and 
dependable source of income to native organizations; it was extremely 
successful in assisting native organizations to become strong 
advocates and negotiators on behalf of their constituents; it was 
moderately successful in encouraging native people to participate 
fully in Canadian society (see also page 74). Additional information 
on progress relating to native citizens' issues can be found on pages 
71 to: 76 Of otha seeian. 


In the area of women's issues, the Department continued to 
support the development of organizational structures for women's 
groups and to encourage the incorporation of women's concerns into the 
decision-making process of institutions. During 1985-86, funding of 
women's groups is expected to increase by approximately 52% over 
1984-85 levels in continued support of economic development issues and 
the elimination of all forms of violence against women. 


As part of International Youth Year, the Department provided, 
through a special grants program, financial assistance to youth groups 
and projects to increase public awareness of the interests, concerns, 
and accomplishments of young people. Detailed information is provided 
on page 68. 


A greater awareness of human rights among specific segnents of 
the population, chiefly children, youth and the private and labour 
sectors was actively pursued through increased funding of voluntary 
and non-governmental organizations. The number of groups funded 
during 1984-85 increased by approximately 30% over 1983-84 levels. In 
the important area of language rights, the Department assisted 
individuals and groups, under the Court Challenges Program, to obtain 
court rulings clarifying language rights under the Constitution Act 
1867 and the Charter of Rights and Freedoms. Of the twelve cases 
funded, five in particular, influenced positive change in the area of 
language rignts. 


Multiculturalism: The Department provides financial and technical 
assistance to individuals, representative ethnic and visible minority 
community groups to support cultural retention, to increase public 
awareness of the diversity of Canada's cultural and racial communities 
and to provide those communities with opportunities to participate 
fully in the nation's social, cultural, political and economic 
development. 


In the area of cultural retention and sharing, the Department, in 
1984-85, supported 1,422 heritage language schools, 110 skill 
development projects and 42 research projects focussing on cultural 
pluralism. 
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The Department continued the Support to communities to establish 
and maintain effective infrastructures, assistance to immi grants 
addressing their basic orientation needs and assistance to projects 
focussing on cross-cultural understanding which address the full 
participation of the client group in Canadian society.

Description 


Since 1970, the Department of the Secretary of State has financially 
assisted the provinces and territories in making it possible for 
English-speaking communities in Quebec and French-speaking communities 
in other provinces and the territories to have their children educated 
in their own language at all levels of the school system. This 
assistance also makes it possible to give all Camadians who wish to 
learn one of the official languages as a second language the 
Opportunity to do so. 


Since education is a provincial responsibility, federal 
assistance programs concerning official languages in education are the 
subject of agreements between the Government of Canada and the 
provinces and territories. 


Under the agreements, support is provided for four broad program 
expenditure categories: Infrastructure Support, Program Expansion and 
Development, Teacher Training and Development, and Student Support. 
The agreements also include two mtional programs: the Summer 
Language Bursary Program and the Official Languages Monitor Program. 


Provinces may choose between two types of financial arrangements. 
Provinces that choose the basic program option receive a basic 
contribution calculated according to enrollment and an average 
national per student contribution. These provinces agree to provide 
inform tion demonstrating their additional costs. They also receive a 
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supplementary contribution for specific projects and activities agreed 
to by both levels of government each year under the program 
expenditure categories. Under the second type of financial 
arrangement, the negotiation option, federal contributions depend on 
additional costs demonstrated by the province and on the terms of 
financing agreed to by both levels of governnment under the program 
expenditure categories. In 1985-86, four provinces chose the 
negotiation option (New Brunswick, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia). 


Through the Language Acquisition Development program, financial 
assistance is provided to volunteer organizations, professional 
associations and Canadian universities for projects concerning the 
compilation and dissemination of information on, or the development or 
improvement of teaching methods and techniques related to, minority 
official language education and second official language instruction. 
This assistance supplements the agreements on official languages in 
education. 


The Queen Elizabeth Silver Jubilee Endowment Fund makes it 
possible to award scholarships each year to students at the university 
level who wish to continue their studies in their second official 
language. This scholarship program is administered by the Association 
of Universities and Colleges of Canada. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


In December 1983, federal-provincial negotiations resulted in a 
three-year (1983-84 through 1985-86) Protocol of Agreements between 
the Secretary of State and the Chairman of the Council of Ministers of 
Education, Canada (CMEC) covering minority official language education 
and second official language instruction. Under the Protocol, 
three-year bilateral agreements were reached with the provinces and 
territories and approximately $600 million was contributed. In 
September 1985, following Cabinet approval, an agreement was signed 
between the Department of the Secretary of State and the CMEC, 
extending the Protocol and the bilateral agreements for two years, 
through 1987-88. Contributions by the Government of Canada over these 
two years will total approximately $432 million. 


Most of the funds go toward infrastructure support to maintain 
current activity programs. In 1984-85, this type of expenditure 
amounted to approximately $156.4 million. In addition, the Activity 
provides funding for the expansion and development of special 
shared-cost projects such as the implementation of new programs, and 
for teacher training and development and student support as well as 
bursaries for teachers and students.

Each province and territory is free to determine its allocation 
to the various programs of the overall amount it receives, subject to 
the terms of the agreements. Furthermore, some national programs are 
administered by non-federal organizations and results are only known 
at the close of the fiscal year. It is therefore not possible to 
forecast the number of contributions or individuals receiving support 
in each province for 1985-86 and 1986-87 or to include this 
information in Figure 8,

Expenditures by the Promotion of Official Languages Activity were 8% 
higher than those forecast in the Main Estimates. The difference 
between the Estimates and actual expenditures is minly due to the 
fact that $3.6 million and 5 person-years for enhancing official 
language promotion activities were obtained in Supplementary Estimates. 


Description 


The aim of the Promotion of Official Languages Activity is to promote 
equality of the two official languages among Canadians; to provide 
financial and technical assistance to organizations seeking equality 
for the two official languages and the adoption of bilingualism 
policies; and to provide financial and technical assistance to 
institutions, companies and organizations in the private and 
non-federal public sectors so that they can set up institutions and 
provide services in the language of minority official la ngua ge 
communities. 


The Promotion of Official Languages Activity works to achieve 
these aims by providing financial and technical assistance to 
establishments, companies and organizations in the private and 
non-federal public sectors to set up establishments and provide 
services in the language of the minority. 


Performance Informtion/Resource Justification 


The Promotion of Official Languages Activity has four operational 
objectives. 


Awareness: An increasing number of Canadians accept the concept of 
Canada's linguistic duality. 


Bilingualization: An increasing number of Canadian institutions 
formally recognize the concept of linguistic duality. 
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Institutionalization: Through new initiatives and existing programs, 
Canadian institutions provide adequate services in the official 
language of the minority community. 


Access to Services: Services are provided to minority language 
communities, in their language and by their own community 
organizations, when such services are not provided at an acceptable 
level by a Camdian institution.

During fiscal 1984-85, the Promotion of Official Languages 
Activity made grants and contributions to some 606 organizations in 
official language communities and the private and non-federal public 
sectors. 


Resources allocated to financial and technical assistance under 
the Promotion of Official Languages Activity are determined by 
Cabinet. The following factors will affect the success of the 
Activity: complexity of and developments in the official language 
situation in the provinces and territories, federal government 
policies and programs concerning official languages, and the 
environment surrounding official languages in each province and 
territory. 


The Promotion of Official Languages Activity has developed 
indicators following the recent broadening of its mandate, which 
concerns minority official language communities and the private and 
non-federal public sectors. Achievement of the Activity's main result 
- public acceptance of the concept of linguistic duality - is measured 
by enrollment in second language education and instruction programs 
and the rate of bilingualism. Formal recognition of linguistic 
duality by Canadian institutions is reflected in the number of 
bilingualism development plans. The availability of services for 
minority official language communities offered both by Camdian 
institutions and by the organizations particular to these communities 
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Will be measured in 1987-88, although financial data is available in 
Figure 12, 


In addition to the social and political factors that influence 
achievement of the Activity's objectives, economic and administrative 
factors, such as the regionalization of its activities, do not always 
permit objective nationwide measurement of certain indicators. 


Future data on expenditures should therefore be interpreted in light 
of these limitations. 
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C. Official Language Services 
Objective 


To facilitate communications in both official languages within the 
federal government and between it and the public. 


Resource Summary 

The Official Language Services Activity represents approximately 3% of 
the Department's budgetary resources and 49% of total person-years for 
1986-87.

Expenditures by the Official Language Services Activity were 5% lower 
than those forecast in the Main Estimates. The difference between the 
Estimates and the actual expenditures is mainly due to lapsed 
person-years and operating costs in relation to the final budget. 


Description 


The Official Language Services Activity comprises four components: 
Translation; Interpretation; Linguistic Services; and Program Services. 


Translation: This component provides translation and related 
consul tation services to Parliament and the departments. The 
Parliamentary official language translation service maintains 
specialized teams of more than 100 translators to meet the special 
needs of this client. 


Departmental official language translation services serve more 
than 150 federal departments and agencies, most of which are located 
in the National Capital Region. Multilingual translation services are 
provided in more than sixty foreign languages to Parliament, federal 
departments and agencies and Crown corporations. 


Interpretation: This component provides interpretation via three 
main services: parliamentary interpretation; conferences in the 
official languages; and multilingual interpretation. Interpretation 
services are provided by about sixty interpreters and twenty 
translator-interpreters. 


Linguistic Services: Linguistic Services include three major 

services: terminology, documentation, and training and translation 

quality evaluation. The purpose of these services is to provide 

translation support and to promote correct usage in the federal public 

service, notably through the standardization and dissemination of 
terminology. 
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Program Services: This component includes planning, policy 
development, research, monitoring of the Official Languages program, 
the development of management information systems and the compilation 
and dissemination of professional and management information designed 
for Program staff and a specialized public. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Essentially, the overall level of resources allocated to this Activity 
relates to the need as determined by client demand for the services 
provided (translation, interpretation and linguistic services). 
Forecast number of words translated per person-year, cost per word 
translated under contract, cost per interpreter-day, and number and 
complexity of terminology enquiries directly determine the need for 
resources. Other, less specific factors such as the time and location 
of conferences requiring services or the number of languages used also 
affect the need for resources. 


Concerning effectiveness, a performance data system allows 
calculation of the unit cost of output (Figure 15), measurement of 
productivity (Figure 16), monitoring of the implenentation of plans 
and verification of the accuracy of forecasts. In addition, to 
facilitate communications in the two official languages, the Official 
Language Services Activity strives for results in terms of the 
availability of communication tools. The effectiveness of the 
Activity in ensuring that such tools are available depends on the 
demand of its clientele (Parliament and all federal government 
departments) and is measured by client satisfaction with the product 
(Figure 17), turnaround time (Figure 19), and by a methodical 
assessment of the quality of translated texts (Figure 18). 


Data on demand, efficiency and effectiveness are presented under 
the following three headings: Translation, Interpretation and 
Linguistic Services.

The implicit price indices for government expenditures (constant 
and capital expenditures), as published by the Bank of Camda, were 
used to calculate constant dollar costs. Values of the indices for 
1985-86 and 1986-87 were estimated by assuming an inflation rate of 4% 
for each of these years. 


Figure 16 provides information on productivity by person-year for 
in-house translation and shows the impact of Parliament's activities 
on the component. Thus, the reduced productivity in 1979-80 
corresponds to the period in which two federal elections were held 
within a relatively short time. Similarly, the last federal election 
affected 1984-85 productivity, as can be seen in the data.

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Translated words are one of the main outputs contributing to the 
objective, which is to facilitate communication. The client's 
requirement is to receive a quality translation within the agreed-to 
delivery time. This section therefore includes measures of client 
satisfaction, translation quality and turnaround time. 


Client Satisfaction: The Activity periodically conducts 
statistical surveys on client satisfaction, dealing with the accuracy 
with which the message was rendered, language quality, turnaround 
time, contact with the Bureau and layout. The vast majority of 
clients are satisfied, as shown in the survey results in Figure 17.

Quality of Translated Texts: The Activity periodically 
conducts an evaluation of the quality of translations according to 
professional standards of accuracy in rendering the meaning and 
correct language usage. A representative sample of 400 translations 
in the official languages taken from the Bureau's overall production 
is assessed by a method which classifies texts in five categories 
ranging from A down to E. The results of evaluations conducted in 
Leena are presented in Figure 18.

Translation Turnaround Time: Figure 19 shows, according to 
length of text, the time elapsed between the day the text is received 
for translation by the translation section and the day the translation 
is sent to the client. These figures include texts contracted Out to 
freelance translators. Turnaround time has decreased, particularly 
for more lengthy texts.

Linguistic Services: It is expected that terminology research will 
_ continue; among other objectives, the number of records in the 
_ Terminology Bank is to be increased to 850,000. The fundamental unit 
_ of the Terminology Bank is the record, which can include several 
_ terms. Expenditure Plans previous to 1985-86 reported on the number 
of terms, but referred to them as records. Since then, plans have 
_ followed correct usage and therefore present a lower number. 


In addition, 275,000 Terminology Bank records will be updated; 
this operation includes creating records and modifying and deleting 
_ records already entered. Previous Expenditure Plans reported only the 
_ number of new records created and ignored other methods used to 
improve the terminological data base. The present Plan takes these 
_ methods into account and therefore presents a higher figure. 


| The terminology consultation service will continue to respond to 

_ enquiries, and Information and Reference Services will provide on-line 

_Yeference facilities, using some 400 bibliographical data bases, and a 
documentary information service by telephone. Lastly, 1,350 training 
and development person-days will be provided.

In 1984, a program evaluation affecting Terminology was carried 
out. The following points were noted: (1) steady growth in 
terminology enquiries (TIS Service) by Translation Bureau clients 
(1981-82: 26,352 enquiries; 1982-83: 30,958 and 1983-84: 39,150) 
and a high degree of quality of service; (2) tne same number of 
terminology validation and standardization committees (sixteen), a 
result of the Public Service's constant need for accurate, up-to-date 
terminology in both official languages.

To contribute to the development and maintenance of education systems, 
particularly at the post-secondary level, which respond to Canada's 
economic, social and cultural needs.

Expenditures of the Education Support Activity during 1984-85 were 15% 
higher than the Main Estimates provision. The difference between the 
actual expenditures and the Main Estimates provision was due primarily 
to an understatement of the provision for the Post-Secondary Education 
Statutory payments of $347.8 million, an overstatement of the 
provision for the Canada Student Loans statutory payment of $22.4 
million and a lapse in the Centres of Specialization program of $13.5 
million which was reprofiled to 1985-86 and 1986-87. 


Description 

The two major components of the Activity are: 
e@ Post-Secondary Education Financing Program; and 
@ Canada Student Loans Program. 


Post-Secondary Education Financing Program: The Post-Secondary 
Education Financing Program is one of the established programs 
financed under Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements 
and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 
1977, Under this Act, the federal government makes contributions to 
provincial and territorial governments for the financing of insured 
health services and post-secondary education. These contributions 
take the form of cash payments and tax transfers. The cash payments 
for post-secondary education are administered by the Secretary of 
State on the basis of information provided by the Department of 
Finance. 


Canada Student Loans Program: The Canada Student Loans Act came 

into force on July 28, 1964. Its purpose is to make financial help 
available to students to pursue studies at the post-secondary level of 
education. Amendments to the Canada Student Loans Act in 1983 
resulted in the establishment of the Part-Time Student Loans Plan and 
an interest relief plan for borrowers encountering difficulty in 
repaying their Canada Student Loans. The weekly loan limit for 
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full-time students is now $105 and there is a maximum limit of 520 
weeks of study for each student. 


Under the program, the federal government guarantees student 
loans authorized by the provinces and territories. The loans are made 
to students by chartered banks and other designated lenders. The 
federal government pays the interest on loans to full-time students 
while the students continue full-time studies and for six months 
afterwards. There is no interest subsidy on part-time loans. The Act 
establishes the total amount which may be guaranteed and the formula 
for allocating it among the provinces; the federal government pays a 
fee to the provincial governments for authorizing the loans. Although 
Quebec receives an alternative payment for Operating its own student 
assistance program and does not issue Canada Student Loans, 
representatives of all provinces, including Quebec, participate in the 
consultative procedures, thereby assuring maximum co-ordination in the 
development and application of student loan programs throughout 
Canada. The Student Assistance Directorate designates and monitors 
the activities of lenders, pays interest payments to lenders on behalf 
of borrowers in school, and processes delinquent accounts for transfer 
to collection agencies or the Department of Justice. 


Other components: The Education Support Activity includes the 
coordination and development of federal government policies and 
programs in the field of education. It also provides a federal focal 
point for communications with provincial and territorial governments, 
post-secondary institutions and non-governmental organizations, 
individually or collectively, on matters of education. 


The Activity also involves advising the Department of External 
Affairs on Canada's policies concerning international cooperation in 
educational matters. In cooperation with the provinces through the 
Council of Ministers of Education, Canada (CMEC), the Department of 
the Secretary of State plays an active role at the international level 
to promote Canada's interests. 


The Activity is in the process of phasing out a former component, 
the Centres of Specialization Fund. This fund, which was established 


in 1983-84 to assist universities to create new capacities or improve 
_ existing strengths in research and human resource development, had a 
_ total budget of $25 million, of which the final $2 million will be 
_ paid to recipient institutions in 1986-87. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Post-Secondary Education Financing Program: The Estab] ished 
Programs Financing (EPF) arrangements provide to each province and 
territory an entitlement equal to the national average per capita 


_ contribution for post-secondary education in the base year (1975-76), 


escalated for each subsequent year and then multiplied by the 


_ population of that province or territory. The escalation factor 
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links growth in the equal per capita federal contribution to per 
capita growth in the economy. 


The EPF transfers for health and post-secondary education are 
made up of tax and cash components. The tax component consists of 
13.5 personal income tax points and one corporate income tax point, 
equalized to a representative average standard, under the general 
equalization formula. Therefore, the equalized tax transfer increases 
in accordance with tax revenues. In addition, Quebec receives a 
special abatement of 8.5 unequalized personal income tax points under 
the opting-out arrangements. Of the tax transfer, 32.1% is allocated 
to the post-secondary education contributions. 


The cash payment to any province or territory is the difference 
between the total post-secondary education entitlement and the value 
of the relevant portion of the tax transfer. Consequently, all 
provinces and territories receive an equal total entitlement per 
person to finance post-secondary education. 


Figure 25 below provides a breakdown of transfer components by 
province and territory for 1984-85, 1985-86 and 1986-87.

Additional support is provided to education through sales tax and 
income tax measures. For information, the reader is invited to refer 
to the publication entitled "Account of the Cost of Selective Tax 
Measures" issued by the Department of Finance in August, 1985. 
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As explained above, the magnitudes of both tax and cash transfers to 
provinces for post-secondary education are determined by the EPF 
arrangements specified in the relevant legislation. It is also 
important to note that the transfers, al though intended to assist 
provinces in the provision of post-secondary education, are provided 
to provinces without conditions as to their application. There has 
been, for several years, extensive public discussion on post-secondary 
education financing, as well as periodic review by the federal 
government and consultation with provincial governments. 


The extent to which the Activity contributes to the development 
and maintenance of post-secondary education systems which respond to 
Canada's social and economic needs can only be assessed indirectly and 
in general terms. The effect of federal transfers for post-secondary 
education cannot be dissociated from that of provincial programs of 
Support to colleges and universities or the overall educational 
situation. 


During the late 1960s and the first half of the 1970s, federal 
shared-cost transfers to the provinces ensured that about half of the 
cost of the rapidly expanding post-secondary system was covered by 
federal transfer programs. With the introduction of the Established 
Programs Financing legislation in 1977, federal support for 
post-secondary education and insured health services was changed from 
a cost-sharing basis to arrangements involving a block fund which 
provinces allocate to their health and post-secondary education 
programs according to their own priorities. The total federal 
transfers are escalated in relation to growth in the economy rather 
than program expenditures. 


Steps have been taken in recent years towards a better 
identification of the impact of the Education Support Activity. The 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary 
Education and Health Contributions Act, 1977, as amended in 1984, more 
Clearly identified the health and post-secondary portions of federal 
fiscal transfers. 


The 1984 amendments also require the Secretary of State to table 
in Parliament an annual report related to post-secondary education 
financing. The first report, "Federal and Provincial Support to 

_ Post-Secondary Education in Canada, A Report to Parliament, 1984-85" 
_is to be tabled early in 1986. 


The report is required to deal with the following aspects of 
_ post-secondary education support: 


@ cash contributions and tax transfers to each province; 


@ expenditures by each province on post-secondary education; 
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@ any other federal programs of support to or involvement in 
post-secondary education; 


@ the relation between federal contributions, transfers and 
programs and Canada's educational and economic goals; and 


e federal-provincial consultations in this area. 


It thus provides, in one volume, information on post-secondary 
education financing that has not previously been readily available. 
Adding further to the available information on post-secondary 
education in Canada is the recent strengthening of the database 
involving new surveys undertaken by Statistics Canada. 


The post-secondary capacity in Canada underwent a dramatic 
expansion in the 1960s and 1970s. Wnile there are some current 
difficulties, the post-secondary capacity throughout the country 
remains strong and accessible. Recent experience in Canada compares 
favourably to the experience in most other countries. For example, in 
1970-71, the participation rate of full-time post-secondary students 
relative to the 18-24 year-old population in Canada was approximately 
three-quarters of what it was in the United States. However, by 
1983-84, the participation rate in Canada had increased to the point 
where the rates in both countries were virtually the same.

The participation rate for 18 to 24 year-olds in post-secondary 
programs has risen from 8% in 1960-61 to almost 19% in 1983-84. As 
well, during the years for which data are available, the 18-24 
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year-old age-group's share of full-time enrolments has remained fairly 
Stable, about 80% of all students. The available information clearly 
indicates that in the last few years not only are more 18 to 24 
year-olds attending post-secondary institutions but more students are 
coming from other age-groups as well. 


Canada Student Loans Program (CSLP): The payments in any year made 
under the Canada Student Loans Act are dependent on such factors as 
the numbers of students seeking assistance, assessed financial needs 
of students, and interest rates. These in turn are influenced by 
factors such as university and college enrolments, fee levels, cost of 
living and the general economic climate, including the level of 
unemployment. 


Figure 27 shows the growth in the Canada Student Loans Program 
from 1984-85 to 1986-87, including both numbers of students assisted 
and payments.

Statutory expenditures in 1985-86 ($270 million) are expected to 
_ grow by 30% over those of 1984-85 ($207 million), partly because of 
amendments to the Act which took effect in September 1983 and which 
resulted in an increase in the weekly loan limit for full-time loans 
and special repayment features for the unemployed. Although 
post-secondary enrolment in the participating provinces increased by 
less than 2% in 1984-85 (see Figure 29), participation in the Canada 
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Student Loans Program increased by 7.5%, largely because of the lack 
of employment opportunities. The full impact of the 1983 amendments 
will not be felt until 1987-88, four years after their implementation. 
The increase in statutory expenditures in 1986-87 is expected to be 
approximately 13% over those of 1985-86 for a total of $304 million. 


The Program has introduced a revised procedure for recovery of 
defaulted accounts which should result in net savings of approximately 
$400 ,000 in 1985-86 and $500,000 in 1986-87 due to a reduction in 
collection costs. Additionally, a revised procedure for processing 
claims made against the guarantee should result in further savings in 
1985-86, although an anticipated increase in the volume of claims will 
tend to offset these savings. 


As depicted in Figure 28 below, there are five major indicators 
for the Canada Student Loans Program workload which reflect the 
operating resources required by the Program. These are the volume of 
loan authorizations (full-time and part-time); interest relief 
applications; loss claims from lenders against the guarantee; loan 
related documents processed; and recoveries. The available data 
indicate a rapidly expanding workload while the number of person-years 
included in 1986-87 Main Estimates remains constant.

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Figures 29 and 30 below provide a record of the expansion of the 
Canada Student Loans Program in meeting the needs of increasing 
numbers of post-secondary students during a period of significant 
growth in post-secondary education. These data illustrate a number of 
points. The number of full-time students in the participating 
provinces has increased rapidly during the existence of the Canada 
Student Loans Program. The rise from 155,000 full-time post-secondary 
students in 1964-65 to 511,000 in 1984-85 represents an average annual 
growth of 6.1%. However, during the same period, the number of 
full-time students receiving assistance jumped from 42,000 to 225,000 
- an annual average growth rate of 8.7%. Whereas only 26.5% of 
students were assisted in 1964-65 this proportion stood at 44% in 
1984-85. Moreover, the average loan amount had increased from $650 to 


$2,634 during this period - representing an average annual increase of 
need.

The Canada Student Loans Program and complementary provincial 
student aid programs have been found to be generally effective in 
meeting the objective of improving access of all qualified and 
interested Canadians to formal learning. The main indications of 
this, based on program experience and feedback from borrowers, are 
that the programs are widely used, the bulk of the funds reach 
students with financial needs as intended and there are relatively few 
cases on record of individuals being unable to pursue a post-secondary 
education on financial grounds alone. Moreover, a number of surveys 
conducted in recent years have indicated that students not pursuing 
post-secondary education tend to cite reasons other than a lack of 
funds. It is also of interest to note that survey work undertaken by 
the Federal-Provincial Task Force on Student Assistance (Addendum to 
the Labour Force Survey in June, 1980) found very wide support among 
students, parents, and all sectors of the public for the basic 
means-test approach to student aid and the incorporation of a loan 
element in the overall package of student aid.

Expenditures of the Citizenship Registration and Promotion Activity 
during 1984-85 were 17% higher than the Min Estimates provision. The 
difference between the actual expenditures and the Min Estimates 
provision was due primarily to the approval in Supplementary Estimtes 
of an additional $3.2 million for Citizenship Instruction and Language 
Textbook Agreements. 


Description 


Citizenship Registration and Promotion is responsible for the 
administration and interpretation of the Citizenship Act and 
Regulations and for the provision of a mtional service for the 
granting of Camdian citizenship and for issuing certificates of proof 
of citizenship. It is also responsible for promoting public awareness 
and understanding of Canadian citizenship and its privileges and 
responsibilities through the development of instructional and 
promotional programs and mterials. This Activity also responds to 
many requests for information within the confines of the Privacy Act. 
These responsibilities are discharged through 28 citizenship courts 
across Canada, and through Canadian embassies and consulates, which 
provide citizenship services outside tne country. 


Citizenship Registration and Promotion is also responsible for 
the Citizenship and Language Instruction Agreement and the Language 
Textbook Agreement administered by the Department of the Secretary of 
State. 

Performance Inform tion/Resource Justification 


Resources for the Citizenship Registration and Promotion Activity are 
allocated in terms of three major areas of activity: 


@ provision of Citizenship Services; 
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@ funding of Citizenship and Language Instruction; and 
@ promotion of Citizenship. 


Provision of Citizenship Services: This area includes the provision 
of citizenship registration services and facilities. The main 
services and facilities provided are the Operation of regional 
Citizenship Courts and the processing of applications for grants and 
proofs of Canadian citizenship. Facilities located at Sydney, Nova 
Scotia, handle the records component of the process of granting 
citizenship and providing proof of Status, while the headquarters 
located in Hull, Quebec comprise the executive, advisory and promotion 
and management support functions. A number of other services are also 
provided which are legislatively mandated under the Citizenship Act 
such as the registration of births abroad and renunciation of 
citizenship. Figure 33 below indicates that the demand for 
citizenship services is leveling off Somewhat, which is consistent 
with the pattern of immigrant landings.

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Citizenship and Language Instruction Classes: Under the Citizenship 
and Language Instruction Agreements and the Language Textbook 
Agreement, the Government of Canada reimburses the provincial and 
territorial governments for half of the amount expended for teaching 
costs of citizenship and official language classes for adult 
immigrants, and up to the full amount expended for language textbooks 
used in these classes, with a five-year averaging provision. Such 
classes are a means of helping immigrants acquire the knowledge of 
Canada and of an official language required to meet the statutory 
criteria for Canadian citizenship.

This program is being reviewed and resource levels are set at 
$4.9 million until such time as the review is complete. The number of 
students is related to the resource level. Both demand for and cost 
of these services have been increasing since the time of the 
negotiation of these agreements. Programs have no ceilings; 
supplementary funds are requested each year. 


Promotion of Citizenship: Promotional activities such as greeting 
letters from the Minister to all new citizens and the distribution to 
Members of Parliament of lists of new citizens in their ridings, are 
intended to enhance the nev citizens' sense of belonging. Other 
promotional activities including presentations and panel discussions 
to community organizations and schools are designed to enhance the 
understanding of the rights and responsibilities of Camdian 
citizenship. Citizenship judges and officers undertake such outreach 
activities on an on-going basis across Canada. Natiomlly, 
Citizenship Registration participates in Rotary and 4-H programs which 
focus on the promotion and value of citizenship.

Expenditures of the Citizenship Development Activity in 1984-85 were 
10% higher than the Min Estimates provision. The difference between 
the actual expenditures and the provision in Min Estimates is due 
primarily to the approval of additional funds through Supplementary 
Estimates for the International Youth Year program ($8.2 million and 
30 person-years) and the extension and enrichment of the Women's 
Program ($7.0 million and 18 person-years). 


Description 


The Citizenship Development Activity provides financial assistance and 
technical and advisory services to individuals, voluntary 
organizations and public and private institutions. 


Assistance is provided to Canadian citizens to enable them to 
realize their full potential for individual and group action, and to 
encourage them to assert and strengthen their cultural identity, to 
identify the problems facing them, to meet the challenges and take 
advantage of the opportunities which arise, and finally to participate 
in concert with institutions and governments in finding solutions and 
developing a social, cultural, economic, and political environment 

which responds to their needs and aspirations. 


The groups which currently receive particular attention are 
women, natives, disabled persons, and youth as they are the most 
‘Susceptible to the difficulties being experienced by Canadian society 
as a result of powerful economic, social, demographic and 
environmental factors. 


The Activity is also responsible for the promotion and 
coordination at the federal government level, as well as with 
institutions and the private sector, of initiatives related to 
‘Specific social issues to stimulate changes in social attitudes and 
reduce discriminatory barriers which impede the full participation of 
citizens. 
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The Citizenship Development activity provides a flexible vehicle 
for the Secretary of State to provide consistent support and 
encouragement to Canadians as the basic problems being addressed vary 
according to the prevailing socio-economic-cul tural circumstances of 


the day. 
Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The allocation of funds provided to voluntary organizations and groups 
are determined by Cabinet decisions which take into account such 
factors as the degree of need, the social, cultural, political and 
economic situation of target groups and the number and the complexity 
of areas requiring intervention. 


In 1986-87, women, natives, disabled persons and youth will 
continue to receive particular attention. Figure 37 below indicates 
the level of resources allocated to those groups. 


The progress towards the acheivement of the objective is measured 
at the component level. More information is provided in the following

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The following provides further details on each of the above 
components. 


Women's Program: This Program is responsible for the provision of 
technical and financial assistance to women's groups to promote 
understanding and action on status of women issues; to promote the 
Organizational development of women's groups and to encourage 
institutions and organizations to incorporate status of women concerns 
in their decision-making structures, policies and programs. In 1986-87 
a total of $12.6 million will be provided to groups in the form of 
grants and contributions and an endowment payment of $500,000 will be 
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granted to a Canadian university to set up a Chair of Women's 
Studies. The Chair of Women's Studies program consists of a one time 
contribution of $500,000 given to a different institution each year 
for a total of $2.5 million to be granted within 5 years.

The funding for the Chairs of Women's Studies ($500,000) is 
included in the percentage (%) for project assistance. 


Primarily, grants given to groups for project assistance are 
intended to address the identified priorities of the Program, namely 
economic development and the issue of violence against women. In 
addition, grants and technical advice are provided towards projects in 
the areas of health, education, legislative change and legal needs, 
culture and communications, organizational training and skill 
development. These projects are normally carried out in the form of 
conferences, workshops, seminars or meetings, publications and media 
activities, and research. In 1984-85, the Program funded 510 projects 
across Canada, ranging from $1,000 grants to a $500,000 contribution 
for the Chair of Women's Studies. 


The operational maintenance assistance category includes funding 
of status of women's organizations to support the maintenance of their 
basic operational infrastructure (i.e. rental of premises, telephone, 
office supplies, salaries of staff), etc. This funding is linked to 
predetermined programs and activities that the groups are committed to 
carry out during the year. 


The Program is currently reviewing and analysing past funding 
strategies with a view to realign its resources to meet current and 
future needs. It is expected that it will continue to support the 
types of activities funded to date while planning new initiatives and 
activities on specific topics of concern identified at the regional 
and local level. 


Assistance to Young People: Young people will be granted assistance 
under two programs during 1986-87: Open House Canada and Katimavik. 
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Open House Canada: Open House Canada (OHC), a reciprocal 
exchange program, helps young people aged 14 to 22 get to Know one 
another better, improve their knowledge of their country and promote 
greater mutual understanding among the various communities in Canada. 


From October 1982 to March 1985, a comprehensive evaluation of 
the OHC program was carried out and the final report, which was 
submitted in March 1985, concluded that the program had an important 
tolerance-building effect among young participants. The evaluation 
also concluded that effectiveness of the program could be improved by 
increasing participants' knowledge of another part of Canada and 
identified areas where program operations could be improved. In 
response to the evaluation, consultations were held across the country 
with existing and potential client groups to identify areas where the 
program could better respond to current and future client needs and to 
sensitize groups, not previously reached, to the Opportunities offered 
by the progran. 


In 1985-86, as a result of federal government budget 
restrictions, funding was reduced by $3.7 million from the 1984-85 
level. This has affected the number of participants in the program. 
In 1986-87, funding will be maintained at the same level as for 
1985-86. Figure 39 below displays the number of participants in the 
Open House Canada Program.

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Katimavik: The purpose of Katimavik is to prepare young 
Canadians to contribute fully to the quality of life in Canadian 
society by giving them the opportunity to develop their Knowledge 
while serving others through community projects. 


In 1983-84 and 1984-85, Katimavik was granted additional 
resources under special programs for young people. Expiry of these 
programs has resulted in Katimavik's funding being restored to its 
base budget level for 1985-86. The reallocation of funds to new 
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government initiatives and priorities has resulted in a reduction of 
the program's budget in 1986-87.

International Youth Year: The International Youth Year 
Program's mandate ends in March 1986. The two year Program was 
created to administer a special grants program to assist youth groups 
in carrying out special projects to mark the Year, to gather and 
disseminate information on IYY related projects and activities and to 
undertake other special initiatives such as national forums on issues 
of concern to youth. The objectives of the federal IYY program were 
to integrate the concerns of youth with those of other groups in 
society and to increase public awareness in Canada of the interests, 
concerns, and accomplishments of young people.

The preparation of IYY activities as well as the organization of 
structured youth groups took more time than previously planned. As a 
result of that situation, the distribution of the total budget 
allocated to the IYY Program was reallocated between the 1984-85 and 
1985-86 fiscal years. 


In addition, in 1985-86, an increase of $2 million to the 
original budget was approved in order to better respond to the needs 
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of young Canadians and to support international travel projects. 


Assistance to the Disabled: In addition to the Status of Disabled 
Persons Secretariat, which develops policies and co-ordinates an 
action plan in Canada in response to the United Nations World 
Programme of Action for the Decade of Disabled Persons (1983-1992), 
co-ordinates federal activities in regard to disabled persons 
including the follow-up to Obstacles recommendations and promotes the 
interest and rights of Canadians with visual, hearing, physical, 
mental or psychological impairments or learning disabilities, two 
other components provide support for associations of disabled persons. 


Information Referral Service: This pilot project was designed 
to improve access to appropriate information and make it available to 
disabled persons, government employees, volunteer workers and the 
general public. 


Disabled Persons Participation Program: This program provides 
operational and seed funding to non-profit organizations run by the 
disabled and the handicapped to assist them in developing and 
maintaining administrative capability and analytical capacities. 
Project funding is provided to support the development of community 
based mechanisms and initiatives that address both social and economic 
considerations that influence equalization of Opportunity of disabled 
persons. 


In 1985-86, resources have been allocated primarily to the 
movement of disabled consumers at the national level (Coalition of 
Provincial Organizations of the Handicapped - COPOH) and its 
provincial affiliates. The original program had a built-in budget 
decrease due to the COPOH funding formula. 


In December 1985, Cabinet approved the renewal of the program 
with an increased level of funding to better respond to the needs of 
disabled persons.

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Community Development: 


The objective of this component is to support the development of 
community based mechanisms and initiatives aimed at increasing 
Canadian citizens' participation in Canadian society. 


Voluntary Action Program: This program promotes participation 
by Canadians in community affairs through national and local voluntary 
organizations. It has been providing technical, professional and 
financing assistance to citizens groups since 1971. This is an 
ongoing Program whose base budget has remained essentially the same 
throughout the years. 


The program has a wide mandate and is therefore capable of 
funding a broad range of activities. For several years, activities 
have been funded jointly with the other national programs in order to 
meet the demand from voluntary organizations. In 1984-85 funds were 
transferred to the Voluntary Action Program to enable the Program to 
better respond to the needs and expectations of voluntary 
organizations. 


Consultation on Canada's Future Program: This program offers 
grants to support, encourage, and enhance the participation by 
Canadians, through voluntary organizations, in activities that help 
them to understand better the historical context of their citizenship, 
their rights and responsibilities as citizens, and the diverse 
cultural composition of the Canadian citizenry. Such participation 
serves to enhance mutual understanding and tolerance among Canadians 
and to increase awareness of current and emerging social and cul tural 
issues that will be of significance to the future of Canada.

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Native Citizens: The Native Citizens Directorate is responsible for 
the co-ordination and administration of seven programs serving Status 
Indian, Non-Status Indian, Métis and Inuit peoples. These programs 
are designed to assist aboriginal people in defining and participating 
in the social, cultural, political and economic issues affecting their 
lives in Canadian society. A consistent theme throughout all programs 
is that projects are community based, initiated and managed by 
aboriginal people. An estimated total of $57.2 million will be 
expended on programs for aboriginal citizens in 1986-87. The seven 
programs are described below. 


Native Friendship Centre Program: This program is designed to 
improve the quality of life for native people in an urban 
environment. The program undertakes initiatives that will result in a 
process that leads Friendship Centres to increased autonomy. Over the 
past several years Centres have developed a keen interest in small 
businesses such as fast food and crafts marketing. The program is 
based on a strong level of voluntarism and community involvement. 
This is evidenced by the fact that Secretary of State funding 
represents forty four per cent of the total funds generated by 
Canada's 96 Friendship Centres. At the same time the Program provides 
services and referrals in housing, education, unemployment, social 
assistance, recreation, human resource development and cultural 
maintenance. In addition, special attention is given to encourage 
disabled native people to participate in Friendship Centre activities. 


Accuracy in forecasting the number of capital projects in a given 
fiscal year is hampered by the fact that many projects overlay two 
fiscal years.

The Native Communications Program recently received Cabinet's 
authority to extend its current mandate to March 31, 1987. As well, 
approval was given to establish a Capital Assets Fund in the amount of 
$560,000 which will enable communications societies to upgrade their 
facilities and equipment in order to improve productivity, safety and 
program quality. 


The interest in establishing new societies has not materialized 
over the past two years. In consultation with Native Communications 
Societies the need to establish a National Native Communications 
Society which would effectively liaise with governments and address 
issues confronting Native communication societies has emerged as a 
major program priority. Funds originally designated for new society 
development will be redirected to establish a national structure. In 
view of the important work to be conducted throughout the remaining 
mandate of the program, in particular the merging of this program with 
the Northern Native Broadcast Access Program, it is essential that 
this national society be a full participant in the process and the 
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design of replacement programming. 


Northern Native Broadcast Access Program: This program helps 
broadcasters set up facilities in the north so that native populations 
have access to locally produced radio and television programs that 
meet their needs. The program also provides funding for research and 
program production.

The increase in budget between 1985-86 and 1986-87 reflects an 
increase in the number of hours of quality native language programming 
being produced by the northern native broadcasting groups. Annual 
audience surveys, conducted by the groups, illustrate the growth of a 
loyal native audience, the need for additional native programming and 
evaluate the programming produced as being of a high quality. 


In addition to improvement in the quality of the radio and 
television programming, the production hours for radio went from 54.5 
hours per week in 1984-85 to 185.5 hours per week in 1985-86 and are 
expected to increase to 248 hours per week in 1986-87. Three groups 
will expand into producing native language television programming, 

increasing the programming hours for television from 6 hours and 20 
minutes in 1985-86 to 19 hours and 20 minutes in 1986-87. 


Aboriginal Representative Organizations Program: This program 
provides core funding to 60 aboriginal representative associations 
that work to develop strong, organized native leadership and enable 
Native people to take part in the political, social and economic life 
of Canada. 


A second element of this program, accounting for $325,000, 
provides grants to 17 representative organizations located in areas 
not served by communications societies to publish newspapers to 

improve communication with their membership. 
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The mandate of the Aboriginal Representative Organizations 
Program ends in March 1986. A program evaluation conducted in 1984 
concluded that the organizations had been successful advocates and 
negotiators for their constituents. Changes in program delivery are 
being looked at to deal with the key issues of representativity, group 
proliferation and funding inequities. These issues are being dealt 
with in concert with DIAND. The two Departments have invited the 
aboriginal organizations to present proposals for consideration in the 
development of a new program. 


Aboriginal Constitutional Funding Program: This program has 
provided funds to the four national representative organizations and 
four territorial organizations for research, consultations and costs 
related to their participation at the First Ministers Conferences. 


Within the funding provided to the four national associations, 
$420,000 is specifically targeted to ensure that the views of 
aboriginal women are considered and presented within the position of 
their respective organization. 


The mandate of the Aboriginal Constitutional Funding Program ends 
in March, 1986. It is important to note that there is a First 
Minister's Conference on aboriginal matters scheduled for March 1987.

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Aboriginal Women's Program: This program encourages aboriginal 
women to become involved in their communities and voice their Opinions 
and concerns. The $1 million increase approved in 1984-85 has 
resulted in an increased level of support for the operations of 
aboriginal women's groups. 


Instead of granting financial assistance to an increased number 
of groups and projects, as planned in last year's forecast, the 
program directed resources to increasing the level of funding 
available to aboriginal women's groups, thus Strengthening the 
regional, provincial and national structures Supported by the 
program. With the resulting increased stability, aboriginal women's 
groups effectively lobbied with the full support of women's 
organizations to bring about major changes to the Indian Act and 
participate in the design of replacement legislation.

Currently and over the next decade, linguistic survival will be a 
key issue within the Aboriginal Community. The Native Social and 
Cultural Development Program has served as a facilitator of communi ty 
interest and activity in the development and retention of aboriginal 
languages. Departmental initiatives involving consultation and 
research have been undertaken resulting in the tabling of a discussion 
paper entitled "A Proposal for an Aborigim1 Languages Policy". 


Canada-Northwest Territories Official and Aboriginal Languages 
Program: This program was approved by Cabinet in June 1984 in order 
to provide a total of $16 million over a five year period for the 
expansion or enrichment of current government programs and services 
dedicated to the preservation and development of aboriginal languages 
in the Northwest Territories. Of this amount, $3.1 million will be 
spent during 1986-87, 


Assistance is provided to enable the aboriginal people of the 
Northwest Territories to communicate and receive services from the 
government in their own language, to provide the aboriginal residents 
of the Northwest Territories, where numbers warrant, with the 
opportunity to be taught their own language in schools, and to develop 
the aboriginal languages to the standard where they can be recognized 
and used as the working languages of the Territories. Current 
discussions between Canada and the North West Territories are aimed at 
resolving the question of implementation of the aboriginal language 
agreement.

Expenditures of the Multiculturalism Activity in 1984-85 were 3% 
higner than the Main Estimates provision. The difference between the 
actual expenditures and the provision in Main Estimates was due 
primarily to the approval in Supplementary Estimates for an enrichment 
to the Cultural Enrichment and Canadian Ethnic Studies components of 
$1.0 million.

Description 


The Multiculturalism Activity provides the operational focus within 
the federal government for multiculturalism; initiation and 
coordination of related programs and initiatives in cooperation with 
other federal departments and agencies, and with other levels of 
government and the private sector, promotional activities designed to 
increase public awareness of and appreciation for Canada's racial and 
cultural diversity, and of the Multiculturalism Policy objectives. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Levels of resources are determined by policy decisions which take into 
account such factors as the degree of need, the priority of objectives 
relative to other current social concerns and national/internati onal 
socio-economic and political considerations. 


In 1985-86 the Milticulturalism Activity, in response to changing 
priorities both within the government and in the community at large 
and to the requirement of additional resources of $2.5 million in 
1985-86 and $2.4 million in 1986-87 for follow-up to the Equality Now: 
recommendations, underwent a structural reorganization. 
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The Activity reorganized as follows: the former component, 
Federal Policy Coordination, was expanded (through increased human and 
financial resources) to provide research and analysis in support of 
the Minister and program delivery needs; the component Public 
Education (with the addition of human resources) was expanded to 
include special initiatives to support the Minister. Two new 
organizational units within the existing components were created: 
Cross-Cultural Development and Race Relations, (with increased 
financial resources) which will address the speci fic recommendations 
of the Equality Now. report; and the office of the AUSS 
Multiculturalism (with additional human and financial resources ) which 
will provide the focal point of advocacy on behalf of the Minister 
within government both at the federal and provincial levels. 


These Estimates include $352,000 for the Canadian 
Mul ticul turalism Council, which is composed of 65 ethnocul tural 
representatives from across Canada and provides advice to the Minister 
on multiculturalism issues and concerns. 


The following is the description of the components and activities 
undertaken to contribute to the achievement of the approved objectives 
of the program. 


Policy, Research, and Analysis Component (formerly Federal Policy 
Coordination Component): Special initiatives in 1985-86 have 

included the convening of the first Federal-Provincial Conference on 
Multiculturalism, continuing liaison with other departments on 
follow-up to the Equality Now: recommendations within their respective 
mandates, the feasibility study on the establishment of the 
Multicultural Institute of Business Management; and development of the 
Ministerial presentation to the Canadian Radio-Television and 
Telecommunications Commission regarding its Ethnic Broadcasting Policy. 


In 1986-87, ongoing priority will be given to strengthening the 
policy development and research capacity of the Activity to assist the 
Minister in his tasks of providing a multiculturalism perspective in 
Government decision making processes and of promoting multiculturalism 
policies and programs at all levels of government. Examples of the 
above are the development of strategies for the Second Decade to 
Combat Racism; a major attitudinal survey will be undertaken; and 
development of position papers for the second Federal-Provincial 
_ Conference on Multiculturalism. 


Public Education and Special Initiatives Component (formerly Public 
Education Component): The major ongoing activities are advertising 
(majority and ethnic press), publications such as "Cultures Canada", a 
_ Mewsletter for ethnocul tural groups, educational materials for schools 
and interest groups, and films specifically aimed at increasing the 
mainstream society's awareness of the diversity of Canada's ethnic 
groups. 
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Emphasis in 1986-87 will be placed on the development of an 
effective and focussed public education plan closely linked to the 
promotional requirements of the Multiculturalism Policy and directed 
at reducing anxieties within the population in general about the 
increasing multiracial dimension of society and the concomitant 
changes arising therefrom to its formal and informal relationships. 
(This will be dependent on the results of the attitudinal survey 
mentioned above under Policy, Research and Analysis). 


Emphasis will also be placed on the convening of the second 
Federal-Provincial Conference on Multiculturalism and ongoing 
consul tations (for example with the Canadian Ethnocultural Council) 
and national conferences such as the Canadian Council on 
Mul ticulturalism in Education Conference in the fall of 1986-87, for 
which the Activity provides assistance. 


Socio-Cultural Integration Component: The primary focus of this 
component is group and community development, immigrant integration, 
intergroup relations and institutional adaptation. Financial 
assistance is provided, on the basis of established criteria, for 
Operations, programs and projects. The following describes the 
highlights of the funding strategies in this area and provides 
examples and direction of spending for the 1986-87 fiscal year. 


Community Development: In 1984-85, highlights were: 22 
unicultural organizations were assisted through operational support 
funds to provide a variety of programs serving the ethnocul tural 
community needs and 22 projects were funded which assisted in 
leadership/skill development, information sharing, and networking 
skills. It is expected that the level of assistance will remain the 
same in 1986-87. 


Cultural Integration: In 1984-85, 121 projects of major 
interest were funded which addressed basic orientation services for 
immigrants, of which 61% of the projects addressed the special needs 
of immigrant women and 5% addressed race relations issues. 


Priority in 1986-87 will continue to be placed on the particular 
needs of immigrant women. The focus of our efforts will be on 
ensuring that an increasing number of federal government departments 
and agencies develop the sensitivity to relate, within their policy 
and program mandates, to this target group, specifically the language 
training access and the Status of Women concerns. 


Intercultural Communications: Highlights include financial 
assistance in 1984-85 for the operational and programming costs of 82 
cross-cultural organizations that undertook activities such as 22 
projects which focussed on cross-cultural understanding, 32 projects 
which focussed on access by minority groups to institutions and 33 
projects which addressed race relations issues. It is expected that 
funding will be provided for the same type of initiatives in 1986-87. 
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Cultural and Academic Resources: An important element in this area 
is cultural retention through support for supplementary schools, 
performing and visual arts, writing and publications and ethnic 
studies. Program support for community sponsored activities will 
continue during the planning period although it is proposed to place 
increased emphasis on the developmental requirements of minority 
cultural pursuits in 1986-87 by: 


@ consulting other areas of the government which have a mandate 
in education (Canadian Studies/Education Support Branch and 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council) and with 
appropriate Federal Cultural Agencies; and 


e@ strengthening the institutional and professional base within 
the mainstream of society for the pursuit of minority forms 
of cultural expression. (Examples: accreditation of courses 
and teachers, establishment of resource centres, sponsorship 
of professional performances. ) 


Cultural Enrichment: Highlights in 1984-85 were Supplementary 
School Assistance support to 117,366 students from 60 linguistic 
backgrounds in 1,422 schools, production of 28 language teaching aids, 
and sponsoring of 39 conferences and teacher training workshops on 
heritage language teaching. 


Performing and Visual Arts: Highlights during 1984-85 were 110 
skill development projects, 5 resource development projects, 19 film 
production projects and the performance of 58 festivals across the 
country were supported. Of the above, 21 projects also addressed race 
relations issues. 


Writing and Publication: During 1984-85 Writing and 
Publications supported 41 research, writing, translating and 
publishing projects, 47 publications, and 49 ethnic histories. In 
addition, promotional activities included the preparation, annual 
updating and distribution of publications, and book displays at 
appropriate conferences such as at the Learned Societies meetings and 
National Book Week. 


Canadian Ethnic Studies: Highlights include the funding of 42 
research projects, 5 visiting lectureships, 2 fellowships for research 
and lectures on subjects relating to cultural groups in Canada during 
1984-85, 


Three ethnic chairs of study were created at Canadian 
universities in 1984-85: the Celtic, Irish and Italian Chairs. 
Normally one Chair is financed each fiscal year. However, the timing 
is affected by the group's ability to raise the funds required. It 
was proposed that two Chairs be established in 1985-86, one of which 
would be thematic in nature. However, a reduction to the funding base 
will result in the establishment of only one chair. The establishment 
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of one Thematic Chair is planned for 1986-87. 


Cross-Cultural Development and Race Relations (new): This area 
incorporates the former race relations initiatives and Institutional 
Adaptation programming as outlined in the 1985-86 Expenditure Plan. 
Programming and initiatives in this area strive towards the 
achievement of both results of the Socio-Cultural Integration and of 
the Cultural and Academic Resources components. Emphasis will be on 
the development of cross-cultural training packages for use by 
majority institutions and on the extension of race relations programs 
at the institutional level of government and society. For example, in 
1986-87 : 


@ priority will be given to the follow-up of Equality Now: 
recommendations by initiating cross-cultural training 
activities within the Public Service. A pilot training 
initiative will be undertaken in cooperation with Employment 
and Immigration Canada for Immigration and Employment 
officers; 


@ within society at large, advocacy and program measures will 
be directed at educational, labour, police and municipal 
institutions; and 


@ initiatives will be undertaken to involve the communities 
themselves to become more centrally involved in attitudinal 
change processes. (Example: Sikh-Hindu group dynamics. ) 
Strategic initiatives are planned to give greater prominence 
to the business and economic potential and needs of minority 
groups in Canadian society by: 


- developing inventories of human resources and key 
organizations active in the field of multiculturalism and 
business; and 


- providing a network for information exchange between 


minority cultural groups and mainstream business on 
marketing and business opportunities.

Expenditures of the Canadian Culture Activity in 1984-85 were 60% 
higher than Main Estimates provision. The difference between the 
actual expenditures and the Main Estimates provision is due primarily 
to the approval through Supplementary Estimates of the renewal and 
expansion of the mandate for the Canadian Studies program ($3.7 
million and 9 person-years), funds for the Royal Visit of Her Ma jes ty 
Queen Elizabeth II ($1.9 million) and for the installation of the 
Governor General ($0.6 million). 


Description 


This Activity consists of two components: Canadian Studies and State 
Ceremonial. 


Canadian Studies: This component administers a series of programs 
and activities designed: 


@ to increase the public's knowledge of Canada by encouraging 
the development, distribution and use of Canadian studies 
learning materials on a number of specific content areas 
considered to be underdeveloped or neglected in the field of 
Canadian studies; 


@ to encourage teachers to use Canadian materials in the 
classroom; 


@ to encourage greater private sector funding of Canadian 
studies projects; and 


e to coordinate federal activities in the area of Canadian 
Studies. 
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State Ceremonial: This component has three responsibilities: 


@ it promotes national symbols to increase their visibility 
through a program of distributing Canadian flags and pins to 
Members of Parliament and Senators, through the 
administration of a gift bank for use by Ministers and Deputy 
Ministers, containing gifts which reflect Canadian crafts, 
and through the development and distribution of brochures on 
national symbols; 


@ it participates in the organization of ceremonies and 
celebrations to commemorate events of national significance 
such as provincial and national anniversaries, Canada Day, 
Sica cana 


@ it supports the role of the Crown in Canada through the 
organization of visits to Canada by Members of the Royal 
Family, the administration of the obligations of the federal 
government to the offices of the lieutenant governors 
including salaries, travel and hospitality expenses, and the 
provision of advice on the exercise of royal prerogatives. 


Carrying out these responsibilities involves the participation of 
several other federal departments and the provincial governments. 


National Exhibitions and Major Fairs: This component promotes 
a Canadian presence at national exhibitions and regional fairs through 
the development and operation of an exhibit program at over 35 
different sites across the country to instil] pride in Canadian 
achievements, contributions, and competitiveness. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Canadian Studies: The current Canadian Studies component of the 
Canadian Culture Activity was established in 1984-85 with funding of 
$3.7 million annually. An additional amount of $1.3 million was 
“approved for 1985-86 for the purchase and distribution of The Canadian 
Encyclopedia. An amount of $0.9 million was approved for 1986-87 for 
the purchase and distribution of the French version of this 
publication, L'Encyclopédie du Canada.

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A notable aspect of the Canadian Studies component is its 
"matching dollar" and "co-venturing" aspects. For example, the print 
learning materials development program provides resources to 
publishers on a 50-50 basis for the development of textbook 
manuscripts. The "matching of private sector Support" program 
provides up to $25,000 in grant money to mtch private sector 
(foundation or corporation) Support. These two programs mean each 
dollar invested by the Department in these areas is matched either by 
the recipient or by a Canadian foundation or corporation. 


In addition to its granting activities, the Camdian Studies 
component has worked in cooperation with other federal departments to 
promote Canadian Studies activities in Camda and abroad. The 
Directorate also works to animate the field of Canadian Studies 
through various representational and promotioml] activities in Canada. 


State Ceremonial: In 1986-87, a major activity of the State 
Ceremonial Directorate will be the coordination and promotion of 
Canada Day, including support to the Canada Day volunteer committees 
across the country. The committees advise the Minister on the 
celebration and make recommendations on local community projects and 
develop and implement special natioml projects. Local community 
projects range from small fireworks displays which are a feature of 
the celebrations in many communities to large festivals. In 1986-87, 
special national projects will include Canada Day activities at 
Vancouver's Centennial celebrations and at Expo '86. Activities 
throughout the National Capital and on Parliament Hill are orga nized 
by the National Capital Commission with funding from the Camda Day 
Program.

The planning and organizing of Royal visits and state ceremonies 
is an important aspect of State Ceremonial activities. 
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In 1984-85, the program organized a major visit by the Queen to 
Ontario, New Brunswick and Manitoba. It also organized the ceremonies 
surrounding the departure of Governor General Edward Schreyer and the 
Investiture of Governor General Jeanne Sauve as well as the 
proclamation of the first amendment to the Constitution Act 1982. 


In 1985-86, State Ceremonial is organizing official visits by the 
Prince Andrew to New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Ontario, by Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother to Ontario, Saskatchewan and Alberta, by 
the Duke of Edinburgh to Alberta, and by Princess Alexandra to 
Ontario. In addition, $520,000 of flags and flag pins will be 
distributed to Members of Parliament and senators for provision to the 
public. The Directorate will be involved in planning the ceremonial 
aspects of Expo '86, the 1988 Winter Olympics in Calgary and the royal 
visit program for 1986-87. 


National Exhibitions and Regional Fairs: In 1985-86 the program of 
providing a Canadian presence at national exhibitions and regional 
fairs was transferred to the Department of the Secretary of State. 
Major exhibits were developed and displayed at the Canadian National 
Exhibition, the Pacific National Exhibition with the Quebec Provincial 
Exhibition as well as at five smaller regional fairs across the 
country. The budget for this activity was $4.8 million. 


In 1986-87 new exhibits based on a revised theme will again be 


displayed at the three national exhibitions and 29 regional sites will 
be visited within a budget of $5.8 million.

The Human Rights Activity covers the following types of undertakings: 


Technical Assistance: The main types of technical assistance 
provided by the Human Rights Activity are described below: 


@ organization of and participation in seminars, workshops and 
conferences on human rignts; 


@® preparation and dissemination of resource materials; 


@ provision of advice on the human rights aspects of policies, 
programs and other measures being developed by a variety of 
organizations; 


@ preparation of human rights studies, research, trends 
analysis, issue and policy papers; and 


@ participation and provision of technical assistance in 
meetings related to Canada's international human rights 
obligations. 


Financial Assistance: The main types of financial assistance 
provided by the Human Rights Activity are described below: 


@ provision of financial assistance in support of the human 


rights initiatives of voluntary and non-governmental 
organizations; 
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@ provision of financial assistance to individuals qualifying 
for fellowships in Human Rights; and 


@ provision of financial assistance to individuals and groups 
undertaking specific projects in the area of education and 
promotion of human rights, on behalf of the Department. 


Coordination and Analysis: The main types of coordination and 
analysis provided by the Human Rights Activity are described below: 


@ provision of coordination and analysis services to a 
federal-provincial and an interdepartmental committee and to 
ministerial meetings concerned with human rights; 


@ the coordination and preparation of Canada's human rights 
reports to the United Nations; and analysis of U.N. documents 
relevant to Canada's international human rights obligations; 
and 


@ participation in international meetings. 
Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The prior performance of the Human Rights Activity, as well as 
anticipated initiatives and trends for 1986-87, are summarized below: 


Technical Assistance: The allocation of resources for this purpose 

is determined in accordance with the demand for printed materials and 
technical information and advice. In 1984-85, demands for information 
and assistance increased in anticipation of the coming into force of 
Section 15 (equality rights) of the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms on April 17, 1985. This trend should continue during 
1986-87, given the interest generated in the Charter and human rights, 
as educational materials and promotional efforts reach a wider 
audience. The dissemination of information will contribute to a 
greater awareness and knowledge of human rights in Canadians, thereby 
permitting them to enjoy these rights more fully. 


Financial Assistance: Transfer payments provided in support of Human 
Rights activities embrace a wide range of national and local 
activities such as conferences, workshops, publications, promotional 
and educational projects and research. The specific types of 
activities and publics involved in any particular fiscal year depend 
on the requests for funding received by the Department. For the 
period 1984-85 to 1986-87, priority is being placed on promotion of 
greater awareness of rights among children, youth, the private and 
labour sectors, and disadvantaged groups whose rights are most 
threatened. During 1984-85, the following major activities were 
funded: 
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e Canadian Human Rights Foundation project on the Teaching of 
Human Rights had as its goal a series of consultations with 
a view to sensitizing government officials, administrators 
and teachers on the need to promote greater human rignts 
education in Canada. This is a multi-phase project, with tne 
preparation of teaching units to be undertaken in 1985-86; 


e Red Cross “What's Fair" campaign - a multi-media package 
aimed at youth to inform them of the significance of the 
Geneva Conventions and their associated rights and 
responsibilities; 


@ University of Ottawa Human Rights Research and Education 
Centre Summer College on Human Rights - feasibility study on 
the estadlishment of an intensive two-week summer course witn 
particular emphasis on the needs of teachers and trade 
unionists in the area of human rights education and 
training. The first course is to be held during 1985-86; 


e Nova Scotia Teachers' Union Workshop on the Charter of 
Rights and legal education; 


@ Manitoba Association For Rights and Liberties printing and 
distribution of a Children's Rights Handbook; and 


@ Vancouver Area Human Rights Coalition Society Human Rights 
Monitoring and Education project. 


Funding levels have been increased for fiscal years 1983-84 
through 1986-87 to undertake certain public information activities for 
the purpose of encouraging a better appreciation of Canada's 
international and domestic human rights achievements and obligations, 
and increasing awareness and understanding of human rights and 
responsibilities on the part of all Camadians. This increase is 
reflected in Figure 59.

The increases in numbers of activities funded can be directly 
attributed to the allocation of additional funds in 1984-85 for the 
promotion of public education activities. As the figures indicate, 
the greatest impact was in terms of seminars, conferences, workshops 
and publications, which anticipated the impact of the coming into 
effect of Section 15 (equality rights) of the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms, and reflected the need for public discussion on 
the subject. 


Until its mandate was expanded in September, 1985, the Court 
Challenges component of the Human Rights Activity assisted persons and 
groups seeking court rulings clarifying language rights under Sections 
93 and 133 of the Constitution Act 1867 and, more recently (December 
1982), of Sections 16 to 23 of the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. The new program is extended to include the provision of 
Support to important test cases based on equality rignts under Section 
15, and including Sections 27 and 28 dealing respectively with sexual 
equality and multiculturalism. 


During 1984-85, twelve cases received funding under the Court 
Challenges Program, for a total cost of $240,000. Of these cases, 
five in particular influenced change, either as a result of Court 
decisions, or because of reaction by governments and agencies 
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to arguments presented before the Courts. A summary of each of tnese 
cases is provided below: 


Attorney-General of Quebec v. Wong-Woo et. al: In July 1984 
the Supreme Court of Canada declared inoperative those parts of the 
French Language Charter dealing with the language of instruction which 
conflicted with the guarantees of Section 23 of the Canadian Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms; 


Association Canadienne-frangaise de 1'Ontario v. Attorney 
General of Ontario: This case was a challenge based on Section 23 of 
the Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms. A judgement was rendered 
by the Ontario Court of Appeal in June 1984; 


Bilodeau v. Attorney-General of Manitoba: This case was 
appealed to the Supreme Court of Canada seeking a declaration that the 
Acts and documents of the legislature of Manitoba be printed and 
published in both English and French. A judgement was rendered by the 
Supreme Court of Canada in June 1985; 


Ecole Georges-et-Julia Bugnet v. Attorney-General of Alberta 
This case is based on arguments tnat Section 23 of the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms imposes a duty on at least one of the 
school boards of the city of Edmonton to establish a public 
non-confessional French language school; and 


Daniel St. Jean v. the Queen This case argued that the Yukon 
Summary Convictions Ordinance and other related documents were 
unconstitutional in that they did not contain equivalent provisions in 
the French language, contrary to subsections 16(1) and 19(1) of the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms. The hearing was adjourned 
sine die because the proposed changes introduced at the federal level 
would also have applied in the Yukon. 


During 1986-87, the Activity intends to fund: 


@ the production and distribution of inter-discipl inary 
curricula material on the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms by Confederation College; 


@ a conference on the future direction of human rights 
strategies, in concert with the Niagara Institute; 


e follow-up to a survey of non-profit organizations to 
determine the role that the Charter will play in future 
advocacy activities to be undertaken by the voluntary sector; 


e the production and distribution of one-minute television 


vignettes on the Charter, in cooperation with the National 
Film Board of Canada; and 
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@ distribution of Teachers' and Students' Guides on the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 


The extension of the mandate of the Court Challenges program for 
a minimum period of five years also provides for its expansion to 
apply to test cases involving challenges to federal legislation 
policies and practices based on Sections 15 and 28 of the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms, or in which an argument based on 
Section 27 is made in support of arguments based on Section 15. The 
administration of the expanded program will be vested in an 
independent body, the Canadian Council on Social Development. 
Additional funds of $1.2 million were approved through Supplementary 
Estimates for 1985-86 and a further $2.4 million is required for 
1986-87 for the Court Challenges program. 


Coordination and analysis: During 1984-85, the department planned, 
executed and provided follow-up to two meetings of the Continuing 
Federal-Provincial-Territorial Committee of Officials Responsible for 
Human Rights (May 1984 in Winnipeg and November 1984 in Ottawa). It 
facilitated and participated in 18 meetings of eight Federal- 
Provincial-Territorial working groups held in various locations in 
Canada. The Department planned, executed and completed follow-up to 
three meetings of the Interdepartmental Committee on Human Rights, as 
well as eight meetings of its various sub-committees. 


During 1984-85, the following reports were completed and 
Submitted to the United Nations in order to meet international 
reporting responsibilities. 


@ report on the celebration of Human Rights Day 1983, the 35th 
Anniversary of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights; 


@ report on national institutions for the promotion and 
protection of human rights; 


e report on the development of public information activities in 
the field of human rights; and 


@ report on popular participation in human rights. 


The reports, which are prepared in both official languages, vary 
in complexity, length and format. They require extensive 
federal-provincial-territorial consultation, as well as internal 
consultation with federal departments and agencies. The analysis and 
consultation that are part of preparing the reports assist the 
governments in the implementation of domestic measures needed to bring 
about compliance with Canada's human rights obligations. 


| In addition, officials of the Department participated in the 
review by the United Nations of the following: 
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Canada's initial report on Articles 10-12 of the 
International Covenant on Economic, Social and Cultural 
Rights (April 1984); 


Canada's Supplementary Report on the International Covenant 
on Civil and Political Rights (November 1984); and 


Canada's initial report on the Convention on the Elimination 
of All Forms of Discrimination Against Women (January 1985). 


During 1986-87, the Department will provide secretariat services to 
the Continuing Federal-Provincial-Territorial Committee of Officials 
Responsible for Human Rights to ensure follow-up to the decisions and 
direction of the Ministers at the September 1985 Ministerial 
Conference on Human Rights. In addition, the following reports will 
be completed: 


second report on the Implementation of the Convention on the 
Elimination of All Forms of Discrimination Against Women; 


progress report on the Second Decade to Combat Racism and 
Racial Discrimination; and 


report on the celebration of Human Rights Day - 10 December 
1985.

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Expenditures of the Regional Operations Activity in 1984-85 were 13% 

higher than Main Estimates provisions. The difference between the 

actual expenditures and the Min Estimates provision was due primarily 

to the approval in Supplementary Estimates of funds for the 

decentralization of the Quebec regional office ($0.7 nillion) and for 

the purchase of electronic data-processing equipment for the Regional 
Operations Information Network ($0.3 million). 


Description 


The Regional Operations Activity is responsible for representing and 
_ implementing all regional aspects of the department's mandate and 
objectives within each region of the country and ensuring that 
delivery of departmental Activities is based on and appropriate to 
local needs and aspirations of each region. Regional Operations is 
the Department's focal point in each region of the country, ensures 
_the assessment and representation of regional interests and works 
towards their integration in all aspects of the Department's policy 
and program services. Regional functions include the management of 
the promotion and the granting of citizenship, including the 
“operations of the courts of Canadian citizenship, the mam gement of 
' grants and contributions awarded to local, regional and provincial 
groups for all departmental programs which are regiomlized, the 
mnagement of translation services in certain regions and the liaison 
function with local and provincial governments. 


‘Performance Informtion/Resource Justification 


The Activity comprises the financial and human resources associated 
with the functions of mamgement and program delivery in the regions. 
Grants and contributions budgets, however, are accounted for in terms 
Of the Activity under which they are approved. There are four main 
categories of activity: a) Citizenship Registration and Promotion; 
b) Translation; c) Social Development; and d) Administration and 
Support. The resources for the first three categories are based on 
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workload; tne resources for the fourth category represent a fairly 
stable base required to manage regional offices and provide common 
Support services. This base is determined by the number of offices 
(there are nine regional offices, and, with an office opening in 
Quebec City in 1985-86, 15 sub-offices) and the number of programs and 
outside agencies with which Regional Operations must interact. In 
addition, this base is affected by the volume, diversity and 
complexity of departmental activities being managed in the regions, 
the number and variety of client groups, and the frequency of policy 
changes. 


On the basis of negotiated management agreements, the following 
activities are managed in the regions on behalf of departmental 
programs: 


Citizenship Registration and Promotion: There are 28 citizenship 
courts across the country which receive applications for grants and 
proofs of citizenship. In conjunction with Sydney operations these 
applications are processed and certificates presented. In order to 
increase the accessibility of the service, citizenship judges and 
court staff organize circuits and are involved in promotional 
activities. The number of grants and proofs of citizenship issued are 
included in the figures reported by the Citizenship Registration and 
Promotion Activity. (See pages 57 to 61 for further information on 
this activity. ) 


In 1984-85, 135,641 applications for grant of citizenship and 
39,935 applications for proof of citizenship were received in the 
regions. Also, 97,560 hearings were held by citizenship judges and 
114,561 certificates were presented in court ceremonies. 


Translation: The decentralization of translation services has been 
completed in seven of the nine regions. The amount of translation 
completed in the regions is included in the figures and analysis of 
the Official Languages Services Activity. In 1984-85, 10,900,000 
words were translated in six regions. In 1985-86 and in 1986-87, it 
is estimated that 13,965,000 words will be translated in these 
regions. (See pages 38 to 46 for further information on this 
activity. ) 


Social Development: A major function of staff involved in social 
development in the regions is to assist community groups representing 
particular target populations in accessing funds from departmental 
programs in order to carry out projects or provide services that 
reflect local needs and aspirations and meet departmental criteria. 


Field staff worked from 22 offices to provide technical 


assistance and process applications from groups in 629 communities in 
1983-84 and 686 communities in 1984-85.

The net cost of the Secretary of State Program includes the operating 
costs and statutory expenditures along with the value of services 
provided without charge by other departments. These additional 
services include the value of accommodation provided by the Department 
of Public Works ($13,548,000), the value of insurance premiums 
provided by the Treasury Board ($2,691,948), the value of financial 
services provided by the Department of Supply and Services ($367,000), 
and the value of services provided by the Department of Labour 
($19,500). Revenues credited to the Consolidated Revenue Fund that 
are related to the recovery of outstanding student loans and the 
processing of Citizenship Registration and Open House Canada 
applications have been deducted ($44,503,000).

1. New Program Activity Structure

Expenditure Plan in terms of a new program activity structure. As 
such, all tables contained in this document are expressed in terms of 
the new structure where applicable.

Program Overview 


A. Highlights 


‘The Security Intelligence Review Committee is an independent body, 
authorized by Parliament in July 1984, and established on November Bi 


1984, 


During 1984-85 and 1985-86, the Committee Operated as part of the 


Privy Council Program. In 1986-87 the Committee becomes a separate 


agency. 


The Committee intends to emphasize the following aspects of its 


mandate in 1986-87: 


submission of its first full report to Parliament (to be tabled 
by the Solicitor General of Canada in 1986) detailing the 
results of the past year's review of Canadian Security 
Intelligence Service (CSIS) activities; the report would include 
as full a summary as appropriate of the use of warrants for 
intrusive techniques; 


the inclusion in its 1986 annual report of statistics on the 
Committee's complaints function, and commentary on the state of 
the security clearance process in federal departments and 
agencies; 


the examination of warrants and of the information gained 
therefrom; 


a full review of CSIS' arrangements with foreign and domestic 
governments and agencies; 


an analysis of the intelligence obtained and, where possible, 
the cost effectiveness of intrusive information gathering 
methods. This analysis would be oriented so as to allow the 
Committee to make a judgement as to whether the balance between 
the protection of Canadians' civil liberties and the protection 
of national security is appropriate and, if not, how it might 
best be altered; 


the compilation and analysis of statistics on the operational 
activities of CSIS, including particularly matters requiring a 


judicial warrant; 


comprehensive compliance audits in selected Operational areas

The Committee also intends to meet during 1985-86 with the central 
agencies and departments concerned in an effort to substantially reduce 
the current flow of security clearance complaints. Without such a 
significant reduction in the volume of complaints the Committee will 
require a review of its resource base to ensure that complainants do not 
have to wait an inordinate length of time for their cases to be 
investigated. Most of these cases have very serious employment 
implications which make any delay in Committee consideration 
unacceptable.

C. Background 


(1. Introduction 


(The Security Intelligence Review Committee has as its mandate under the 
Canadian Security Intelligence Service Act, the independent, external 
review of the Canadian Security Intelligence Service CCSES)P2"It is also 
required to investigate complaints from individuals who have had their 
-employment prospects affected by the denial of a security clearance, and 
_complaints referred to it by the Human Rights Commission. Fittially, it 
jis required to investigate reports made to it by the Secretary of State, 
the Minister of Immigration, and the Solicitor General of Canada, which 
relate to national security or to an individual's involvement in 


organized crime. The Committee is required to report annually to 
Parliament on these matters. 


2. Legal Mandate 


The Committee derives its powers from the Canadian Security Intelligence 


Service Act promulgated on July 16, 1984. The Chairman and Members were 
appointed by Order in Council on November 308 "1984", 


The Committee is empowered to set its own Rules of Procedure, and 
to employ an executive secretary and adequate staff to support its 
activities. The Act requires the Committee to report annually to the 
Solicitor General of Canada who must, in turn, table the report in each 
House of Parliament on any of the first fifteen days on which that House 
is sitting after the day the Minister receives it. The Committee may 
also require CSIS or the Inspector General appointed under the CSIS Act 
©o conduct a review of specific activities of the Service and provide 
the Committee with a report of the review. 


3. Program Objective 


the objective of the Review Committee is to provide external review of 
the Canadian Security Intelligence Service performance of its duties and

® by investigating speedily, thoroughly and fairly all complaints 
and reports laid before it; and 


e by attempting to act as a catalyst in the effort to improve and 


streamline the security assessment process in the Public

5. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Security Intelligence Review Committee has one 
Activity which is identical to the Program. 

Organization Structure: The Committee is made up of a Chairman and fou 
members; all are appointed by the Prime Minister after consultation wit 
the leaders of the opposition parties in the House of Commons, and all 
serve on a part-time basis. The Chairman is the Chief Executive Office’ 
of the Committee. 


Members of the Committee meet at least monthly and they all spend 
at least five days each month on Committee business; the Chairman's 
heavier responsibilities require him to spend nine days each month on | 
the Committee's business. The Chairman and Members receive honoraria | 
and expenses for the time they devote to the Committee.

The Committee has engaged a small staff of thirteen all told: an |

4. Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The Security Intelligence Review Committee does not operate within a 
level of resources established by tradition or experience. Such an 
organization has not existed before, and it is the Chairman, with advice 
from his colleagues, who must determine the resources required for the 
Committee to fulfil its statutory responsibilities effectively and 
efficiently. 


The Committee's program is comprised of two main functions. With ; 
small staff, personnel resources must be deployed as Committee 
priorities require.

The research, analysis, audit, and consultation which provide the 
basis for the Committee's ability to report with confidence to 
Parliament in its annual report are continuing processes. Occasionally, 
a particular research project or study may fall wholly within a fiscal 
year, making it possible to establish discrete costs; this is most 
likely to happen with studies requiring the special expertise of outside 
consultants under contract.

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C. Report on First Year of Operations 


The Chairman and Members of the Review Committee were appointed on 
November 30, 1984. An Executive Secretary was engaged in February 


1985. 


The past year was, therefore, the first full year of operation. 


Highlights of the program's performance in 1985-86 were: 
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the tabling in Parliament by the Solicitor General of the 
Committee's first Annual Report; 


the publication of comprehensive Rules of Procedure for the 
handling of complaints and Ministerial reports; 


wide ranging consultation with the central agencies and 
departments, academics, present and former Solicitors General, 
and other experts in the security intelligence and civil 
liberties fields, as well as full briefings from British, 
American, and Australian experts in security intelligence

extensive in-depth briefings received from CSIS both at CSIS 
headquarters and in the Toronto, Montreal, Vancouver, and 
Quebec City regional headquarters; 


a comprehensive study of CSIS recruiting , and personnel 
training and development activities, including interviews with 
some 150 of CSIS' officers and staff; 


an initial study of CSIS' multi-year operational plan in 


comparison with the strategic overview and CSIS' own 
accountability reports; 


the analysis of the CSIS Annual Report for 1984 together with 
the Inspector General's Certificate, and subsequent commentary 
to the Director and the Inspector General; 


a preliminary analysis of CSIS' use of open sources of 
information, and of plans for the future in this regard; 


the investigation of thirty-one (31) complaints or reports, and 


preliminary work on another forty (40) complaints or reports to. 
be heard during the first quarter of 1986; and 


meetings with officials from the Privy Council Office, CSIS and) 
other departments in a preliminary attempt to devise guidelines 
which will eventually substantially reduce the flow of 
complaints to the Committee.

Program Overview 


A. Plan for 1986-87 
l. Highlights 


Human Resource Development: One of the most pressing issues facing the 
future health and vitality of research in the social sciences and 
humanities is the need to assure the future supply of highly qualified 
personnel, The combined effect of the current lack of hiring in 
Canadian universities and the looming retirement bulge from 1990 to 
2005, require that steps be taken now to assure a continuing supply of 
qualified experienced researchers. The Council therefore intends to 
undertake further development work to establish program guidelines for 
a proposed new program of Canada Research Fellowships to address the 
anticipated shortage of researchers over the next decade. 


Research Centres: As part of its strategic thrust the Council intends 
developing a new program to support research centres which will 
concentrate on major, persistent problems of national concern. The 
first step in the establishment of this program will be the creation of 
a Program Committee, composed of representatives from the academic 
community and the public, private and voluntary sectors, This 
committee will be responsible for elaborating a broad conception of the 
country's requirements for such centres and for delineating the 
criteria and operational framework of the program.

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B. Recent Performance 
1. Highlights 
Major changes to the 1985-86 plans include the following: 


Communications: After initial meetings to discuss its mandate and 
approach the recently established Council Task Force on Technology and 
Research Communication has split into three working groups to consider 
specific issues related to the use of new technology in research 
communication. It is anticipated that the Task Force will prepare an 
interim report for the March 1986 meeting of Council and that the final 
report will be considered by the Council during the summer 1986, 


Research Support: A major restructuring of the Council's research 
Support programs was approved by Council following consideration of the 
report of the Council Task Force on the Research Grants program. Among 
the changes approved were the termination of Leave Fellowships as a 
separate category of award and the inclusion of a research time stipend 
established on the basis of course replacement costs as an eligible 
budget item under research grants, greater discretion for grant holders 
to transfer funds from one budget category to another, provision for 
redeployment of staff to other tasks including a greater emphasis on 
follow-up of research completed. It is anticipated that the changes 
approved by Council will shorten the processing time for applications, 
improve the efficiency in administering the program while maintaining 
the integrity of the Council's research granting procedures. 


Planning for the Next Five Years: Following two years of preparatory 
work and extensive consultation, the Council's second Five Year Plan 
was published in August 1985. The Plan calls for strengthening 
existing support for discipline-based research and the introduction of 
new targeted research on education and native issues. It also proposes 
the support of a number of new research centres, concentrating on 
major, persistent canadian problems of national concern and the 
introduction of a new program of Canada Research Fellowships to 
stimulate research activity and to provide a partial solution to the 


looming problem of staffing advanced education and research in the 
1990's’. 


Highlights for the 1984-85 year include the following major items: 


Streamlining Operations: With the aim of improving the efficiency and 
effectiveness of Council's support granting procedures, an ad hoc 
committee of Council was established in May 1984 to review adjudication 
and assessment procedures. This committee was established in part 
because it was clear that any new initiatives to be implemented as part 
of the Council's second Five Year Plan would require the redeployment 
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of some of Council staff. It was also established because of 
substantial shifts in the climate for research funding and in the 
disciplines served by the Council since the last review of the Research 
Grants Program in 1979. 


Communication: Efforts to streamline program delivery were also 
directed at the Research Communications Division. Programs were 
deregulated and their operations simplified for clients. In so doing, 
the Council introduced the principle of matching grants for the support 
of scholarly associations and research journals, while maintaining its 
contribution approach to research conference assistance. In a further 
attempt to utilize the most effective and productive means of 
communicating research results, the Council established a Task Force on 
Research Communication and Technology, to advise it on the impact of 
new technology on research communication. 


Relevance of Research: A study of discipline-based research under the 
Research Grants Program indicated that a significant proportion of 
funded research is relevant to Canadian public policy. The policy 
areas to which SSHRC-funded research makes its major contribution are 
health, welfare and social development as well as education and 
economic development.

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C. Background 
1. Introduction 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council (SSHRC) is one 
component of the federal government's system for grants to conduct 
research in all fields of science. This system is composed of three 
closely related agencies: the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research 
Council, the Medical Research Council, and this Council. Jurisdiction 
over the endeavours funded by these councils is shared by both major 
levels of government in Canada. 


The Council reports to Parliament through the Secretary of State. 
The role of the SSHRC is to award grants and scholarships to 
researchers and students in the humanities and social sciences and to 
fund the dissemination of research findings and the work of learned 
societies. Before 1978 the Council operated as a division within the 
Canada Council. 


2. Legal Mandate 


The SSHRC was created by Part 1 of the Government Organization 
(Scientific Activities) Act, 1976. This Act gives the Council the 
authority to: 


® promote and assist research and scholarship in the social 
sciences and humanities; and 


& advise the Minister in respect of such matters relating to 
such research as the Minister may refer to the Council for 
its consideration. 


Within this mandate, the Council operates in all the provinces and 
territories of Canada and supports endeavours abroad in the social 
sciences and humanities by Canadians and permanent Canadian residents. 
The Council has established a number of major programs which operate at 
the national level with a view to promoting its general objectives. 


3. Program Objective 


The SSHRC supports specific activities within the Canadian research 
community, in order to promote and assist research and scholarship in 
the social sciences and humanities and to encourage excellence therein. 


This objective has been broken down into four sub-objectives for 
the purpose of clarifying the relationship between broad categories of 
grants and scholarships and the mandate of the Council. These four 
sub-objectives are: 


e to enhance the advancement of knowledge by assisting 
disciplinary-based research; 
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® to assist in and advise on maintaining and developing the 
national capacity for human resources development and the 
training of researchers; 


e to promote targeted research in areas and themes of 
particular relevance and importance which would contribute to 
the fulfillment of national objectives; and 


@ to facilitate the dissemination of research results, and to 
increase Canada's international presence and recognition in 
the social sciences and humanities. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 

Activity Structure: The SSHRC has identified two activities which best 
describe its operation: Grants and Scholarships, and Administration. 
These are illustrated in Figure 3 and described in detail in Section II

Organization Structure: The SSHRC offices are located in Ottawa. The 
President is also the chief executive officer and is responsible for 
all matters relating to the Council. The SSHRC reports to Parliament 
through the Secretary of State, and, except for the ultimate control of 
Parliament through legislation, the Council exercises independent 
judgment in its granting and policy-making decisions. 
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The Council's organizational/functional structure is supported by 
an interlocking multi-level committee structure, with an extensive 
external membership. This structure is made up of policy advisory 
committees, operational grant selection committees, and committees that 
combine a policy and an operational role. The external membership has 
at its head the Council's board made up of 22 members appointed by the 
Governor in Council, and two committees composed of selected Council 
members: the Executive Committee and the Audit and Evaluation 
Committee. The Council is assisted by three groups of External 
Committees: i) the Advisory Academic Panel, a 12 member-committee 
composed of chairpersons of program peer adjudication committees which 
advises the Council on specific matters of research and program policy; 
ii) the Liaison Committee composed of representatives from the major 
scholarly organizations in Canada, which provides a consultative forum 
on Council's orientation and practices; and iii) the peer adjudication 
committees for each program or clusters of programs, representing 
various disciplines and regions of the country. 


This division and delegation of responsibilities liberate Council 
from the ongoing operational aspects of its programs and allow it to 
deliberate broad policy issues, the setting of priorities and the 
allocation of resources. It also ensures due process through peer 
review, as well as greater assurance of Council's arms’ length 
relationship with the government. 


The senior committees (Executive, Audit and Evaluation) which 
report directly to Council, advise and assist Council on policy, 
budgetary and, where applicable, Operational matters. The Executive 
Committee has the same powers and functions as the Council between 
meetings of the latter, whereas the Audit and Evaluation Committee 
monitors the execution of Council's audit and program evaluation 
plans. The Panel responds through the Directof General Programs to 
Council requests for advice on specific policy matters and also ensures 
that due process is respected through Council's grants adjudication 
procedures, 


The adjudication of grants and detailed recommendations on all 
applications are made upon the basis of peer assessment on the 
quality-scholarly-merit of the project, the applicant or both. Grants 
are available to any Canadian or permanent Canadian resident who can 
meet the standards established by peers in the research community. The 
adjudication process involves a large number of grant and scholarship 
selection committees, composed of experts drawn from the research 
community. Recommendations on grant applications are submitted to 
Council for approval or directly to the President who has been 
delegated the required authority from Council. 


The network of committees provides Council with the support needed 


in order to fulfill its mandate. The preliminary allocations of 
resources projected in the Operational Plan reflect the Council's 
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priorities and intentions, but the budgets are modified and refined 
throughout the year on the basis of increasingly accurate information 
on the actual requirements, taking account of the number and quality of 
applications as assessed by the selection committees through the peer 
review process. Between 300 and 400 experts drawn from universities 
and the private sector are actively involved each year in the 
adjudicaton/selection committees of Council's grants programs. Also, 
between 8,000 to 9,000 external referees provide advice to the grant 
selection committees on grant applications. Figure 4 illustrates the 
1986-87 committee and activity structures. 


Council has total responsibility for setting priorities, 
allocating budgets, structuring advisory and selection committees, 
establishing the value of grants and awards and disbursing funds. 
Council staff provides advice, assistance and support to Council and 
its committees in the management and the administration of the 
Council's programs. 


The President represents the Council in dealing with the 
government and has direct control over the work of the Secretariat to 
the Council. The Director General Program Branch, is responsible to 
the President mainly for program planning and delivery; overall 
functional support and program evaluation is directed by the Treasurer, 
Administration Branch, who also reports to the President. These three 
officers, in addition to the Secretary to Council, constitute the 
Senior Management Committee of Council. Figure 4 links the 
organization to the activity structure and shows the breakdown of the 
1986-87 resources.

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D. Planning Perspective 
tr Environment 


The social sciences and humanities cover a broad range of activities 
from the study of literature or ancient civilizations to research on 
pressing social and economic issues. The SSHRC has an essential role 
to perform in such areas as science policy, national identity, Canadian 
studies, cultural policy, highly qualified human resource development 
and support for post-secondary education. 


Research in the humanities and social sciences is undertaken in 
government, the private sector and non-profit organizations. It is in 
the universities, however, where most of this research is performed. 
Within the universities the humanities and social sciences community 
numbers over 19,000 full-time faculty, accounting for 56% of total 
full-time university teachers and researchers. A recent study, 
conducted for the Council, indicates that this is a highly qualified, 
well-trained and productive research force. At the graduate level, 
there are approximately 25,000 students in the humanities and social 
sciences enrolled in Masters and Ph.D. programs. Students in these 
disciplines account for approximately 65% of total Masters and Ph.D. 
enrolments in all Canadian universities. 


Economic Climate: Since the reorganization of the federal granting 
Councils in 1978, the SSHRC has carried out new initiatives in 
supporting research on Canadian Studies and Priority Areas. These 
developments have taken place in the face of an increase in demand for 
both grants and scholarships in the Council's traditional programs and 
a period of budgetary restraint. 


Changes in Population: Assuming that the decrease in birth rates would 
lead to lower university enrolments in the late 1970's and throughout 
the 1980's, provincial governments cut back on direct commitments to 
universities. Hindsight shows, however, that the forecasts were wrong 
and enrolments in 1985-86 were at an all time high, both for 
universities and for the social sciences and humanities. While 
demographic projections are relatively accurate, the participation 
rates used to predict trends in university enrolments are determined by 
a complex range of policy and social variables. Such factors as 
provincial post-secondary education policies, economic prospects and 
changes in the female participation rate all have a significant impact 
on the level of university enrolments. 


Even given high participation rates and differing enrolment 
projections all studies agree that, despite some potential growth in 
the short term, it is clear that universities will face longer term 
prospects of a decline in full-time enrolment into the 1990's. What is 
not clear at present is the magnitude of the decline, or exactly when 
it will commence. 
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The Canadian University System: The university enterprise in Canada is 
the cornerstone of the research community in the humanities and social 
sciences. The jurisdictional split between the federal and provincial 
governments has meant that federal research Support depends upon the 
availability of researchers within provincially operated universities. 
With the expansion of the Canadian university system in the 1960's and 
early 1970's, large numbers of professors were hired who are now in 
tenured positions and who will not retire until the mid or late 

1990ts) tAtclimate of fiscal ‘restraint in recent years has meant that 
few new positions are opening within the universities and it has become 
increasingly difficult for new doctoral graduates to find employment in 
the university system, 


There is already evidence that the lack of employment 
Opportunities is driving well-qualified researchers away from the 
university. If this trend continues Canada will be forced once again 
to import large numbers of trained and experienced researchers from 
abroad in the 1990's. Measures to protect our investment in these 
doctoral students are needed to ensure that well qualified and 
experienced researchers are available. 


Social Climate: Over the past several years, both the funds for 
research in the humanities and social sciences and the provincial 
Operating grants to universities have increased at less than the level 
of inflation. The 1982 increase in funds for the Council improved the 
Situation for research funding. However, current negotiations on 
established program financing arrangements in the area of post 
secondary education are raising jurisdictional and financial matters 
which may affect the role of the Council. There is a growing 
recognition that, if Canada is to have the social and economic 
management required to achieve its place in the forefront of the 
technological revolution, consistent funding will be required for both 
the post-secondary and the research systems, 
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2. Continuing Initiatives 


With the three-year supplementary funding approved by Cabinet in 
December 1981, the Council substantially expanded its support of 
research on Canadian Studies and Priorities Areas. This funding was 
continued during 1984-85. However, with the expiration of most of this 
funding the Council will curtail support of activities in these areas. 


3. Program Effectiveness 


The Council is committed to the systematic and regular evaluation of 
its program activities and during the last year has completed three 
evaluations which are reported below. 


The Development of Management Research: In 1980 the Council launched a 
special series of programs to increase the number of qualified people 
engaged in teaching and research in Canada's faculties of management 
and business administration. Three programs were introduced: doctoral 
completion fellowships, management reorientation fellowships and summer 
methodology workshops. 


An evaluation of these activities has revealed that the investment, 
which at its peak reached one million dollars a year, was inadequate in 
relation to the scale of the problem. Evidence suggests that the 
shortage of faculty in certain areas of management and administrative 
studies has worsened and according to the evaluators there is every 
indication that it will continue for a number of years. The program of 
doctoral completion fellowships is having little effect on these 
critical shortages. In the case of ‘the management reorientation 
program the evaluation found that there have been some beneficial 
effects from the awards, although again, it has had a limited effect on 
the supply of faculty. The evaluation therefore recommends that the 
Council adopt a more strategic approach which is directly related to 
increasing the supply of PhD graduates in this vital area. 


The evaluation report is being discussed with the Canadian 
Federation of Deans of Management and Administrative Studies and the 
Administrative Sciences Association of Canada with a view to 
restructuring the programs in support of the development of management 
research. It is expected that these changes will make the program more 
effective in increasing the supply of faculty and upgrading faculty 
research skills in the management area. 


Scholarly Publications Programs: An evaluation of the Aid to Learned 
Journals and Scholarly Publications programs has indicated that these 
programs make a significant contribution to the health of scholarly 
publishing in Canada. In general, satisfaction with the programs is 
high. Levels of funding are considered adequate and respondents to the 
consultants survey expressed satisfaction with the existing review 
procedures and administration of the programs. 
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The evaluation indicated that while traditional modes of research 
communication are most favoured among scholars, editors and publishers 
are using a variety of newer technologies in the production process. 
Computerized typesetting is now the norm and many publishers and 
editors are in the early stages of automating other aspects of their 
work, There is a great,deal of interest in obtaining more information 
about the application and proven benefits of new technology and editors 
and publishers look forward to the publication of the report of the 
Council Task Force on Technology and Research Communication. 


The Special M.A. Program: Last year we reported that Council is 
systematically reviewing its spectrum of support for human 
development. As part of this review an evaluation of the Special M.A. 
program was undertaken during 1984. Of particular concern was the 
impact of this program in encouraging students to go on to doctoral 
studies and complete an advanced research degree. 


The evaluation found that 53% of all respondents to the survey 
have entered a PhD program or completed a PhD, and another 26% intend 
to enter. However, because of the relatively small number of awards 
granted the program does not have a major impact on research. The 
consultant considered various options ranging from expanding the number 
of awards and funds allocated for this program to eliminating the 
program altogether. His recommendation to Council, however, is to 
clarify the role of the Special M.A. as a prestige scholarship program 
and to streamline selection procedures in a manner consistent with this 
role. Council has undertaken a preliminary review of the evaluation 
report, but has no yet reached a decision on the future of the program.

Description f 


This activity represents the granting function of the Council and its 
operation as a decision-making body. The Council has delegated to 
committees of researchers the actual adjudication of competitions in 
1ts various programs, 


The Council's policies are based on recognition of the current 
state of research in the humanities and social sciences in Canada, 
This community of researchers, which includes 56% of all university 
faculty members, is basically young in terms of its scientific 
development. Nonetheless, there are enormous demands placed upon it, 
and in some cases these are clearly out of all proportion to its 
current capacity. A decade of lower employment Opportunities caused by 
a decrease in university funding rather than a reduced need for 
research, is sapping the vitality of the community. 


There are four sub-activities funded by the Council, 


Disciplinary-Based Research: A major portion (46%) of the Council's 
budget is directed towards the funding of independent, scholarly 
research in the social sciences and humanities. Through a series of 
programs which support scholars through either block grants to 
universities or direct grants to individuals, the Council aims to 
maintain the level of activity within these research communities 
necessary to develop a basic understanding of society in general, and 
Canadian society in particular. In all cases, the research on the 
cultural, political, social or economic aspects of human society is 
proposed by the researcher. 


Priority Areas: The sum total of research activities in Canada has 
not, through the free play of market forces, led to sufficient research 
being undertaken in certain areas of national importance. 

Consequently, the Council has selected a limited number of priority 
themes (Population Aging, Family and Socialization of Children, Human 
Context of Science and Technology, Women and Work, and Managing the 
Organization in Canada) and special areas (Canadian Studies: Research 
Tools, Aid to Small Universities, Development of Management Research, 
and Support for Specialized Research Collections) within which

increased activity is required to provide the basic research and 
information needed by policy-makers to help identify and solve 
persisting national problems. These programs include both the funding 
of research, as proposed by scholars in the field, and the support of 
infrastructure for research such as purchases of specialized research 
collections for libraries, the cataloguing of research materials in 
libraries and archives, and the support of activities to enhance 
research at small universities. 


Human Resources Development: To ensure that a sufficient supply of 
trained researchers is available for employment in Canada over the next 
decade, the Council supports postdoctoral fellows and students 
undertaking doctoral or masters degree programs with the aim of helping 
them complete their training and thereby preparing for research work in 
universities, government or industry. 


Communication: Finally, the Council believes that research which 
remains widely unknown to others is of limited usefulness. It 
therefore funds a number of programs at the national and international 
levels which strive to increase the exchanges of information on 
research and to encourage collaborative work between researchers in 
Canada and those abroad. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The Council establishes the level of funding for each type of grant 
or scholarship on the basis of three factors. First, the level of 
demand for an individual program as measured by the number of 
applications and the amount requested for each competition; second, 
the judgment of well-known researchers serving on the selection 
committees which adjudicate the merit of the applications received in 
each competition; and third, the priority assigned by Council to each 
type of grant or scholarship. It is difficult, however, to predict the 
precise needs for each program, given variations in demand and the 
quality of proposals received. The Council, therefore, reallocates 
funds between programs when justified. 


Disciplinary-Based Research: This area enjoys the highest priority 
within the Council, however, the award rate in Research Grants has 
dropped, in dollar terms, from just over 60% in 1979-80 to about 39% in 
the 1985-86 competitions. This decline was not caused by any decrease 
in the quality of the requests received; it rather is a reflection of 
the decrease in the Council's real budget capacity and the resulting 
inability to assign sufficient resources to these programs in an effort 
to meet the rising demand from a clientele that has increased by 19% 
over the past decade. According to all indications, the award rate 
will continue to decline over the coming few years, even though peer 
review confirms the same high quality of proposals.

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Human Resources Development: Enrolment at the graduate level is 
expected to increase over the decade and, given this increase, the SSHRC 
will endeavour to maintain its awards budget for these grants. To the 
extent possible the Council intends to maintain the award rate for new 
applicants in line with the expected requirement for trained 
researchers. At present, the Council gives grants to about one fiftiraof 
all full-time doctoral students in Canada, but to only one in 190 
masters students. During the first three years of the postdoctoral 
program there has been a steady increase in the number of applications. 
In view of the current level of under-utilization of young researchers, 
this increase is expected to continue. Efforts will be made to maintain 
as many of the best graduates in the research field.

The Administration Activity is composed of the following 
components: 


Office of the President: Executive management of all aspects of the 
Council's programs, operations and resources on behalf of the Council. 


Secretariat and Information: The provision of secretariat services for 
the Council and its senior committees; planning and implementation of 
the Council's public information activities; administration of general 
promotion of grants programs; and the coordination of the Council's 
official language, privacy and access to information policies.

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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The results of the Administration Planning Element contribute directly 
to the effective decision-making and the efficient functioning and 
operation of Council and its committee system. Its level of resources 
relates directly to the workloads in the various program components and 
the level of services required by the Council to effectively plan, 
administer and evaluate its priorities, policies, programs and 
disbursements. 


Automation: The Council has adopted a "Framework" for Electronic Data 
Processing that covers the period extending to 1988-89. As part of the 
process of developing the framework, all electronic processes and data 
elements were evaluated. The Council's E.D.P. processes were divided 
into three major areas; the Applicant Central Registry; the Grants 
Applicants Records Management System which consists of an Adjudication 
module for each Program Division; and the Grant Financial System. 


The Grant Financial System has been rewritten and was implemented 
April 1, 1985. The new Applicant Central Registry which has been 
developed was implemented September 3, 1985. At present the Council 
has a multitude of mailing lists that will be consolidated into a 
Central Mailing List. This consolidation will eliminate data 
redundancy and increase distribution efficiency.

1. Highlights

@ to continue research and development and information 
dissemination activities to promote community-based crime 
prevention (see pages 22 and 29); 


& to continue research and development and information 
dissemination activities supporting improved services to 
victims of crime (see pages 23 and 29); 


@ to assist in the improvement of policies, programs and 
services for women in conflict with the law (see pages 24 
and 29); 


e to continue to improve criminal justice programs and 
services to Native peoples (see pages 23 and 29); 


@ to continue the review and development of correctional 
legislation (see pages 22 and 29); 


@ to develop a policy framework for short-term actions to deal 
with the growing prison population by establishing alternative 
means Of managing the sentence of the convicted offender, to 
avoid increasing the public burden of additional construction 
of prison cells and to set in place medium and long term 
policies to ensure that penitentiary size is controlled, all 
in a cost-effective manner (see pages 24 and 29);

The above table indicates an increase of $62,413,000 between the 
1985-86 Forecast and the 1986-87 Main Estimates. However, this 
increase is only $1,812,000, or less than 1%, when compared to the 
1985-86 Main Estimates of $187,557,000. The differences are explained 
below. 


Explanation of 1985-86 Forecast: The 1985-86 Forecast (which is based 
on information available to management as of October 31, 1985) is 
$60,601,000 lower than the 1985-86 Main Estimates, primarily as a 
result of delays in the implementation of federal-provincial 
cost-sharing agreements under | 
the Young Offenders Act. | 


Explanation of Change: The net increase from the 1985-86 Forecast to 
1986-87 Main Estimates results primarily from the expectation that 
cost-sharing agreements will be implemented in the remaining provinces, 
during 1986-87 which in some instances will include retroactive 
payments for 1984-85 and 1985-86.

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B. Recent Performance 


1. Highlights 


Major developments during 1985-86 include: 


cost-sharing agreements and implementation support programs 
for the new Young Offenders Act were developed and became 
fully operational in respect of those provinces which 
executed agreements during this period (see pages 21 and 29); 


proposals were developed and legislation was introduced into 
Parliament in relation to early release programs, including 
mandatory supervision, and technical matters relating to 
corrections (see pages 25 and 29); 


a lead role was played at the 7th United Nations Congress on 
the Prevention of Crime and the Treatment of Offenders (see 
pages 24 and 29); 


Significant progress was made in the implementation of the 
Canadian Security Intelligence Service C.S.1I.S. Act (see 
pages 21 and 29); 


research and development, information dissemination and 
policy development activities related to victims of crime 
were continued and results were consolidated (see pages 23 
and 29); 


work on the crime prevention initiative was cont inued, 
results were consolidated and an enhanced National Crime 
Prevention Week and Solicitor General's Award Program 
undertaken (see pages 22 and 29); 


a program of policy, research and development activities 
related to Native peoples was undertaken (see pages 23 and 
29); 


a program of policy, research and development activities 
related to women in conflict with the law was undertaken (see 
pages 24 and 29); 


a Criminal Justice Research Internship Program was 
established in support of federal participation in 
International Youth Year (see pages 27 and 29); 


a comprehensive review of counter-terrorism arrangements and 
procedures was undertaken (see pages 26 and 29): 
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a review of the federal law enforcement system was 
completed (See pages 22 and 29); 


important amendments to the RCMP Act were introduced into 
the House of Commons (See pages 26 and 29); 


a review was undertaken of the fingerprint examiner 
certification program and the program for designated 
agents, both under the Criminal Code. 


Highlights of the program's performance during 1984-85 include: 


legislation creating the Canadian Security Intelligence 
Service (CSIS) was passed in June 1984. The Secretariat 
is assisting in the implementation of the legislation (see 
pages 21 and 29); 


the Young Offenders Act was proclaimed on April 2, 1984. 
Agreements in principle detailing federal financial 
contributions for juvenile justice services delivered by 
the provinces were concluded. Implementation support 
programs were begun to facilitate the transition from the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act to the new legislation and the 
subsequent evaluation of the effects of the legislation 
(see pages 21 and 29); 


the Ministry continued to provide technical and financial 
support to the provinces and local groups to promote the 
development of model victim assistance services. A United 
Nations Meeting on Victims was organized, in preparation 
for the 7th UN Congress on the Prevention of Crime and a 
two-year action plan developed to improve victims" service 
delivery and training programs, increase public awareness 
of victims' issues and to lead to the development of a 
comprehensive federal policy on victims of crime (see 
pages 23 and 29); 


legislation to modify the law governing mandatory 
supervision was introduced, but died on the Order Paper 
(see pages 25 and 29); 


the Ministry developed and commenced implementation of an 
action plan to improve criminal justice services to 
Natives. This included a number of research and 
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development projects, the dissemination of research and 
other information on related issues and expansion of 
Consultation Centre services to provide an increased focus 
on Native peoples and communities (see pages 23 and 29); 


Support was continued for research and development 
projects to identify and implement effective crime 
prevention strategies, to promote nationally coordinated 
crime prevention policies and programs, and to increase 
public participation in such programs. National Crime 
Prevention Week and the Solicitor General's Crime 
Prevention Awards were inaugurated. In addition to 
distributing some 90,000 publications of all kinds in 
support of the Week, the Ministry supported a number of 
community-based activities related to crime prevention 
(see pages 22 and 29); 


all sustaining core funding arrangements in the Ministry 
respecting voluntary organizations were consolidated into 
a Single program managed by the Secretariat, setting the 
stage for the development of a comprehensive policy for 
support to voluntary organizations involved in the 
criminal justice system (see page 29); 


arrangements with the provinces governing 
federal-provincial financial agreements for the firearms 
control program were renewed for two years (to March 31, 
1986) (see page 29).

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es Background 
ie Introduction 


The Secretariat is an integral part both of the Ministry of the 
Solicitor General and of the wider Canadian criminal justice and 
national security systems. 


The four agencies which, together with the Secretariat, comprise 
the Ministry, are the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, the Correctional 
Service of Canada, the National Parole Board and the Canadian Security 
Intelligence Service. Although the agencies report independently to 
the Solicitor General, the Secretariat performs duties related to them, 
as detailed in the Program Description below. 


Other components of the criminal justice system include the 
judiciary and the courts, other police and law enforcement agencies, 
other correctional authorities and the private sector. The division of 
responsibility for the "administration of justice" is complex, and 
involves other federal departments and agencies, notably the Department 
of Justice, and provincial and municipal governments. 
| While the Office of the Correctional Investigator is part of the 
Secretariat Program for administrative purposes, it is functionally 
responsible directly to the Minister. This Office is, therefore, 
treated separately and is described on page 30 of this document. 


Ze Legal Mandate 

the Department of the Solicitor General was established in 1966 under 
che provisions of the Department of the Solicitor General Act (as 
amended in 1984 by a section of the Canadian Security Intelligence 
service Act), which gives the Solicitor General jurisdiction in all 
qatters over which the Parliament of Canada has jurisdiction, and which 
ave not by law been assigned to any other department, branch or agency 
»£ the Government of Canada, relating to: 

8 reformatories, prisons and penitentiaries; 

& parole and remissions; 

e the Royal Canadian Mounted Police; and 


e the Canadian Security Intelligence Service. 
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The Solicitor General is responsible for the administration of 
the Department of the Solicitor General Act, the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police Act, the Penitentiary Act, the Parole Act, the Prisons 
and Reformatories Act, the Canadian Security Intelligence Service 
Act, the Young Offenders Act, the Criminal Records Act and the 
Transfer of Offenders Act. As well, the Solictor General is 
responsible for discharging specific operational responsibilities 
under such acts as the Identification of Criminals Act, the 
Diplomatic and Consular Privileges and Immunities Act and the 
Immigration Act, to name a few, which are otherwise administered by 
other departments. Finally, the agencies of the Ministry, notably 
the R.C.M.P., are responsible for enforcing all federal statutes 
where such enforcement is not specifically assigned to another 
department or agency. 


3. Program Objective 


The objective of the Solicitor General Secretariat is "to provide 
overall policy direction to the programs of the Department", as well 
as to provide advice and support to the Minister to enable him to 
discharge his statutory responsibilities. 


4. Program Description 
To fulfill its role, the Secretariat carries out a wide range of 
endeavours related to the Canadian criminal justice system and the 


national security program of the federal government. In brief, they 
are: 


@ to initiate and develop Government and Ministry policy in the 


functional areas of law enforcement and corrections, as well as 


in the general areas of criminal justice, juvenile justice and 


national security; 


@ to analyze policy initiatives, operational policy issues and 
operational submissions prepared by agencies of the Ministry 
and to provide appropriate advice to the Minister; 


@ to undertake policy development in cooperation with the 
agencies of the Ministry, central federal agencies, the 


Department of Justice, other federal departments, the provinces 


and the private sector; 


@ to improve policies and programs in the criminal justice and 
juvenile justice systems through research, the conduct of 


experimental and demonstration programs, and the dissemination 


of information; 
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@ to manage the Solicitor General's direct responsibility for 
the national security program; 


@ to coordinate the federal government's counter-terrorism 
program and manage the Ministry's contingency planning 
responsibilities; 


@ to support the discharge of statutorily assigned ministerial 
responsibilities for national security; 


@ to manage the Solicitor General's statutory responsibilities 
for the federal gun control program; 


@ to supervise policy affecting the physical and administrative 
security arrangements of the federal government, through the 
Security Advisory Committee; and 


@ to administer federal-provincial financial agreements pursuant 
to the Young Offenders Act and to manage the Solicitor 
General's statutory responsibilities under the Act. 


5. Program Organization for Delivery 


Ihe Secretariat, with the exception of six regional consultants and 

their staff, is located in Ottawa. The organization is divided into 
four main branches, each reporting directly to the Deputy Solicitor 

xeneral. 


| The Police and Security Branch initiates, develops and 
idministers policies, operational directives, and management systems 
m behalf of the Solicitor General and provides advice to the 
solicitor General on national security policy and operations, the 
sorporate and program activity of the RCMP and CSIS, federal and 
ational law enforcement and the counter-terrorism program. In 
‘arrying out these responsibilities, the Branch is responsible for 
nsuring that accountability mechanisms are in place so that the 
olicitor General and the Deputy Solicitor General can exercise 
ffectively their statutory responsibilities. 


The Policy Branch undertakes policy advice and development in the 
reas of young offenders, corrections, firearms and other criminal 
ustice issues that cut across jurisdictions and functional components 
f the criminal justice system. Correctional policy advice is also 
elated to the work of the Correctional Service of Canada and the 
ational Parole Board. The Young Offenders Unit is charged with 
mplementing the Young Offenders Act and providing continuing support 
£ all responsibilities of the Minister under the Act. 
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The Programs Branch is the Ministry research and development 
arm. Its principal aim is to produce and communicate knowledge and 
information-based advice to improve decision-making related to 
criminal justice legislation, policy, programs and operations. The 
primary clients of the Programs Branch are the Solicitor General and 
the Deputy Solicitor General, who is the former's chief policy 
advisor. Other users of this knowledge and information include the 
other branches of the Secretariat, the Agencies of the Ministry, 
provincial departments, the voluntary sector and the general public. 


The Branch's research and development mandate encompasses two 
totally inter-related areas of activity: 


@ knowledge building which is based on research, statistics, 
experimental programs, and dissemination of information from 
these activities; and 


@ the provision of technical expertise and services, such as 
communications and media-relations, E.D.P. activities and 
major public involvement campaigns such as Crime Prevention 
Week. 


The Administration Branch is responsible for the preparation, 
implementation and overall administration of personnel, financial and 
administrative policies, programs, systems, procedures and services to 
assist the Ministry Secretariat in meeting its organizational 
objectives. It is organized into three divisions, responsible, 
respectively, for Finance, Human Resources and Administration. 


In addition to the four branches, two smaller offices also serve 
the Secretariat: 


Corporate Systems is responsible for corporate level planning and 
management systems, management information systems and evaluation 
systems, including audit, program evaluation and various forms of 
management review. 


Legal Services is a unit staffed by Department of Justice lawyers 
serving as legal advisors to the Deputy Solicitor General, and through 
him, to the Solicitor General. Additionally, it provides legal advice 
to all branches of the Secretariat and is involved, as required, in 
matters of law relating to the programs and policy development carried 
on in the Secretariat. 
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The legislation creating the Canadian Security Intelligence 
Service, which came into force on July 16, 1984, provided for an 
Inspector General. The Inspector General is appointed by the Governor 
in Council and is responsible to the Deputy Solicitor General. His 
functions are: 


@ to monitor the compliance by the Service with its 
Operational policies; 


@ to review the operational activities of the Service; 


@ to submit an annual certificate on the Service's operations 
to the Solicitor General; and 


@ to conduct such reviews of specific activities of the 
Services as may be directed.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


The changing nature and incidence of crime and criminality in general, 
and the rapid growth, in recent years, of offender populations in 
particular, continue to constitute major challenges to all components 
of the Canadian criminal justice system. The need for fiscal 
restraint, coupled with the need to respond both to increasingly 
sophisticated types of crime and to the needs of victims, require 
programs in all criminal justice components to become more 
cost/effective and support the urgent requirement for the development 
of new and more effective ways of dealing with criminal justice 
problems. In the area of national security, acts of international 
terrorism increasingly pose potential threats which must be addressed 
by the new Canadian Security Intelligence Service. While trends in 
both criminal justice and national security are many and varied, the 
most Significant of these are outlined below. 


The Changing Nature of Canadian Criminality: Rates of crime continue 
to increase, though at decelerating rates - a probable consequence, in 
part, of the declining proportion of Canada's crime-prone segment (ages 
16 to 24) of the population pyramid. Computer - related and other 
"white collar" crimes are increasing and the enormous dollar value of 
illegal profits from large scale enterprise crime in Canada are now so 
significant that the Government must consider legislation and policing 
initiatives to counter this serious problem. Much of this profit 
results from drug trafficking, though it is noted that the incidence of 
reported drug crime is decreasing. This trend to fewer drug-related 
offences may only, however, reflect a shift in emphasis in policing 
priorities from "soft" to "hard" drugs and large-scale drug enterprise 
crimes. Property-related offences, in contrast, continue to increase. 


Increases to the Inmate Population: While the causal relationship 
between economic factors and crime remains a subject for debate, it is 
a fact that greater use seems to be made of incarceration in times of 
economic hardship. The recent increases in inmate populations, most 
particularly in those under federal jurisdiction, pose major problems 
for correctional management. Over the next few years, the criminal 
justice system will be faced with the need to cope with the escalating 
costs of incarceration while at the same time responding to growing 
pressures for carceral sentences for violent offenders. 


Native Criminal Justice: The recent native constitutional amendments 
and subsequent meetings between representatives of national native 
associations and the First Ministers have given native issues high 
profile in the past few years. During the past year, the Ministry has 
been involved in various federal review exercises related to native | 
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justice policy and programs. In particular, the Ministry has 
participated on the review of the proposed Bill C-52 on Indian 
Self-Government, the "Aboriginal Services" review conducted by FPRO, 
the Canada/Saskatchewan/Federation of Saskatchewan Indian Nations study 
on "certain aspects of the justice system", and the Neilsen Task Force 
Review of Indian and Native Programs. 


Changing Public Attitudes toward Crime and Punishment: There has been 
a recent and striking crystallization of public concerns regarding 
crime and punishment, fueled, in no small measure, by killings of 
police officers. Public attitudes appear to be related to the 
perceived relative seriousness of the offence committed. For the most 
serious and heinous of crimes, many members of the public appear 
willing to support the use of extreme measures, including the possible 
reintroduction of capital punishment. For violent crimes in general, 
the public exhibits increasing concern and a willingness to support the 
ise of longer terms of imprisonment. At the same time, for property - 
related offences, the public is increasingly willing to support the use 


29£f non-custodial alternatives, for "repeat" as well as for first 
»ffenders. 


’conomic Considerations: Both in the federal government, and in the 
jovernments of a number of provinces, the current economic climate is 
me of restraint. This period of restraint coincides with sudden and 
lramatic increases in the numbers of offenders in custody and 
creasing public demands to strengthen traditional approaches to law 
mforcement, incarceration and other aspects of the administration of 
ustice. At the same time, increasing pressure is felt to introduce 


ew services in some areas, particularly to expand services to victims 
£ crime. 


These conflicting forces, in conjunction with the emergence of 
Ocial justice as a federal priority, may require a realignment of 
undamental approaches to solving criminal justice problems. Interest 
ay grow for the development of innovative approaches to criminal 
ustice problems, where these can also be shown to be cost-effective. 
ne increasing public support for the use of non-custodial punishments 
or crimes seen as less serious has the potential to assist in 
ontrolling criminal justice costs, while being, at the same time, no 
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National Security: The security of Canada continues to be threatened 
by espionage and other foreign influenced activities having their 
origin in the Cold War and the ideological conflict between East and 
West. Other security threats have become of increasing concern in 
recent years, particularly those having their origin in violent foreign 
disputes - often of an ethnic or nationalist nature - which are acted 
out in third countries such as Canada. The activities of such 
individuals or groups to further their cause increasingly takes a 
terrorist form. 


Intelligence is the first line of defence against security 
threats. Timely and accurate intelligence allows the state the 
opportunity to take effective countermeasures. Effective protection 
also requires that law enforcement and other protective security and 
emergency measures be in place to deal with threats that are foreseen. 


Extensive cooperation between departments and agencies at the national, 


international and local levels is needed to protect Canadians from 
security threats. 


2. New Initiatives 
The following new initiatives will be undertaken in 1986-87: 


_ National Security: based on the lessons learned from several recent 
terrorist incidents in Canada, the Secretariat will intensify efforts 
to coordinate and enhance national counter-terrorism arrangements, 
including: developing comprehensive interdepartmental mechanisms for 
planning and coordinating the over-all federal counterterrorism effort; 
conducting simulation exercises to test the effectiveness of systems 
and procedures for the management of terrorist crises, and consulting 
with provincial authorities to ensure continued cooperation in the 
development of arrangements for counter-terrorism planning and response 
(see pages 26 and 29); 


National Policing: current Federal Government policy requires that 
municipalities wishing to acquire RCMP policing services must meet 
demanding conditions before applications for new contracts can be 
considered. An increasing number of requests has prompted the decision 
to undertake a comprehensive review of Municipal Policing Policy which 
will be accompanied by a comparative review of federal resources 
expended on national policing (see pages 25 and 29). 
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3. Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 


Young Offenders: The Secretariat has established the structures and 
_ procedures to administer the financial agreements negotiated with the 
_ provinces and territories, as well as formal mechanisms for ongoing 
intergovernmental consultation collaboration in the juvenile justice 
area. 


The Secretariat is continuing its program of community-based 
demonstration projects dealing with juvenile justice and the new Young 
Offenders Act. Program activities will focus on two major themes: 
Strategies for alternatives to incarceration for youth and 
dissemination of information for implementation of the new Act. 


The Secretariat will also continue its efforts to develop public 
_information to explain the implications of the new Act and produce 
training materials to assist provincial governments with 
implementation. 


Consultations have been undertaken, involving representatives of 
police departments, youth courts, private sector agencies dealing with 
young offenders, and other groups involved in youth justice in Canada, 
to assist in determining what improvements should be made to the new 
Act. Legislation resulting from those consultations will be introduced 
this spring. 


As well, commencing in 1985-86, activities related to Young 
Offenders will be subjected to a comprehensive program of evaluation. 
A major study will begin to assess the impacts and effects of the new 
legislation. Program evaluation studies will examine the role and 
performance of the Secretariat in its development and implementation. 
As well, project evaluations will be carried out on innovative and 
other projects of significance. 


Canadian Security Intelligence Service: The Secretariat is continuing 
work to bring the provisions of the Canadian Security Intelligence 
Service Act, passed in June 1984, into full effect. The Secretariat is 
Playing a major role in discussions with the provinces leading to 
cooperative agreements concerning the security intelligence role of 
CSIS (S.17) and the security enforcement responsbilities of the RCMP 
(s.61(2)). The Secretariat is also reviewing and updating all 
Ministerial direction to the Service. With respect to the "review" 
provisions of the Act, an Inspector General has been appointed and 
Staff to the Office of the Inspector General are presently being 
“recruited. 
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Crime Prevention: As 1985-86 is the final year of the two-year 
expanded initiative on Crime Prevention, Secretariat efforts have 
focussed on consolidation of the work over this period leading to 
preparation of proposals to implement long term strategies for national 
crime prevention efforts and resource requirements to implement and 
evaluate these strategies; production of a report which summarizes the 
results of the two-year Crime Prevention initiative; completion of 
federal/provincial consultations to strengthen national crime 
prevention partnerships and improve crime prevention efforts; 
development, in conjunction with other levels of government, police and 
community organizations, of proposals for further activities in support 
of National Crime Prevention. 


Comprehensive Review of Federal Law Enforcement: The Secretariat 
completed a review and analysis of the federal law enforcement system 
and proposals aimed at improving the efficiency, effectiveness and 
acccountability of the system were developed. These proposals are 
being reviewed by federal agencies with law enforcement 
responsibilities and by the Ministerial Task Force on Program Review. 


Direction and Accountability of the RCMP: The Secretariat will 
continue the development of Ministerial Directives to govern signficant 
RCMP operational policy procedures, including Operations in Foreign 
Countries, Foreign Liaison and Confidential Sources. 


Criminal Law Review: In futherance of the Criminal Law Review, a 
comprehensive draft policy paper on police powers and procedures was 
prepared in concert with the Department of Justice. 


A comprehensive review of federal law relating to both federal and © 
provincial correctional responsibilities continues. During 1985-86, 
consultations were completed with various interested groups and 
individuals, based on the first Consultation Paper of the Corrections 
Law Review. A second Consultation Paper, intended specifically to 
focus discussions regarding federal-provincial issues, was released and 
intensive provincial consultation begun. Two Working Papers were also 
released publicly, one on the philosophy and mandate of corrections, 

One on the legal framework governing the powers of correctional . 
officers and the rights of offenders, and one on offender rights and 
remedies. Ongoing research respecting issues of particular concern and | 
special offender populations continued. | 
| 


The Secretariat provided final input on the Mental Disorder 
Project, whose final report was submitted during 1985-86.

for Victims of Crime: Fiscal year 1985-86 is the final year of 

Ministry participation in the two-year federal initiative to improve 

services to victims of crime. During the year, the Secretariat is 

consolidating the work of the initiative leading to: preparation of 

proposals for a federal policy on victims and strategies and resource 
_levels to implement and support this policy; production with other 
federal and provincial participants of the final report of the 
Federal/Provincial Working Group on Victims of Crime; production of a 
major report on the results of the Secretariat two-year program of 
research and development dealing with services for victims of crime; 
dissemination nationally of a wide variety of information on victims of 
crime through travelling exhibits, conferences and workshops, bulletins 
on specific victimization topics, and through the National Victims 
Resource Centre, which has evolved to a national repository of 
information on victims, permitting automated access by federal, 
provincial, voluntary, and community groups and interested persons; 
development of a Canadian declaration on victims for presentation at 
the 7th U.N. Congress on Prevention of Crime and Treatment of Offenders 
leading to a resolution sponsored by Canada, Australia and France which 
was unanimously accepted by the participants at the Congress; and 
evaluation of the Victims program. 


Services to Native People: The Secretariat has implemented a broad 
program of policy development, research, evaluation and program 
development, featuring: the establishment of a federal 
Inter-Ministerial Committee on Aboriginal Justice Research; 
participation of Ministry officials on Inter-Ministerial Committees 
which are relevant to Aboriginal justice concerns; support for the 
development of Aboriginal networks relating to criminal/juvenile 
justice issues; consultations with provincial and territorial 
governments on jurisdictions, mandates and responsibilities for 
Aboriginal initiatives; mechanisms for information exchange; 
participation in special pilot projects (e.g., Assessment of the Native 
Justice Development Worker Program); dissemination of information on 
Native issues through documents such as: A Manual for Community Based 
crime Prevention Programs in Native Communities and An Inventory of 
Native Criminal Justice Research and Programs. A major review of 
Native Criminal Justice was carried out in concert with the Department 
of Justice, the Department of Indian and Northern Affairs, the 


sxovernment of Saskatchewan and the Federation of Saskatchewan Indian 
lations. 
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Seventh U.N. Congress: The Ministry of the Solicitor General played 
the lead role in preparing for and participating in the 7th United 
Nations Congress on the Prevention of Crime and the Treatment of 
Offenders, which took place in Milan, Italy, from August 26 to 
September 6, 1985. The Canadian delegation was headed by the Solicitor 
General and included representatives from all provincial and 
territorial governments, the three federal political parties, the 
non-governmental sector, as well as senior officials from the Ministry 
of the Solicitor General, the Department of Justice and the Secretary 
of State for External Affairs. 


The Canadian Delegation played an active role in the deliberations 
of the Congress and was instrumental in securing the adoption by 
consensus of resolutions dealing with crime prevention, victims, 
illicit drug trafficking, juvenile justice, terrorism, domestic 
violence, fair treatment of female offenders and independence of the 
judiciary. A report has been prepared, summarizing Canadian 
preparations for and participation in the Congress, as well as the 
resolutions on the various issues dealt with on the 7th U.N. Congress 
agenda. 


Women In Conflict With The Law: Fiscal year 1985-86 is a year of full 
project implementation for this initiative. In accordance with the 
principles and priorities established for the initiative, this work is 
designed to develop community-based projects for women who are, or may 
be, in conflict with the law; community-based services for Native 
women; and to provide assistance to Native women's groups to undertake 
community development work in the criminal justice field. Efforts will 
also focus on the development of programs and services in isolated 
areas, or where they do not now exist, the extension of the range of 
existing community -based services and programs, and the utilization of 
existing networks and expertise on women in conflict with the law. 
Activities are designed so as to include and encourage voluntary and 
self-help components in service and program delivery; provide 
opportunities for skill development and training in community groups; 
and monitor and evaluate programs funded by the Ministry. 


In late 1985-86 and in 1986-87, the Secretariat will consolidate 
the results of the three-year initiative leading to recommendations for 
long term policy and program development for Women in Conflict with the 
Law. 


Correctional Management: The Ministry is responsible for policy advice 
to the Minister in the area of corrections, which forms part of his | 
legal mandate. In this regard, and because of the multi-agency and 

inter-governmental dimensions of corrections issues, a broad range of 
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operational and strategic policies and issues are under active review 
and investigation. The urgency of responding to the rapid growth in 
penitentiary populations is one such issue. The need to develop a 
range of effective release mechanisms consistent with correctional 
goals is another. The emergence of concern for prison violence and the 
capacity of the system to manage difficult situations remains an issue. 


Conditional Release and Mandatory Supervision: The follow-up to the 
Solicitor General's Study of Conditional Release and Mandatory 
Supervision continued. Of particular interest was the introduction, in 
June 1985, of a bill (C-67) to facilitate the early consideration of 
non-violent offenders for release, and to authorize the detention until 
warrant expiry of federal offenders considered to present a likelihood 
of violence during what would normally be a period of mandatory 
supervision in the community. Bill C-67 would also limit to one the 
number of releases under mandatory supervision of those offenders who 
are, following revocation, considered to present a threat of violence. 


Bill C-68 was also introduced in June 1985, and is designed to 
correct certain long-standing anomalies in existing correctional 
legislation respecting release and other matters. 


Dangerous Offenders: The second report of the Dangerous Offenders 
Consultation Committee was submitted to the Solicitor General in 
1985-86. This committee was created to advise the Minister on the 
effective management of violent inmates and on the use of Special 
Handling Units and it is composed of persons from within and outside 
the Ministry. The recommendations contained in the DOCC's second report 
were reviewed by the Ministry during 1985-86, and an implementation 
plan developed in coordination with CSC and those private sector 
individuals who served on the DOCC. 


Long-Term Imprisonment: Growing numbers of convicted offenders 
serving lengthy terms in penitentiary continues to be a major concern. 
During 1985-86, the Ministry's Long-Term Imprisonment Committee 
released a public report on the problem. ‘Two research projects, on 
security incidents involving long-termers and coping strategies among 
longtermers, contined during 1985-86, and a third was begun, on the 
offences and criminal histories of first and second-degree murderers 
currently incarcerated. 


Federal Resources Employed in National Policing: A preliminary study 
of the feasibility of developing an automated data base of the 
essential criminal statutory, financial and operational information 
pertinent to all policing jurisdictions has been completed. The 
purpose of this project is to establish a system of identifying 
resources employed in national policing so that informed assessments 
can be made on contract policing. 
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Security Screening and Classification: A comprehensive proposal 
concerning security screening and classification has been considered by 
the Interdepartmental Committee on Security and Intelligence and is now 
before Cabinet. 


Commercial Crime: The Secretariat has carried out a preliminary 
assessment of policy-related initiatives to respond to ever increasing 
sophistication of crime and its national and international dimensions, 
caused by technological advances in telecommunications, increased use 
of offshore banking, and the further development of national and 
international markets for contraband, particularly illicit drugs. Of 
particular significance in this connection is the development of 
administrative and legislative measures providing for the seizure and 
forfeiture of the proceeds of crime, thereby taking the profits out of 
drug and drug related offences. 


National Initiatives on Drug Trafficking and Drug Abuse: The 
Secretariat has worked with officials of the RCMP, the Department of 
Justice and the Department of National Health and Welfare to develop 
mechanisms to improve federal and international efforts to combat drug 
trafficking. An interdepartmental committee has met with the aim of 
developing other initiatives to enhance coordination among the federal 
departments in both law enforcement and drug abuse prevention programs. 
Also, Secretariat officials have participated in expert group meetings 
on Economic Summit countries to discuss drug strategy and to develop a 
policy framework for measures to be addressed by Summit Foreign 
Ministers at a September 1985 meeting in New York. Concurrently, 
Secretariat officials have coordinated the development of measures to 
be included in a proposed new United Nations Convention on Illicit Drug 
Trafficking. 


Counter-Terrorism: The Secretariat has cordinated the development and 
maintenance of interdepartmental counter-terrorism program measures | 
which includes the preparation of various reports on counter-terrorism — 
arrangements. Additionally, the Secretariat is engaged in further 
developing, maintaining, and administering the Ministry lead role in 
planning for internal security or civil emergency situations, and 
participating in contingency planning exercises. 


Telewarrants: Bill C-18, which received third reading in June 1985, ; 
provides for the abolition of writs of assistance and the creation of a 
telewarrant procedure. Guidelines were developed federally and within © 
the provinces for the implementation of the telewarrant system.

Amendments to the ROMP Act: Amendments to the RCMP Act were | 
introduced in Parliament on June 27 as Bill C-65. | 
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International Youth Year 1985-86: In support of federal participation 
in Internation Youth Year, the Secretariat established a Criminal 
Justice Research Internship Program which provided 11 young people with 
an opportunity to work within the Ministry R&D organization to gain 
work related experience in their chosen careers; to gain experience to 
assist them in the transition from an educational milieu to a work 
milieu and to participate positively in the criminal justice system. 


4. Program Effectiveness 


Evaluation assessments of the Victims and Crime Prevention 
initiatives were completed, reviewed and evaluation plans approved by 
the Deputy Solicitor General and senior management in 1984-85. 
Evaluation studies for both initiatives were then conducted and have 
been reviewed and approved in 1985-86. 


A framework study of the Young Offenders initiative is expected to 
commence in fiscal 86-87. As noted at page 21, other studies will 
evaluate the effectiveness and impact of the Young Offenders Act and 
the most significant developmental and implementation projects carried 
Out in connection with its implementation. 


In addition to these program and policy level evaluations, 
experimental and demonstration projects funded by he Secretariat are 
also routinely evaluated. 


5. Performance Information/Resource Justification 


| 


When transfer payments are excluded, the Ministry Secretariat operates 
within the constraints of a relatively small resources base, which 
allows it to address its most basic ongoing functions of providing 
policy advice and the research, statistical and experimental programs 
yhich support the policy function, and to deal, on a preliminary basis, 
vith major policy initiatives as they arise. When Cabinet directs the 
secretariat to undertake programs of major and sustained activity 
related to particular initiatives, such as Victims or Crime Prevention, 
the Secretariat's resource base is adjusted on a temporary or long-term 
MaSis to reflect the resource demands of such priority initiatives. In 
some instances, most notably in relation to the implementation and 
ngoing administration of federal responsibilities related to the Young 
MEfenders Act, resources originally assigned for a limited period of 
levelopmental activity became part of the Secretariat's ongoing program 
ase (the "A" base). 
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A very significant proportion of Secretariat dollars in the form 
of transfer payments are used in the administration of federal 
responsibilities related to the Young Offenders Act, particulary its 
cost-sharing arrangements. In addition to its responsibilities for 
administering the Act, the Secretariat undertakes a variety of policy, 
program and research activities related to it, (see pages 21 and 27). 


In addition to the transfer payments expended in support of Young 
Offenders program activities, operating resources are also utilized for 
a limited number of other ongoing, "program" types of activities. 

These include the Offices of the Inspector General, C.S.I.S. and the 
Correctional Investigator; and support to national voluntary 
organizations and to the development of criminal justice manpower 
resources. 


Resources used in support of activities related to both 
established programs and to policy initiatives are depicted, for the 
period 1984 through 1987, in Figure 4. Where initiatives/objectives/ 
activities consume only minor quantities of person-years, these have 
been included in more generic items, such as "Corrections" or "Other 
Criminal Justice Issues". 


Reductions are projected in the Victims of Crime and Crime 
Prevention initiatives, as additional resources provided in support of 
those initiatives terminate at the end of the current fiscal year. For 
example, a total of nine person-years and $1,114,000 in operating 
dollars for Victims alone terminate at that time. The decrease in 
Other Criminal Justice Issues is due to the completion of the 7th UN 
Congress. 


The increase in the non-salary dollar projection for Young 
Offenders reflects the expectation that agreements will become 
operative with the remaining provinces in 1986-87. Increases in 
expenditures are also projected in support of Women in Conflict with 
the Law, Natives, Criminal Law Review, and Corrections.

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E. Office of the Correctional Investigator 


The Office of the Correctional Investigator was established in 1973 
pursuant to the Inquiries Act. The Correctional Investigator's 
mandate,as established in 1977 by an Order in Council, is “to 
investigate, on his own initiative, on request from the Solicitor 
General of Canada, or on complaint from or on behalf of inmates as 
defined in the Penitentiary Act, and report upon problems of inmates 
that come within the responsibility of the Solicitor General of 
Canada". The Investigator is, therefore, an ombudsman for incarcerated 
persons. 


The Correctional Investigator's staff is comprised of 10 
person-years and is requesting $539,000 in the 1986-87 Estimates. The 
staff handles several hundred complaints per year, conducts as many 
interviews, and visits all penal institutions regularly. By liaising 
with the Commissioner of Corrections and other related agencies the 
Correctional Investigator endeavours to resolve complaints by 
administrative action. The major types of complaints investigated 
relate to inmate transfers, medical problems, inmate property claims, 
and discipline.

Section I 


Program Overview 


A. Highlights 


In response to new challenges, significant changes will be made to 
Statistics Canada's plans, and its Program, for 1986-87 and future 
years. These challenges, which include major cost-savings with 
respect to the 1986 Census and a reduction in the agency's 
person-years, have required the extension and acceleration of existing 
management initiatives, notably in the areas of cost-recovery and 
efficiency improvements. These evolutions are to be considered in the 
context of the agency having reduced its person-year utilization by 
14% and its expenditures (in constant dollars) by 20% over the past 10 


years. 


Key results to be achieved are: 


to continue to provide high priority statistical 
information in support of social and economic policy 
development and monitoring, private sector initiatives and 
research. The agency will meet all its output deadlines, 
as before, and will provide high quality statistical 
information and services}; 


to undertake, in spite of resource constraints, the 
development of new information programs in response to the 
needs of society, so as to ensure the continuing relevance 
of the Statistical Program. Examples include initiatives 
to monitor social developments, to strengthen the quality 
and consistency of business surveys, to harmonize Canada's 
import and export statistics with new international 
standards and to develop plans to meet small business 
information needs and to fill significant gaps in our 
understanding of service industries (see page 24, 34, 47); 


to strengthen the responsiveness of the agency to user 
needs, through the use of external advisory committees, 
federal-provincial conferences and the formation of a 
National Statistical Council (see page 19, 20); 


to effect additional cost-reduction and productivity 
improvements throughout the agency by integration of 
statistical operations, automation and further 
regionalization (decentralization) of activities, where 
cost-effective to do so (see page 18, 48, 62); 
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8 to improve further the cost-revenue relationships of the 
agency's products and services, including its publications, 
Census products and services, the electronic dissemination 
of data through CANSIM and special customized tabulations 
and services for external clients (see page 18, 62); 


& to increase the amount of work contracted to the private 
sector, where practical and effective to do so, activities 
presently performed in such areas as text processing, forms 
and questionnaire production, data entry, systems 
development and EDP training (see page 18); 


€ to reduce gradually the agency's cost-recovery activity 
(see page 19); 


& to provide for the continued development of a 
cost-efficient technical infrastructure through investments 
and modifications in specialized and centralized services 
to improve the efficiency of program delivery. The 
Capacity and organization of computing, the development of 
improved statistical methods, the revision of standard 
classifications systems and the network of regional 
operational centres are areas and activities where such 
changes will be made (see page 42); and 


9 to manage personnel processes to effect staff redeployment 
and to upgrade the skills profile of the agency's human 
resources, in light of technological change and reduced 
person-year requirements (see page 53). 


Resource Savings/Revenues to be Generated: Figure 1 displays’ the 
resource savings to be achieved through increased productivity, 
contracting-out and program adjustments, and the revenues to be 
generated through cost-recovery approaches within the agency over the 
period, beginning in 1985-86 and ending in 1990-91, in order to meet 
the Census cost-saving and person-year reduction commitments. 


The revenues shown in Figure 1 are over and above the existing 
Tevenue base and represent contributions toward the $70 million in 
Savings to be achieved by 1989-90 in relation to the reinstatement of 

the 1986 Census (see page 16);

C. Background 
a Be Introduction 


Since the national statistical agency's establishment by Parliament in 
1918, its Program has evolved in response to societal needs for 
statistical information. Governments at every level, business, 
labour, academic and social institutions, professional associations, 
the international statistical community and the general public are 
served by Statistics Canada's information when dealing with social and 
economic change in Canada. 


Statistics Canada presents a comprehensive picture of the 
national economy through statistics on manufacturing, agriculture, 
exports and imports, retail sales, services, prices, productivity 
changes, trade, transportation, employment and unemployment, and 
aggregate measures, such as gross national product. Social conditions 
are reported upon by statistics that cover demography, health, 
education, justice, culture and household incomes and expenditures. 
This economic and social information is produced, at the national and 
provincial levels, for major population centres and other 
sub-provincial or 'small areas’. 


Of determining importance for the agency's cost-effectiveness is 
its technical infrastructure, which includes a limited number of major 
survey vehicles, professional expertise and functional capacities in 
informatics and information processing, data acquisition, regional 
operations and data dissemination. This infrastructure makes possible 
the collection of a wide range of statistical information, in response 
to societal needs, at low incremental costs. 


Statistics Canada carries on research and development into 
statistical techniques and concepts and methods of data collection, 
processing and dissemination to assure efficient operations and a high 
quality technical capability. Selected analytical studies which give 
focus to the implications of statistical data and which assist in the 
assessment of data relevance and quality are carried out in the public 
interest. 


Statistics Canada makes its information available through media 
releases, publications, electronic dissemination and in response to 
direct inquiries. In addition, specialized products and services are 
provided on a cost-recovery basis, including advice on the design and 
implementation of information-gathering projects for federal 
departments and agencies. 


The agency works with its federal and provincial partners to 
minimize duplication and maintain statistical standards and 
classifications. It also fulfills a number of commitments as a member 
of the international statistical community (see Section III, 
Supplementary Information, page 64). 
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2. Legal Mandate 


Statistics Canada's formal mandate derives primarily from the 
Statistics Act. The Act requires the agency, under the direction of 
the Minister, to collect, compile, analyze and publish statistical 
information on the economic, social and general conditions of the 
country and its citizens. Other federal legislation also requires 
Statistics Canada to produce data for a wide variety of purposes; for 
example, the Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act, The Official 
Languages Act, the Electoral Boundaries Readjustment Act, Federal- 
Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act (1977), the Unemployment Insurance 
Act and the Western Grain Stabilization Act. (See page 63 for a 

list of all Acts which require Statistics Canada to collect or provide 
specific information). 


3. Program Objectives 
The objectives of Statistics Canada are: 


4 to provide statistical information and analysis on the 
social and economic life of Canada, its provinces, its 
regions, its businesses, its institutions and its people, 
in order to contribute to an understanding of the various 
aspects of Canada and provide a basis for the development, 
analysis and evaluation of social and economic policies and 
programs, for public, business and individual decision- 
making, and for the general benefit and information of 
Canadians; and 


to promote a national statistical program through the 
co-ordination of statistical activities of federal 
departments and with the provinces and territories. 


4. = Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: As shown in Figure 4, Statistics Canada has 
identified six activities which reflect what the agency is doing and 
how it is working to meet its stated objectives. 


The first four activities involve the planning and implementation 
of statistical information development resulting in the agency's 
output. The Technical Infrastructure Activity provides centralized 
services and technical leadership essential to all statistical 
activities, including survey methodology, questionnaire redesign, 
Classification systems, data collection and informatics. It also 
includes the provision of special statistical products and services on 
a cost-recovery basis, research and analysis, and marketing and 
information services. The Corporate Management Services Activity 
provides departmental management, planning, finance and personnel 
services.

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D. Planning Perspective 
2 Environment 


Factors affecting the scope, emphasis and processes of the Program 
include: the need to respond to changing information requirements, the 
government's decision to reinstate the 1986 Census, the government's 
announced policy objectives of public service reduction, the 
continuing impact of, and opportunities provided by, changing 
technology and legislated requirements for information. 


Additional Information Requirements: To sustain the evolutionary 
momentum of the Statistics Program, the agency must be sensitive to 
the changing information needs of Canadian society and its public and 
private institutions. Through consultative processes, such as 
external advisory committees, the creation of a National Statistical 
Council and contact with user groups, Statistics Canada has kept 
informed about emerging information needs. 


Current requirements for additional information have been 
identified in areas, and on topics, such as these: the use of 
advanced technology; harmonization of Canadian international trade 
data needed to support Canadian trade negotiations and monitor the 
impact of new arrangements; industrial productivity and capital 
requirements; information about the small business sector; service 
industries; health status; the transition from the education system to 
the labour market; justice and public safety; employment equity; child 
care; and target groups of social programs, including aboriginal 
peoples, the elderly and disabled persons. 


A National Task Force on Tourism Data, established, under the 
chairmanship of the Chief Statistician of Canada by the federal, 
provincial and territorial Ministers responsible for tourism, will be 
making recommendations on data needs for the tourism industry and on 
the range of tourism data which should be collected and provided. 


The Canadian Jobs Strategy and new Employment Equity initiatives 
may require statistical information development on education, training 
and labour market data to be undertaken by Statistics Canada, on a 
cost-recovery basis, for Canada Employment and Immigration. 


Government Decision on the 1986 Census: The government decision* to 
reinstate the Censuses of Population and Agriculture and to realize 
over a five-year period $70 million in savings, including a related 
reduction of 250 person-years, poses a significant challenge for the 
agency and its management. 


= As part of this decision, the initial requirement to achieve the 
$100 million savings identified with their earlier cancellation 
is to be offset by $30 million to administer a new student/youth 
employment program (see page 17) as part of the 1986 Census. 
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The government decision also directs Statistics Canada to 
administer a new $30 million student/youth employment program to 
employ up to 25,000 students and unemployed youths in carrying out the 
1986 Census; to reduce the operational costs of conducting the 1986 
Census; and to increase the emphasis on cost-recovery of Census 
products and services. 


Government Restraint Policy: A high level of managerial effectiveness 
and flexibility will be required in order to meet the reduction 
targets set as part of the government's restraint measures and, at the 
same time, continue to fulfill the agency's stated objectives as a 
statistical organization. The reduction of 586 person-years to be 
made over the period from 1985-86 to 1990-91, in addition to a 
reduction of 7/0 person-years over the past 10 years, represents a 
total reduction of 29%. Management will make every effort to effect 
these reductions through internal reassignments and attrition so as to 
preserve its human resource capabilities and technical infrastructure 
and continue to meet the highest priority statistical information 
requirements. 


Technological Change: Technological developments have facilitated new 
approaches to data collection, data processing and products. 
Moreover, information technology in the hands of informed users is 
leading to the creation of new dissemination techniques. The 
increased use of mini- and micro-computers, an enhanced computing 
capacity and a communications system that uses satellite technology 
and telecommunications networks, will affect all operational aspects 
of the Program. 


Legislated Requirements: Statistics Canada will remain obligated by 
legislation to collect and distribute a wide variety of information 
that is required to determine levels of expenditures and revenues, 
evaluate policies and administer programs. (See Section III, 
Supplementary Information, page 64, for a list of Acts which presently 
require the provision of specific information.) 


2. Initiatives 


In fiscal year 1986-87, Statistics Canada will be pursuing the 
following initiatives, all of which are being undertaken in direct 
response to the environmental factors just described: 


® conduct the 1986 Censuses of Population and Agriculture, 
while saving $6.7 million in 1986-87 and a total of 
$8.4 million from 1985-86 to 1989-90, compared to the 
initially approved Census budget; 


cd implement the second round of Statistics Canada's General 
Social Survey; 
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continue in 1986-87 a multi-year program to strengthen the 
full range of business surveys so as to improve the quality 
of outputs related to industrial activities, employment and 
the System of National Accounts, and realize, through more 
efficient operations, annual savings of 35 person-years and 
$0.8 million, beginning in fiscal year 1988-89; 


introduce changes in procedures for corporate financial 
reporting and for technology transfer under the 
Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act (CALURA) that 
will reduce response burden and save an estimated $6 
million for Canadian businesses; 


develop in 1986-87 a plan, and prepare a final report, for 
the National Task Force on Tourism outlining the 
statistical information requirements of the tourism 
industry and the range of tourism data to be provided by 
the agency; 


develop proposals to meet important data requirements in 
the service industries and small business sectors and to 
seek, from a diversity of sources, the necessary resources 
to finance these initiatives; 


continue to implement a number of agency-wide efficiency 
and productivity improvements by further integrating 
statistical operations, automating manual production 
functions and decentralizing operations, where 
cost-effective, thereby achieving cumulative savings of $24 
million and 215 person-years by 1989-90, with savings of 55 
person-years and $2.4 million between fiscal years 1985-86 
and 1986-87; 


continue to increase revenues, to a total of $44 million by 
1989-90, through the balanced application of user-pay and 
cost-recovery principles; in fiscal year 1986-87, $7.5 
million should be realized from the sales of publications, 
the electronic dissemination of CANSIM data and Census and 
special statistical products and services; 


pursue opportunities for contracting out a number of 
support and production processes within the agency, where 
practical and feasible, so as to transfer work to the 
private sector; and 
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& reduce, on a phased approach, the agency's allocation of 
cost-recovery person-years. In 1986-87, the current base 
of 161 person-years, within the Technical Infrastructure 
Activity and Sub-Activity of Marketing and Information 
Services (see page 42), will be reduced by 58. The balance 
will be retained to meet long-standing commitments, as well 
as a limited number of ad hoc requests. The allocation 
will be further reduced to a base of 61 person-years by 
1990-91. 


3. Program Effectiveness 


The effectiveness of the Statistics Program depends on the relevance 
and utility of its products to its various users. These requirements 
are met using a variety of review procedures built into the 
statistical process. 


Program evaluation is a means by which management can be assured 
that the agency's Statistics Program remains relevant and useful. As 
a matter of policy, studies of major program areas, which include 
interviews with key users of statistical information and 
recommendations to improve data quality and content, are carried out 
by experts outside the agency. (Details about recently completed 
program evaluation studies, about improvements made in the program 
evaluation component structure and planning process and about a 
related program to improve operational efficiency, are included in 
Section III, Supplementary Information, page 60-61.) 


Statistics Canada also uses a network of formal advisory 
committees in several major subject areas, such as national accounts, 
prices, culture, vital statistics, education, justice and labour, to 
ensure that its programs remain relevant. The members of these 
professional advisory committees (appointed by the Chief Statistician) 
are persons of recognized standing in their areas of expertise. To 
assist in the development of the agency's public communications 
program for the 1986 Census, a special national advisory committee, 
appointed by the Minister responsible for Statistics Canada, has been 
established. At present, 18 advisory committees have been, or are 
being, established. Of that number, eight were in existence prior to 
April 1985. (See Section III, page 66-67, Supplementary Information, 
for a list of formal advisory committees.) 


Federal-Provincial Council meetings are held regularly to 
facilitate effective, co-operative working relations between 
Statistics Canada and its provincial and territorial counterparts. 


Among various specific tasks, the Federal-Provincial Sub-Committees 


of the Council review information requirements, concepts and outputs 
to ensure the continued relevance of all programs and, through 
data-sharing, the avoidance of program duplication. 
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Canada's membership in international organizations, such as the 
Organization for Economic Co-operation and Development, the United 
Nations and the International Monetary Fund requires that the 
Program's outputs meet international standards so as to ensure the 
continuing comparability of Canadadian data on social and economic 
phenomena with those of other countries. 


The relevance of the agency's statistical outputs and the quality 
of its data -- as regards timeliness, accuracy and adequacy -- have 
been the subject of several independent reviews, including the 1983 
comprehensive audit of the Auditor General. 


Their observations and findings are on the public record and 
attest to the quality of Statistics Canada's data, the relevance of 
its programs and statistical outputs, and the agency's record in 
minimizing reporting burden and in safeguarding the confidentiality of 
reports provided to it. 


As part of an overall review of government programs -- to ensure 
utility and efficiency -- working groups of the Ministerial Task Force 
on Program Review, including a study team on major surveys and related 
information systems, have further examined the agency's programs, 
outputs, management practices and survey operations. Such 
undertakings also serve as an objective means of verifying the 
relevance of Statistics Canada's programs and the efficacy of its 
statistical operations. 


The government's establishment of a National Statistics Council, 
based on the recommendations of the Ministerial Task Force on Program 
Review, to " ... advise the Chief Statistician in setting priorities 
and rationalizing Statistics Canada programs" (New Management 
Initiatives, 1985) will contribute to ensuring the overall balance of 
its programs and their statistical outputs as well. 


Utility of Statistics Canada's Products: A comprehensive analysis of 
the agency's programs and services, and the resources allocated to 
them, by type of statistical product and by type of use made of these 
statistics, was conducted in 1985-86. 


The analysis categorized all of Statistics Canada's information 
products into five groups reflecting the type of use made of them 
and the degree of discretion, or managerial flexibility, the agency 
can exercise to make adjustments. The five categories of use are: 
statistics required by federal legislation; statistics specified in 
statutory instruments; information provided under contractual 
obligations; general public interest products; and specific client 
requirements. 
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Also identified as part of the analysis was the technical and 
managerial infrastructure of services, such as corporate planning, 
personnel, finance, survey design, computing systems, regional data 
collection, statistical analysis and information dissemination, which 
are essential to the provision of the agency's statistical programs 
and information products. Resources needed to provide a core 
infrastructure are fixed costs. The variable costs of technical and 
operational services associated with specific programs and products 
are included in those activities. 


The results of the study show that 27.5% of Statistics Canada's 
budget is allocated to maintain its fixed managerial and technical 
infrastructure; 39% is required to provide information prescribed by 
law or specified by legislative regulations; 11.1% is needed for 
programs involving contractual obligations; 19.5% is expended on 
providing information which serves a broad public interest, such as 
the gross national product, income distributions, employment and 
unemployment, and incidence of and trends in common diseases; and 2.9% 
is Telated to information involving specific client group requirements 
for such users as federal and provincial departments and agencies, 
private businesses, trade associations and marketing boards and 
various other independent research groups and institutions. 


The analysis conducted underscores the usefulness and value of 
Statistics Canada's information products. It shows clearly the 
overwhelming proportion of the agency's budget which is expended on 
providing basic information prescribed by law, required by regulation, 
specified by contractual obligations or in meeting fundamental public 
interest requirements. The provision of specific client products is 
achieved on a cost-efficient basis, which is inherent within a 
centralized statistical system, and permits the agency to produce 
additional information, of significant value to a limited clientele, 
at low marginal costs. 


In pursuit of its mandate, Statistics Canada provides timely, 
reliable and objective information touching upon all facets of the 
conditions and prospects of Canadian society and its citizens. Its 
information products are widely used by Canadians, both individually 
and collectively, to interpret the occurrence of social and economic 
phenomena and to make informed decisions about such events. There are 
few areas of public policy where the information needed to make 
informed assessments does not emanate from Statistics Canada. 
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Section II 
Analysis by Activity 


A. International and Domestic Economic Statistics 
Objective 


To provide statistical information and analysis relating to the 
measurement of the international and domestic components of Canadian 
economic performance, in order to serve as a basis for the development 
and analysis of public and private economic policies, programs and 
decision-making. 


To co-ordinate data collection and aggregation activities with 
other federal departments and with provinces and territories in order 
to minimize response burden on the business community. 


Resource Summary 


The International and Domestic Economic Statistics Activity accounts 
for approximately 23.7% of the total program expenditures and 31.2% of 
total person-years for 1986-87.

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Description 


Measures of Economic Performance: This sub-activity provides an 
integrated system of information on, and analysis of, Canada's 
economic activities, both domestic and international. Statistics, 
reflecting millions of economic transactions in all sectors, are 
grouped into aggregate measures, referred to as the System of National 
Accounts. The system makes it possible to measure both the current 
performance and the structural make-up of the Canadian economy by type 
of economic transaction and by sector. Well-known economic measures 
and tables produced by the system include gross national product, 
gross domestic product by industry, balance of international payments, 
financial flows, input/output tables and productivity measures. 


Industrial Activities: This sub-activity provides information about 
the activities of the primary, secondary and service sectors of the 
Canadian economy. The information provided includes measures of the 
flows and stocks of fixed capital assets employed in the economy, the 
degree of capacity utilization, estimates of the annual capital 
expenditure plans of businesses and governments, and measures of price 
changes for industrial goods, capital expenditures and construction. 
The primary, secondary and service sectors represent more than 750,000 
business units covered by some 100 different surveys. The information 
| 1s based on data from Statistics Canada surveys, supplemented by 

| extensive use of external administrative sources. 


Tourism: This sub-activity provides information on the travel, tourism 
and recreation industries and on the volume and financial implications 
/of international travel to and from Canada. 


/Science and Technology: This sub-activity provides statistical 
information required to make science and technology policy in Canada. 
It supplies information on the financial and human resources devoted 
‘to research and development (R&D) activities; the sources of funding 
\for those activities; the availability of scientists and engineers for 
“R&D activities; the implementation of new technology and federal 
government science activities; and the effectiveness of R&D activities 
using international comparisons as a standard. 


International Trade: This sub-activity provides statistical 
‘information on and analysis of the value, volume and price of Canada's 
merchandise exports and imports by commodity and by partner country. 
‘Data are obtained from Revenue Canada's Customs and Excise records and 
‘based on about one million transactions each month. 
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Corporate Finance: This sub-activity provides statistics on, and 
analysis of, the financial performance and taxation of the corporate 
sector of the Canadian economy. The statistics relate to more than 
half a million industrial and financial corporations and also provide 
support of the gross national product estimates, input-output tables 
and financial flow estimates. The sub-activity includes the 
administration of the Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act 
(CALURA), which provides information on the extent of foreign 
ownership and control of the Canadian economy and of the association 
of Canadians with international labour organizations. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 
In 1986-87, the following improvements will be made in the Activity: 


e release of historical revisions to the National Accounts, 
based on fully integrated benchmark sources, to improve and 
maintain the internal consistency, reliability and relevance 
of these measures; 


® the Census of Agriculture, which will be conducted in 
conjunction with the Census of Population, with initial 
results expected early in 1987-88; 


® evaluation of the Pilot Capital Stock Survey, and 
recommendations regarding the feasibility, costs and 
benefits of a regular, full-scale survey in this important 
area; 


e increased use of administrative records in the manufacturing 
and service sectors to reduce the respondent burden on these 
important sectors; 


® continued work on a three-year program to improve the 
efficiency and reliability of business surveys by upgrading 
the register of Canadian businesses (see page 47); 


@ National Task Force on Tourism to conduct research, and 
prepare reports for presentation to the federal, provincial 
and territorial ministers of tourism, on issues related to 
establishing the information needs of the tourism industry 
and the data requirements of the agency; 


8 a report on options for improving the quality and efficiency 
of international travel surveys; 


8 develop proposals to meet small business information needs 
and data gaps in the service industries and establish 
financing for these initiatives from a diversity of sources; 
and 
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e implement changes in the procedures for corporate financial 
reporting for the Corporations and Labour Unions Returns 
Act (CALURA) and for the quarterly Survey of Corporate 
Finance to reduce respondent burden for Canadian 
businesses.

The requirement for many of the Activity's outputs is established 
by legislation which entails Statistics Canada measuring annual 
changes in gross national product (GNP). To produce this information, 
annual statistics are required for agriculture, mining, forestry, 
manufacturing, transportation, communications, construction, the 
retail, wholesale and service sectors and capital expenditures which 
provide the basic data from which GNP is developed. The relevance of 
the surveys and associated statistical outputs is continually reviewed 
through informal consultations with users. On a more formal basis, 
advisory committees on prices, national accounts, agriculture, primary 
resources, manufacturing and construction, services, international 
trade and science and technology have been established to advise 
Statistics Canada on matters related to program issues, including the 
relevance of data. 


The sub-elements make use of scientifically drawn samples, 
editing and quality control measures to produce outputs which are 
generally considered of high quality. The sensitive uses of these 
statistics also suggest that users perceive these products to be of 
good quality. For the Measures of Economic Performance sub-element, 
an indication of the quality of data can be obtained by comparing 
preliminary estimates with final data. Between 1961 and 1984, final 
data were annually within 0.4 percent of preliminary figures. 
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Sub-Activity Expenditure Patterns: Figure 8 displays the expenditure 
patterns of selected sub-activities.

The following figure displays the person-years utilized in 
producing statistical information for the components of Canada's 
industrial activities. The person-years, displayed by primary, 
secondary, service and agriculture sectors, show a slight decline, 
reflecting increased productivity in this area. 
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The following figure displays the number of transactions 
processed per authorized person-year to provide statistical 
information on Canadian imports and exports. Increases in this 
workload measure can be attributed to improved productivity. 
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B. Socio-Economic Statistics 


Objective 


To provide statistical information and analysis, relating to economic 
phenomena commonly perceived as having a major impact on conditions of 
individuals and families, in order to assess the impact of changing 
economic circumstances on the people of Canada. 


To co-ordinate statistical activities on socio-economic issues 
with other federal departments and agencies and with the provinces and 
territories. 


Resource Summary 


The Socio-Economic Statistics Activity accounts for approximately 
13.6% of the total program expenditures and 15.1% of total 
person-years for 1986-87.

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Description 


Family Income and Expenditure: This sub-activity provides statistical 
information on income and expenditure levels and patterns for 
families, households and individuals in Canada, including estimates 
and descriptions of the low income population. It also supplies 
statistical weights for the Consumer Price Index and provides a base 
for assessing the impact of alternative taxation policies. Statistics 
are derived from a number of sample surveys whose respondent 
populations vary in size from 7,000 to 37,000 households. 
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Consumer Price Indexes: This sub-activity, the Consumer Price Index 
(CPI), measures changes in retail prices. The CPI covers 400 goods 
and services sampled in retail establishments throughout the country, 
with approximately 1,400,000 price quotes handled per year. 


Employment and Unemployment: This sub-activity provides statistical 
information about various aspects of the labour market, including 
employment, unemployment, labour income, pension plans, work injuries 
and the unemployment insurance program. Statistics are based 
primarily on the results of monthly sample surveys of households 
(53,000) and businesses (67,000), and on the administrative records of 
Canada Employment and Immigration. 


Sub-Provincial Data: This sub-activity provides statistical measures 
and products for sub-provincial areas, such as counties, federal 
electoral districts and municipalities. Much of the social, economic 
and environmental data profiled at the sub-provincial level is drawn 
from censuses and administrative data records, such as tax and 
unemployment insurance and similar provincial sources. The 
development of administrative data sources reduces respondent burden 
for individuals and businesses .and saves the costs associated with 
obtaining this information through surveys. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification

Activity: 


@ conduct a Survey of Income Satisfaction to enhance the 
capacity to do analysis of the nature and incidence of low 
incomes in Canada; 


® provide, through changes in the sample size and cycle of 
the Survey of Consumer Finances, more detailed national 
data and provincial estimates; 


a generate Labour Force Survey estimates for a variety of 
user-defined sub-provincial areas, using recently developed 
estimation methodologies; 


r) conduct the Canadian Travel Survey which will provide 
enhanced data on tourism; and, 


e conduct a survey on family composition, as part of the 
Survey of Family Finances, to provide improved data.

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The volume and relevance of the analytic output are established 
by their legislated uses and their general acceptance and wide use by 
various public and private-sector clients. Members of the Advisory 
Committees on Labour Market Statistics and Price Measurement bring 
specialized expertise from outside the department to help establish 
the content and scope of the surveys in this area. Conferences are 
held each year with representatives of provincial governments, who are 
major data users, to discuss the usefulness and relevance of data. 


Reliability of survey data is ensured by sample designs which 
establish the minimum sample needed to produce acceptable estimates. 
The high response rates obtained by these surveys contribute to the 
reliability of the data. For other data, the quality of the estimates 
1s determined by the nature and source of the information. Most data 
are compared with other sources to assess their reasonableness.

Objective 


To provide, through the Census of Population and other programs,

Description 


Census: The Census of Population, to be conducted on 3 June 1986, 

is the cornerstone of the Social Statistics Activity, providing 
benchmark information on the demographic, social and economic 
conditions of the population and the basis for sample surveys of the 
population. 
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Basic information, such as age, sex, marital status and family 
composition is collected in every census. Other information on 
housing, labour market status, ethnicity, education and migration will 
be included in the 1986 Census but may vary from census to census to 
reflect the changing information needs of Canadian society. The 
Census in 1986-87 will obtain its basic data by contacting an 
estimated 9.8 million households in Canada and, at its peak, will 
employ approximately 45,000 people. The first 1986 Census data are 
scheduled to be released in February 1987. 


Population Estimates: This sub-activity produces annual and quarterly 


estimates of the population, households and families and vital 


statistics on births, deaths, marriages and divorces. Analyses are 
conducted of demographic trends, such as migration, the changing age 
structure of the population, as well as periodic reports on the 
demographic situation in Canada. It also generates short- and 
long-term projections of the population, households and families, 
including population sub-groups. Estimates and projections are based 
on information from the Census, immigration data and vital statistics. 


Health Status: This sub-activity provides statistical information on 
the health status of Canadians. Based on information derived from 


| sample surveys, it profiles the characteristics of disabled and 
handicapped Canadians, as well as indicating the incidence of these 


conditions among the Canadian population. Other information provided 
includes data on the occurrence and evolution of specified diseases 
and on the occupational health of the Canadian work force. 


Education Status: This sub-activity provides information on the 
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educational status of Canadians and its relationship to other 
socio-economic characteristics, such as employment and occupation. It 
also provides measures on the use of, and the accessibility to, 
educational facilities and services and the employment of graduates. 
Data underlying these statistical measures and products are derived 
from the Census of Population and periodic surveys. 


Public Safety: This sub-activity provides information on the public 


‘safety and security status of Canadians. Ongoing analysis of 


information from the first Canadian Urban Victimization Survey, which 


was conducted on a cost-recovery basis by Statistics Canada for the 
Ministry of the Solicitor General, provides statistics on the 


incidence of crime, on the circumstances relating to the crime and its 
Commission and on the characteristics of the victim and the offender. 


‘Social Conditions: This sub-activity measures and analyzes a wide 
variety of social phenomena relating to Canada's population, 
households, and families, in order to facilitate policy formulation 


and analysis and the development of social programs to aid particular 
target groups in society, such as the elderly, unemployed youth, 
single-parent families, children and women. 
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The sub-activity also profiles the contributions, beneficiaries 
and financial dimensions of Canadian Social Security programs, such as 
the Canada and Québec Pension Plans, Unemployment Insurance, Family 
Allowances and Old Age Security. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The following improvements to the Activity will be made during

e conduct the 1986 Census and achieve cost savings of $6.7 
million in its operations, which represent part of the $8.4 
million in savings which are to be achieved for the Census 
over the full five-year cycle of its operations;

The relevance of these statistical outputs is ensured by 
2xtensive consultation with data users in planning the content of the 
Census, surveys and other processes and by legislation which specifies 
nany of the basic outputs. During the planning stages of Censuses of 
Population, contacts are made with hundreds of data users, including 
federal and provincial government departments, municipal governments, 
dDusiness, professional and labour organizations and other groups to 
determine current information needs. 


The Vital Statistics Council of Provincial Registrars General 
lays a major role in determining the content of outputs related to 
yirths, deaths, marriage and divorce. For information on the 
lisabled, over 200 organizations and individuals were consulted about 
cheir data needs before and during the development of a data base. 


Among the legislated uses of these population statistics are 
hose specified by the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act. 
he $14 billion which was distributed by the federal government in 
984-85 based in part on data outputs of this Activity underscores 
heir relevance and importance. 
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The reliability of the outputs from this Activity can be 
attributed to several factors. The Census of Population meets 
international standards of coverage, with 98% of Canadian households 
included. Quality control measures are applied at all stages of the 
Census to ensure that the data are complete and that errors are either 
avoided or found and corrected. 


In the vital statistics area, the input data are of a very high 
quality -- nearly 100% for births, deaths, marriages and divorces. In 
the population estimates area, the results of the 1981 Census 
established that the provincial population estimates were within 1% of 
the actual counts. 


Descriptions of the reliability of most data produced by this 
Activity are included in the published results. 


Sub-Activity Expenditure Pattern: Figure 14 illustrates the cost per 
household of the Census of Population including the 1971, 1976, 1981 
and 1986 Censuses. 

Figure 14: Cost per Household of Censuses of Population 
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The reduction in costs between the 1981 and 1986 Censuses can be 
attributed to several factors including fewer questions on the 
long form, which is completed by a sample of households, and a variety 
of general data collection and production efficiencies. The 1981 cost 
per household was only slightly higher than the mid-decade 1976 census 
which collected substantially less information. 
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Ds Institution Statistics 
Objective 


To provide statistical information, analysis and services which 
facilitate an understanding of the nature and operation of the public 
and institutional sectors in Canada, in order to relate their 
operations to general societal needs and to provide a basis for policy 
development, program management and evaluation. 


To develop and promote the use of common concepts, definitions 
and classification systems to ensure comparability of statistics; and 
to co-ordinate, with provinces and territories and with other federal 

government departments, the collection and aggregation of national and 
provincial information on institutions and their operations to avoid 
duplication.

Health Care: This sub-activity provides information on the size, 
?esources, revenues and expenditures of 1,250 Canadian hospitals and 
“approximately 5,000 special care facilities, involving $40 billion in 
federal and provincial expenditures. Data are also provided on the 
Jiagnoses and treatments of some 4.1 million admissions to Canadian 
ospitals each year, on all therapeutic abortions and on accident 


‘rictims. 
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Education: This sub-activity provides statistical information on the 
enrollment, graduates, personnel, programs, revenues and expenditures 
of 15,800 educational institutions in Canada which educate 5.7 million 
students, taught by 330,000 teachers, and cost $30.3 billion to 
administer. It also provides data on government expenditures -- 
federal, provincial and municipal -- for education and training and on 
the productivity of skilled, technical and highly qualified personnel 
from educational institutions. 


Culture: This sub-activity presents a statistical overview of cultural 
institutions and artists in Canada, including creation, production, 
dissemination, consumption and conservation activities. Information 
on government expenditures for cultural activities and on the 
characteristics of creative and performing artists is also provided. 
Data are derived from more than 20 surveys of artists, cultural 
institutions and industries. 


Justice: For this sub-activity, the Canadian Centre for Justice 
Statistics is the focal point of federal and provincial initiatives to 
provide national justice statistics and information. Programs are 
guided by the Justice Information Council -- a committee of some 28 
federal and provincial deputy ministers, responsible for the 
administration of justice, and the Chief Statistician of Canada. The 
programs cover the civil and criminal justice systems, including law 
enforcement, prosecutions, legal aid, courts, and juvenile and 
correctional services. The Centre provides information about each 
sector of the justice system, measures and describes caseloads and 
quantifies revenues, expenditures and personnel employed. The Centre 
also provides services designed to improve the manner in which 
managers and policy-makers develop and use information on the justice 
system and assists jurisdictions with the introduction and use of 
modern technology. 


Public Sector Finance: This sub-activity provides basic financial and 
employment information about governments and government business 
enterprises in Canada. It also maintains a classification system to 
allow the comparison of these data among governments and levels of 
government. In addition, it provides data for other programs, 
including the Canadian System of National Accounts, the statutory 
requirements of federal-provincial fiscal arrangements legislation and 
the reporting requirements of various international organizations, 
such as the Organization for Economic Co-operation and Development, 
International Monetary Fund and United Nations. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The following improvements to the Activity will be made during 
1986-87: 
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@ new data about causes and nature of injuries, hospital 
utilization, and about estimates of government expenditures 
and revenues will also be made available; 


@ continued support will be provided to justice agencies to 
develop and implement management information systems in the 
areas of law enforcement, courts, legal aid, prosecutions 
and corrections; 


& emphasis on more timely release of data on education, 
justice and governments by increasing the use of electronic 
data dissemination (CANSIM and Telichart) and improving the 
efficiency of surveys to lower costs will continue; 


e development of a compendium of cultural statistics will 
present a statistical overview of these activities in 
Canada; 

a integration of Census and justice data at the 


sub-provincial level to provide for greater analytical use 
by researchers and policy analysts will be undertaken; 


a development of a Permanent Inventory of Public Sector 
Entities will provide a complete listing of all entities 
(ministries, special funds and government business 
enterprises) at each level of government in each province; 
and 


a new reports and publications on a wide variety of subjects 
such as Custodial Remand in Canada, Youth Court Survey data 
and Public Debt in Canada will be made available. 


Quality of Service: The quality of service provided by this Activity 
to its various users can be assessed by the following factors:

Timeliness 


Much of the information produced by this activity is derived from 

local administrative management systems of health care, educational 
and other such institutions and its reliability is very high. 
However, because of their large number, Statistics Canada must conti- 
nually monitor, and adjust to, the various definitions and classifica- 
tion systems being used. Where possible, the information is compared 
to data from other sources to ensure its accuracy. Where surveys are 
used, extensive efforts are made to follow-up with the selected sample 
to ensure that a high percentage of returns is achieved. 


Extensive use of advisory committees on culture and health 
statistics, the creation of a new advisory committee on education and 
an extensive network of federal-provincial committees on justice, 
under the aegis of the Justice Information Council (JIC), help ensure 

“the relevance of the information produced.

Description 


Analytical Studies: This sub-activity provides analyses of policy 
issues, by exploiting data collected by the agency, and identifies 
economic and social trends in Canadian society. Through such 
analysis, it ensures that the agency's statistical concepts, 
techniques and processes remain current, appropriate and 
cost-effective and that its statistical outputs and products are 
relevant and meet the information needs of a rapidly changing 
environment. 
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General Information Media: This sub-activity develops, produces and 
distributes a number of general purpose publications and develops and 
markets an electronic data base of the agency's statistics. General 
purpose publications include: The Canada Year Book and the Canada 
Handbook, biennial summaries of Canadian conditions; The Canadian 
Statistical Review, a monthly summary of economic conditions; Infomat, 
a weekly summary of statistical highlights; and The Statistics Canada 
Daily, a daily announcement of new statistical information. The 
Canadian Socio-Economic Information Management System (CANSIM), an 
electronic data base, permits direct retrieval and manipulation of 
most statistics produced by the agency by researchers throughout 
Canada. Jelichart, an option within CANSIM, permits the graphic 
analysis of major statistical series. 


Marketing and Information Services: This sub-activity plans and 
co-ordinates processes to ensure that all printed statistical reports, 
as well as other more general information, produced by the agency are 
publicly available and accessible by as many users as possible on a 
cost-effective basis. It provides consultation and information 
services, including a nation-wide network of reference centres; 
administers a library service, which is a basic tool used by the 
agency's professional staff and also directly serves the public; and 
performs ongoing liaison with provincial governments, municipalities, 
international statistical agencies, business associations and 
corporations and the media. 


Classification Systems: This sub-activity develops and maintains 
standard statistical concepts and classification systems for 
industries, commodities and occupations, as well as a system of 
‘geographic coding, and a register of Canadian businesses. These 
systems are basic tools essential to statistical collection and 
‘reporting. They permit the breakdown of economic activity and 
‘employment by industry, commodity, occupation and geographic area. 
‘Without them, no economic survey could be undertaken, nor could the 
‘results of such surveys be classified and tabulated. Current focus 
‘for the sub-activity is to increase the use of administrative data 
“sources, such as tax documents, in order to reduce response burden for 
‘Dusinesses and individuals and to improve the efficiency of business 
data collection processes. 
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Statistical Methods: This sub-activity provides the statistical 
methods and support capability required to maintain the quality, 
integrity and comparability of statistical products and to ensure the 
efficiency and effectiveness of the methods used to produce them. 
Activities include research on, and development of, statistical 
methods and the management and provision of specialized methodological 
services and resources for Statistics Canada's Program and for 
external clients. 


Survey Operations: This sub-activity co-ordinates the planning and 
integration of survey functions and activities both in headquarters 
and in the regional offices. In addition, it manages and co-ordinates 
the regional collection operations and transmission of data for 
Statistics Canada surveys and those surveys conducted for other 
government clients. Survey operations are carried out through a 
network of eight regional offices and a headquarters operations 

group. Current focus is upon the integration of additional data 
collection and compilation activities to achieve greater efficiencies; 
where cost-effective to do so, such activities will be regionalized to 
improve client service and to reduce respondent burden. 


Computing: This sub-activity provides the planning leadership for data 
processing, develops general data processing tools and identifies 
opportunities for cost-effectiveness through the use of progressively 
more advanced automation techniques. It also provides the management 
of the systems development and data processing services of Statistics 
Canada. Only those resources associated with managing the 
infrastructure of computing services are shown under this 
sub-activity; the variable costs of providing these services are 
included in the relevant statistical activities. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Analytical Studies: Research and analysis help in assessing the 
appropriateness of current statistical measures and identifying needs 
for new data in light of social and economic change. As such, the 
activities help to ensure allocation of resources to priority needs. 


In 1986-87, Statistics Canada will be carrying out research and 
analysis on topics such as these: 


aging population; 

income distribution and economic inequality; 
capital punishment ; 

language trends; 

adult job training; 

labour market adjustments and displaced workers; 
highly qualified personnel; 

unemployment issues; 

the unrecorded economy; 

social policy simulation modeling; 

low income cut-off; and 

corporate tax expenditures. 
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Much of the work in this sub-activity can be related to subjects 
for which additional needs for statistical information have been 
identified in Section I, Environment, page 16-17. 


General Information Media: The CANSIM information services provide 
data electronically to Statistics Canada's largest public and private 
sector users. By linking the CANSIM data base to TELIDON technology, 
data users can obtain data in graphic form. The projected growth 
shown in the level of CANSIM service in Figure 19 could be influenced 
by recent changes in pricing policy. 


Marketing and Information Services: A major component of this 


sub-activity is the inquiries service which assists users in obtaining 


| statistical information from eight reference centres across Canada. 
Figure 19 illustrates the recent growth in the level of inquiries 
' serviced and projected growth.

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| The public communications component of this sub-activity informs 
the public of the results of Statistics Canada's activities. 
Summaries and announcements of statistical information of public 
interest are provided to data users and the news media. Releases on 
subjects, such as population trends, the consumer price index, gross 
national product and levels of employment and unemployment, are 
‘reported and analyzed in all major news media. Monitoring of selected 
national media indicates that, at present, approximately 900 


references per month are made and attributed to information produced 


“by Statistics Canada. This exposure satisfies the needs of many data 


users without their having to contact the agency. In other cases, it 


stimulates demand for more detailed information not provided by the 
Nedia. 
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The Publishing Centre component of this sub-activity co-ordinates 
the production and distribution of the agency's publications. The 
Centre is responsible for developing a departmental publication 
dissemination plan, for production and marketing of all publications 
and for introducing new publishing technology. The Centre was created 
in 1984 to promote greater efficiency in production and effectiveness 
in meeting users' needs. 


The level of service provided on a cost-recovery basis to users 
with specialized needs is shown in Figure 20.

Survey Operations: The operations analysis and regionalization 
planning components of this sub-activity identify opportunities for 


more efficient statistical operations. Through selective integration 
of operations at the head office, such functions as data capture and 
editing are provided to surveys on a centralized basis with the 
potential benefits of improved timeliness, quality and resource 
savings. Extended regionalization of operations, including data 
collection, processing and dissemination, similarly offers potential 
quality, timeliness and cost improvements as well as improved service 
to respondents. Major work underway in this new operations 
integration and regionalization initiative are described in Figure 23.

The regional operations component of this sub-activity provides 
an infrastructure for regionalized data collection and data capture 
which maximizes efficiency in these processes. In 1985-86, the total 
value of regional operational services charged to statistical 
activities was $34.0 million to carry out monthly, quarterly, 
semi-annual and annual surveys, including preparatory work for the 
1986 Census. Figure 24 illustrates the regional operational 
performance of three statistical surveys which account for 52% of the 
total service provided.

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The computing sub-element, which provides leadership in the 
application of computing technology to statistical processes, has been 
instrumental in the evolution of the agency's Statistical Program and 
its continuing progressive change is closely linked to developments in 
this technology. 


Over the past 10 years, as illustrated in Figure 25, an overall 
reduction in the Program's person-years has taken place. At the same 
time, the Program was broadened through transfers and newly approved 
activities in culture, science and technology, education, justice, and 

small-area data; the range and quality of outputs for established 
programs were enhanced; and the timeliness of data generally available 
was improved upon. 


Automation has been a major factor in furthering these 
developments and savings. In the last five years, the use of 
computing services has expanded, as illustrated in Figure 25, which 
- shows a three-fold increase in computing capacity over the base year 
1980-81. In the same period, the number of personnel interacting with 
_'computer technology has doubled, resulting in a more productive work 
force.

The Corporate Management Services Activity consists of five 
sub-activities: 


Executive: This sub-activity provides central direction and guidance 
to the Program on strategy, planning and priorities. It includes the 
Chief Statistician, Deputy Chief Statistician, Assistant Chief 
Statisticians and their immediate support staff. 


Management Practices and Planning: This sub-activity co-ordinates the 
development and review of strategic and long-term plans, policies and 
initiatives; co-ordinates the development of management information 
and performance indicators; and evaluates the efficiency and 
effectiveness of programs and plans. 
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Personnel: This sub-activity provides advice on the effective use of 
human resources and services in the following areas: staffing, staff 
relations, training and development; human resource planning, 
organizational development, internal communications, pay and benefits, 
affirmative action and official languages; organization structure and 
classification; and individual counselling for employees related to 
career development, grievances and harassment. 


The increased application of technology to statistical operations 
will bring about a major realignment of skills in the agency. 
Requirements for clerical skills will diminish as technological 
requirements increase. Professional staff will be redeployed from 
operational management to analytical roles. These changes will be 
brought about through staffing, retraining and other established 
personnel processes. 


Human resource plans and courses of action are being developed to 
address the reduced person-year requirements associated with 
initiatives to effect the $100 million savings and to meet the 
government's policy on public service reduction. 


Finance: This sub-activity provides financial policy, control, 
accounting and reporting services. It also co-ordinates operational 
planning processes and provides administrative services through a 
network of administrative officers. 


Administrative Support Services: This sub-activity includes services 
which support the day-to-day operations of the agency: records 
management and mail, postage, telephone communications, tenant 
services and materiel management, including capital acquisition and 
security services. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification

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D. Program Evaluation 


In this section, information is provided on the results of two program 
evaluation studies which were completed during 1985-86, including 
details of work currently underway and planned for; on changes made in 
the program evaluation component structure and planning and reporting 
processes; and on work related to improving operational efficiency. 


Financial Flows: This program is part of the System of National 
Accounts, which is more fully described under the Measures of Economic 
Performance sub-activity (see page 23), and provides statistical 
estimates of the financial flows and transactions among 13 different 
sectors of the Canadian economy, as well as balance sheet data for the 
same sectors and for the economy as a whole. 


The evaluation study found that the financial flow statistics 
should be released to coincide more closely with data releases of the 
National Income and Expenditure Accounts, so that they can be used to 
analyze the combined economic and financial accounts. This will 
improve the usefulness of the program's outputs in such areas as 
forecasting capital market movements and conditions. 


Population-Related Health Status Statistics: These statistics are 
provided by the Health Status sub-activity (see page 33), and 
describe the incidence of specified diseases in the Canadian 
population, including cancer and tuberculosis. It synthesizes data 
drawn from other statistical programs such as vital statistics and 
disease registry. 


The evaluation study found that more and better health status 
statistics are needed. Other findings included improving the 
usefulness of program outputs to its primary users for health policy 
analysis and program management and design. 


Current and Planned Studies: At present, evaluation assessments of the 
Education Statistics and National Income and Expenditure Accounts 
programs have been completed, and evaluation studies based on these 
have resulted and are in progress. Evaluation assessments of 
Services-Producing Industries Statistics and Public Institutions are 
now being pursued; new projects on Consumer Income and Expenditure and 
Corporate Financial Statistics have been initiated. As part of a 
five-year evaluation cycle, the program evaluation component of 
socio-economic statistics will be studied in 1986-87. 
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Structure and Plans: The agency's program evaluation component 
structure and plans were improved during the year to enhance the 
usefulness of evaluation information for senior management decision- 
making. Improvements were also made to the way that program 
evaluation studies are reported on and to the nature and scope of 
terms of reference used in these evaluations. These changes will 
enhance the planning of, and direction given to, program evaluation 
studies and ensure the usefulness of the information produced by such 
studies. As well, the Internal Audit Division will follow up on 
recommendations accepted by the Program Evaluation Committee to ensure 
that they are complied with. 


Operational Efficiency: A strategy to improve operational efficiency 
has also been implemented in selected program areas. The aim is to 
review and, if necessary, to improve operating procedures and ensure 
high productivity through more efficient work scheduling and resource 
utilization. 


Emphasis was given to increasing work productivity in the 
selected program areas by improving: 


operating systems and methods; 

work standards and efficiency measurements; 

work load and staffing plans; and 

planning and resource budgeting, work scheduling and 
performance evaluation systems. 


This program was initiated in the International Trade area during 
the year and, by applying the work standards and efficiency measures 
developed, the efficiency of the import and export documentation staff 
was Significantly improved. Further work in this area should achieve 
additional operating efficiencies. Work is also underway in the 
Advisory Services area where a work management study to improve the 
productivity of user inquiries is in progress. To facilitate job 
skills training, other initiatives will be taken in 1986-87 in 
Advisory Services. Significant improvements in the productivity of 
the Production and Support Services are being achieved through the 
computerization of records-keeping functions and procedures and 
facilities management. 


Other areas of Statistics Canada are initiating, or have already 
initiated, studies to improve work productivity using a variety of 
cechniques.

C. Background 
7. Introduction 


Status of Women Canada is a federal agency as defined by the Financial 
Administration Act. Status of Women Canada reports to .the Minister 
Responsible for the Status of Women. The agency was preceded by the 
establishment, in 1971, of the position of Co-ordinator, Status of 
Wamen, in the Privy Council Office (PCO). The establishment of this 
position was in direct response to the Report of the Royal Commission on 
the Status of Women (1970). Also in 1971, a Cabinet Minister was 
assigned responsibility for the status of women. In 1976 it was decided 
that a separate agency, outside PCO, would be created. This agency, 
established by Order in Council, was to be know as Status of Wamen, 
Jifice of the Co-ordinator, also called Status of Women Canada under the 
federal identity program. 


Status of Women Canada provides advice and recammendations to the 
“Minister Responsible for the Status of Women on all matters concerning 
the effective discharge of the Program's mandate, and provides 
‘information and liaison services with respect to government programs and 
Dolicies concerning the status of women. 


The agency should not be confused with other federal organizations 
televant to women, including the Canadian Advisory Council on the Status 
o£ Women, the Wamen's Bureau of the Department of Labour and the Wamen's 
’rogram of the Department of Secretary of State. A brief description of 
xach organization follows: 
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the Canadian Advisory Council, as an independent organization 
funded by the federal government, acts as a conduit for 
information from women across Canada to the federal government 
on all issues of concern to women, conducts and publishes 
research studies and promotes an awareness of key issues 
facing women through public and media relations; 


S the Women's Bureau carries out research and develops policies

External Relations: This function consists of ongoing consultations 
with women's groups, academics and other groups and individuals at all 
levels interested in women's affairs in Canada and abroad, and is aimed 
‘at informing the Minister of the current environment and assisting these 
‘groups and individuals in their contacts with the federal government. 
‘Status of Women Canada also represents Canada on the United Nations 
Commission on the Status of Women; the Working Party on the Role of 
Women in the Economy of the Organization for Economic Co-operation and 
Development; the Organization of American States Status of Women 
ial and the Commonwealth Secretariat Women's Activities. 


Public Information/Cammunications: This function informs women's groups 
and the general public of federal priorities and programs relating to 
the status of women by assisting the Minister in the preparation of 
speeches, correspondence, and media briefings. It also consists of 
media and correspondence analysis, responding to queries from the 
public, issuing publications dealing with government  structures/ 
programs/activities and in-house research and reports on women, as well 
as the organization of special events for women.

® In line with the renewed thrust by the government towards 
integrating the concerns and needs of women into all aspects 
of legislative, policy and program development of the 
government, strategies will be developed by Status of Womer 
Canada to implement this objective. Such strategies wil! 
include increased co-ordination and co-operation with other 
federal departments as well as heightened consultation wit! 
non-governmental women's organizations on specific initiatives 
being proposed by sectoral departments.

® Based on the very positive results of the United Nation’ 
Conference on Women, embodied in its major document, the 
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Nairobi Forward Looking Strategies, the agency will ensure the 
widest distribution of this document at the federal, 
provincial, territorial and non-governmental level. In 
addition, the agency will develop a series of measures to 
implement at the federal level the goals and objectives 
outlined in the document and agreed to by the government. 


3. Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 


United Nations Conference on Women: The conference was held in Nairobi, 
Kenya, July 15-26, 1985. The Canadian delegation made significant 
contributions to the success of that conference through its leadership 
in negotiations, on behalf of developed countries, of the Nairobi 
Forward looking Strategies, the key document emerging from the 
conference. In addition, the delegation developed and negotiated the 
acceptance of five important resolutions, including a precedent-setting 
resolution on indigenous’ wamen. Before the conference, Canada 
participated for three years on the Preparatory Body and, in that 
capacity, managed major input into the draft Forward Looking Strategies, 
‘which was the prime focus of discussions at the conference. 


Attached to this conference, in time and place, was the first 
‘meeting of Commonwealth Ministers Responsible for Women, held in 
Nairobi, Kenya, July 13, 1985. This meeting was. successfully 
convened as a result of a Canadian initiative in 1982. Canada 
participated actively in this meeting and in its preparations at the 
officials level. The most concrete result was the development of a 
Commonwealth Secretariat policy on Women in Development which was 
japproved by Commonwealth Heads of Government in 1985. 


‘Cooke Task Force on Child Care: In 1985-86, Status of Women Canada 
‘jassumed, within its regular budget, the person-years and financial 
expenditures required to assist the Task Force to complete its report to 
the Minister Responsible for the Status of Women. The department has 
assumed costs of printing and distribution to the public of the report 
and its background documentation. In addition, the department will 


co-ordinate the federal response to the report.

Plan of Action: Given the concentration of federal effort on 
preparations of the principal document of the Nairobi Conference, the 
Forward Looking Strategies, the preparation of a new federal plan of 
action was deferred. It was determined that the new focus should be the 
integration of the innovative measures outlined in the Forward Looking 
Strategies of the Nairobi Conference into all federal government 
legislative, policy and program development. 


_ ?ederal-Provincial-Territorial Reports: Decisions taken by Ministers at 
their annual spring meetings have subsequently led to the formation of 
_ federal-provincial-territorial working groups of officials. These 

jroups, composed of subject experts, prepare for Ministers an overview 
of the Canadian situation with respect to a particular issue. Ministers

4, Program Effectiveness 


Status of Women Canada seeks to promote equal opportunities for women in 
all spheres of Canadian life. It plays a key role in ensuring that the | 
federal government carries out its commitment to equality between women 
and men. This is accomplished by means of systematic analysis of the 
impact of government actions on women with particular attention given to. 
proposed changes to legislation, policies and programs and by the 
coordination of policy analysis at the interdepartmental, federal- 
provincial-territorial and international levels. This results in advice 
to the Minister and subsequent recommendations to Cabinet for improving 
the status of women. The agency also communicates with women's groups: 
and the general public on government priorities and issues of concern to 
women and acts as a correspondence secretariat to the Minister in this 
regard. 


The advice and recommendations resulting from research and 
consultation influence government policy, programs and legislation) 
concerning women to varying degrees. Government action in this area is 
influenced by a number of factors in addition to advice provided by) 
Status of Women Canada. It is therefore difficult to establish clearly 
the relationship between the agency's work and specific changes to 
policies and legislation occuring in areas of concern to women, and to 
assess the degree of its impact on such changes. Nonetheless, the 
agency has had considerable involvement in, and influence on, the 
following actions aimed at bringing about equality between women and 
men: 


8 the drafting of the 1983 amendments to the Canadian Human 
Rights Act related to discrimination on the basis of marital 


status, pregnancy and sexual harassment; 
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G the lead role in Canadian representation at the United Nations

@ the inclusion of issues of concern to women on the agenda of 
the First Ministers' Conference on the Economy, November 1985; 


* the establishment of the Special Committee to examine the 
problems of pornography and prostitution; 


® the lead role with the Department of Justice in the 
elaboration of a working interpretation of the United Nations 
Convention on the Elimination of All Forms of Discrimination 
Against Women, through the Continuing Committee of Federal- 
Provincial-Territorial Officials Responsible for Human Rights; 


@ the removal of the discriminatory provisions from the Indian 
Act in 1985; 


e research and development of policy initiatives to improve the 
enforcement of maintenance and custody orders; 


® the provision of advice in the development of federal 
Employment Equity Legislation; 


e the provision of advice in the development of the federal 
Contract Compliance Program; 


® the establishment of targets for women's participation in the 
new labour market development strategy;

As indicated in Figure 4, the trend over the last three years) | 
continues to show steady increases in activity. These result from | 
increased levels of federal, federal-provincialsterritorial and 
international activities with respect to women's issues. Governments, | 
multilateral governmental organizations and non-governmental | 
organizations have focused attention on women's issues in order to, 
reflect their cammitments to social, economic and legal equality between | 
women and men. 


Status of Women Canada is the government's representative to the | 
meetings of a number of multilateral governmental organizations. In) 
1985-86, this has meant preparation for active Canadian participation in) 
17 international meetings. Bi-annual federal-provincial-territorial | 
meetings of Ministers and participation in working groups of officials) 
on matters decided by Ministers has required participation by the agency 
in 1985 in 18 meetings of officials. Relations with non-government 
organizations have included some 30 speeches by officials to women's 
organizations on pre- and post- Nairobi activities of the federal 
government. In addition, five major national women's organizations met, 
with groups of federal Ministers in 1985 to discuss their concerns. | 
Such meetings are organized and co-ordinated by the agency. ; 


Moreover, as the Communications Unit is now fully operational, it 
has become feasible to print and distribute research reports prepared 
for policy development purposes. In 1985-86, three such reports were 
printed on legal matters of concern to women. | 


| 
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On an annual basis, the Communications Unit organizes the Persons' 
Awards ceremony held at Government House. Calls for nominations are 
sent, the Selection Committee is convened and the administrative 
processes are carried out in order for the ceremony to take place. The 
ceremony commemorates the 1929 decision of the Privy Council in London 
which recognized women as persons for the purposes of being named to the 
Senate of Canada. Each year five outstanding Canadian women are 
recognized for their contributions to the attainment of equality for 
women in Canada. 


The Communications Unit, at the request of the Minister, has also 
conducted an extensive review of all federal communications material 
destined for the general public. The report including recommendations, 
has been made to Cabinet. In 1986-87, a similar review will be 
conducted of internal government communications. In both cases, the 
ourpose is to ensure that sexual stereotyping is not present in federal 
communications.

Authority is requested in these Estimates to spend $207,302,470 in support of the 
Supply and Services Program in 1986-87. Under separate statutory authority, the 
Supply Revolving Fund is expected to require an amount of $10,005,000. The 
remaining expenditures, estimated at $274,986,000 (net) for contributions to 
employee benefit plans, Reciprocal Taxation Payments and the Minister's salary 
and motor car allowance will be made under existing statutory authorities. 


Parliament has previously authorized a total drawdown of $200,000,000 for 
the Supply Revolving Fund.

Program Overview 


A. Plans for 1986-87 
1. Highlights 


On January 8, 1985, the Minister of Supply and Services announced the govern- 
ment's decision to administratively integrate the Supply and Services Adminis- 
trations to achieve greater economy in departmental operations and 

_ strengthened program management. 


} The two programs under which the Department had been operating - the 


_ Supply Program and the Services Program - have subsequently been combined 
| into one Supply and Services Program. 


A new Operational Plan Framework reflects the Department's integrated 
_ organization and relates the assigned responsibilities to the activities being 

_ carried out. The Supply and Services Program is divided into five major activi- 
| ties (Supply Operations, Regional Operations, Management and Operational 

_ Services, Reciprocal Taxation and Program Administration), which are further 
_ divided into sub-activities. Information about these activities and sub-activities 
_ may be found in Section II - Analysis by Activity. 


The administration of the Reciprocal Taxation Program was transferred 


from the Department of Finance with related resources, effective December i 
1985. 


The Department assumed the operation of office accommodation centres 
"| outside the Capital Region for shared ministerial offices in late 1985. 


_ Departmental Priorities: 


@ To be an exemplary model of productive management through conti- 
nued improvement of the management process, the contracting-out 
M | of some operations, the judicious management of public money, the 
reduction of operating costs, the improved management of the pro- 
curement aspects of Major Crown Projects, and the introduction of 
new technologies. 


e To provide the best possible service to each of its customers in 
everything the Department does through improved marketing 
ar strategies, reduced rates for services, greater client involvement in 
procurement activities, continued improvement in communication 
| links and regionalization, a reduction in the complexity of 
contracting, and co-ordinated income security program 
communications. 


e To contribute to national economic objectives through government 
contracting by supporting small business; promoting Canadian 
technology and products; increasing supplier competitiveness and 
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productivity; focusing on regional supply; and continuing to support 
client decentralization and relocation activities. 


To expand the series of Memoranda of Understanding on co-operative 
procurement and source development concluded with a number of 
provinces. 


To review and examine Canada's defence industrial base in consulta- 
tion with other interested departments, private industry and indus- 
trial associations. 


To develop exemplary competence in each of its people through the 
implementation of a human resources improvement framework which 
includes as a major component, professional development and training 
programs; and to protect to the extent possible, full employment 
through a comprehensive workforce adjustment program. 


Plans and Goals 1986-87: The Supply and Services Program has established the 
following plans and goals for 1986-87: 


The Supply Revolving Fund projects an operating surplus of $0.964 
million for 1986-87 (see page 5). 


The proposed person-year requirement of 9,990 for 1986-87 is a 
reduction of 344 from the previous 1985-86 level to be achieved 
through the realignment of resources, the continued implementation 
of the Corporate Performance Improvement Plan, the administrative 
integration, A-Base reviews, and various other projects and 
initiatives (see page 22).: 


In 1986-87 SSC expects to issue about 140 million cheques and 
approximately 350,000 contracts on behalf of the government. 


Implementation of the Procurement and Acquisition Support System 
(PASS) to provide automated support for the allocation of requisitions 
and the procurement/acquisition functions within SSC and its client 
departments, will be continued with full implementation by 1989-90 
(see page 23). 


The Common Entry System will be adapted to support the rationali- 
zation of financial systems (see page 11). 


A Common Personnel Data Pool and Communications Facility will be 
developed to provide a common, authoritative, reliable database of 
service-wide personnel data for use by central agencies in their publi- 
cations as well as for use by the operational systems of central 
agencies and departments. Initial implementation of this pool is 
scheduled for 1987-88. 


The concept of revenue dependency or full cost charging/recovery 
will be extended to various service activities so as to provide clients 
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with an equitable basis with which to evaluate the value of the 
services rendered (see page 22). 


Direct Deposit will be expanded on a voluntary basis, to the full pay 
and superannuation population and preparation will begin for 
expansion to the socio-economic products, which will start in 1987- 
88. The Electronic Funds Transfer System will be implemented for 
large value payments to and receipts from the provincial and 
territorial governments. 


The allocations process for contract requisitions will be improved 
upon by July, 1986, by basing allocations on the complexity of 
requirements instead of just dollar value. With a few identified 
exceptions, all low complexity commercial requirements, as well as 
those valued at $25,000 or less, will be automatically directed to the 
appropriate regional supply centre for action, thereby enhancing 
regionalization. 


A new policy on value-added information processing (IP) products will 
be introduced in 1986-87. The provision of value-added IP 
products/services will improve the internal efficiency and 
effectiveness of client departments' operations and that of the 
government as a whole, in terms of service to the recipients of the 
clients' programs, reduced operating expenditures, or both. 


A further 3% rate reduction on acquisition services will be imple- 
mented in each of fiscal years, 1986-87 and 1987-88. This is 
additional to the reduction of 3% achieved in each of years 1983-84 
to 1985-86. Similar reductions will continue to be sought in the rates 
struck for non-acquisition services (see page 22).

B. Recent Performance 
1. Highlights 
Highlights of the Program's performance during 1984-85 were: 


® Improving the management of the procurement responsibilities 
arising from some thirty Major Crown Projects (MCP), by establishing 
a separate sub-activity of Supply Operations and a smal! dedicated 
organization to ensure the proper resourcing of this critical 
responsibility. Examples of MCPs are: 


- Low Level Air Defence - This MCP will provide complex 
systems to defend airfields and mobile military units. 
Procurement planning is complete, with proposals from a short 
list of three consortia now being evaluated. Contract award is 
expected in 1986; expenditures of several hundreds of millions 
of dollars are involved. 


- Canadian Patrol Frigate - The contract for six ships was 
awarded to St. John Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company in 
1984, valued in excess of $4 billion. Ships' delivery is scheduled 
for the period 1989-92. 
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- Canadian Airspace Systems Plan (CASP) - CASP is the 
Department of Transport's strategy for meeting Canada's need 
for air traffic systems to the year 2000. It involves 
expenditures in excess of $2 billion and consists of six separate 
but integrated projects (each an MCP in its own right), all at 
different stages of their life cycle. One of the MCPs is the 
Radar Modernization Project (RAMP) which is now under 
contract, with estimated expenditures of $500 million. 


The separate Supply and Services Administrations were amalgamated 
to achieve efficiencies of scale in the line and staff functions of both 
organizations. The rationalization of overhead and data processing 
functions, as well as the Department's regional office network, will 
result in significant savings in operating costs which will accrue over 
the next two to three years. 


Response was favourable in a market survey of National Capital 
Region pay clients concerning on-line service. A pension payment 
system project activity plan was developed and the Benekit video 
produced. A reduction of 3.6% in public service pay cheque issue 
volumes was experienced due to the expected increase not being 
realized as a result of the 6/5 program. 


A Comptroller General review of the Department's Financial Control 
System (FINCON) was positive. Conversion of the Central 
Accounting System to single technology was completed and a 
Common Entry System was implemented as a first step in the ratio- 
nalization of the Transaction Mode - Accounting Data Input System 
(TM/ADIS) and FINCON systems. In the client base for optional 
services, 65 departments and agencies received cash and management 
reports and 36 received customized reports. 


A report dealing with the implementation, operations, practices and 
participation rates of Direct Deposit applications in other jurisdic- 
tions was completed. Pilots for small groups of Canadian Forces and 
Public Service Superannuitants became operational. 


The Bureau of Management Consulting (BMC) client base was 
maintained, the number of consulting assignments increased and cost 
recovery goals were exceeded largely due to a high utilization rate of 
BMC consultants. Five products relating to time management, down- 
sizing, quality control, client relations and computer proposals were 
developed. The Audit Services Bureau (ASB) clientele has increased 
to 59 client departments, 95% of assignments were completed on or 
before their due dates and cost recovery was 5% in excess of the 
target. 
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% The move to the expanded Vanier Data Centre enabled installation of 
a second single technology mainframe as scheduled in the Depart- 
ment's Long Range Information Processing Plan (LRIPP). This 
increases Capacity, supports new on-line systems and permits conver- 
sion from other technologies. The implementation of a comprehen- 
sive communications network was begun. 


6 The target to regionalize an additional $100 million of procurement 
business was exceeded. As of March 31, 1985, $151 million worth of 
business was re-allocated from headquarters to the regions. The 
actual value of contracts awarded from April 1984 to March 31, 1985 
by Regional Operations in the Atlantic provinces was $276 million 
and in the Western provinces $397 million. Significant progress was 
realized with the provinces over the year as the Supply Centres 
increased their efforts to co-operate with provincial governments; 
the exchange of source lists; supplier seminars (with the participation 
of the provinces); a joint federal-provincial public sale with British 
Columbia; and the signing of Memoranda of Understanding (MOUs) 
with the Newfoundland, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia govern- 
ments. To promote a greater decentralization of procurement out- 
side the major urban centers, three new sub-offices were opened in 
1984-85: Charlottetown, Thunder Bay and Pembroke. 


e The value of contracts awarded from April 1, 1984 to March 31, 1985 
to small business increased by $329 million or 21% over the previous 
twelve months. 


® The Management Call Program of senior executive liaison visits to 
client departments promoted discussions with clients concerning 
problems and opportunities. All clients, and many suppliers, were 
visited at least once in various locations all across Canada. In 
addition, a total of 85 different activities (supplier /customer 
seminars, participation in trade fairs, etc.) occurred. 


& The proceeds from routine disposal sales of Crown assets were 
$23.757 million. Success in the achievement of the Special Projects 
Program, involving large sales (e.g., Canadarm), was significant: 
$6.029 million. Total sales for the year were $29.786 million. Co- 
location of disposal services was achieved in all regions except the 
Capital and Ontario regions. 
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2. Review of Financial Performance 


The financial performance for 1984-85 has been restated to reflect the new 
program activity structure approved for 1986-87.

C. Background 


l. Introduction 


Supply and Services Canada (SSC) is a Common Service Agency responsible for 
the acquisition and/or provision of goods and services to all federal departments 
and agencies listed in Schedules A and B of the Financial Administration Act and 
tor the provision of central and common administrative services (including the 
consolidated Revenue Fund and Receiver General for Canada functions). In 
sebruary, 1985, Treasury Board approved the administrative integration of the 
Department's Supply Administration and Services Administration and a new 
3rganization structure. 


(Program Overview) 13 


As part of a revised planning structure, the two previously existing 
programs have been combined into a single program called Supply and Services. 
The single Program is divided into five (5) activities: Supply Operations, 
Regional Operations, Management and Operational Services, Reciprocal Taxation 
and Program Administration. This structure is discussed below in Program 
Organization for Delivery. 


2. Legal Mandate 


Created on April 1, 1969, by the Government Organization Act, Supply and 
Services operates within a statutory framework established by the Financial 
Administration Act, the Department of Supply and Services Act of 1970, the 
Defence Production Act, the Surplus Crown Assets Act and a number of Orders 
in Council and several Memoranda of Understanding. 


3. Program Objective 


To provide Receiver General programs in the areas of payment and banking 
services, maintenance of the central government fiscal accounts and associated 
reports; certain services in the area of compensation and personnel; and common 
services on a revenue dependent basis, for the supply of goods and certain 
services required by departments and agencies, and the disposal of Crown owned 
material; all designed to enhance government efficiency, effectiveness and 
economy, taking into account the contribution of these activities to the support 
of national objectives. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Supply and Services Program reflects the new inte- 
grated administration of the Department, simplifies cost allocation of the 
Program Administration activity by combining the previous two activities into 
one, eliminates the requirement for allocating departmental administration 
between two programs, and recognizes that Regional Operations will carry out 
functions from both of the former programs (see Figure 4 - Activity Structure).

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Organization Structure: Supply and Services is a decentralized program with 
regional offices across Canada represented in Figure 5.

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The administrative integration of Supply and Services Canada under one Deputy 
Minister was reflected in a subsequent realignment of activities and changes in 
the organizational structure. The Deputy Minister is the manager accountable 
for the administrative performance of the total Supply and Services Program. 
The Department is now divided into four organizational groups, referred to as 
Sectors, each headed by an Assistant Deputy Minister (ADM) to whom directors 
general of directorates or directors of branches report. These are: the ADM 
Supply Operations for the Supply Operations Activity; the ADM Regional 
Operations for the Regional Operations Activity; the ADM Management and 
Operational Services for the Management and Operational Services Activity; and 
the ADM Finance, Personnel and Administration for the Program Administration 
Activity. In addition to these four (4) ADMs, the Director General, Program 
Development and Evaluation and the Director General, Audit Operations, report 
directly to the Deputy Minister, Supply and Services. The roles and functions of 
these Sectors/Activities are summarized below: 


Supply Operations: The functions carried out under this Sector are: the 
acquisition and/or provision of goods and services of both a commercial and 
technically complex nature; the provision of specialized printing, publishing, film 
and video, exhibit, communications planning and advertising services to 
Parliament and government departments; the effective, efficient and economical 
management on behalf of departments and agencies of the procurement aspects 
of Major Crown Projects; the financing, as required, on a cost reimbursable 
basis, of the acquisition, transportation and stockpiling of defence supplies or 
strategic materials; and the provision of supply support initiatives which 
contribute to departmental programs. 


Regional Operations: The functions carried out under this Sector are: the 
operation of the Receiver General payments, production and delivery systems; 
the production of and delivery of payment, pension and other benefit plan 
systems for the public service, the Canadian Forces and the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police; the procurement of goods and services, locally, in Canada and 
abroad, and as required by the Canadian Commercial Corporation on behalf of 
foreign governments; and the provision of disposal services for surplus materiel 
in the custody of government departments, agencies and Crown corporations. 


Management and Operational Services: The functions carried out under 
this Sector are: the management of the Consolidated Revenue Fund; the mainte- 
nance of the Central Accounts of Canada and preparation of the Public Accounts 
reports; the administration of systems required for payment, pension and other 
benefit plan systems for the public service, the Canadian Forces and the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police; and the provision of accounting, advisory, consulting 
and data processing services on request from departments and to the government 
as a whole. In addition, management of the administrative function of Reci- 
procal Taxation is included in this Sector. 


Program Administration: The functions carried out under this Sector are:. 
the provision of direction and control for the efficient and effective delivery of 
the Supply and Services Program, including the provision of support services, 
e.g., development and operation of financial management systems, development 
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and operation of management information systems, development of strategic 
Plans; allocation and monitoring of resources; formulation and maintenance of 
policies; coordination of effective public, customer and supplier relations; human 
resources planning and development; the development and maintenance of 
‘security policies; and the operation of office accommodation centres outside the 
Capital region for shared ministerial offices. 


Figure 6 illustrates the relationships between the new organization and 
program/activity structure.

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5. Method of Financing 


There are various funding authorities in effect in Supply and Services Canada. 
Operating expenses not recovered from other government departments and 
agencies and Supply Support Initiatives are funded by annual appropriations. The 
Supply Revolving Fund finances various procurement activities and the costs are 
recovered from departments and agencies through an approved rate structure. 
The Defence Production Revolving Fund finances defence activities when 
required. Statutory votes include Reciprocal Taxation, Minister's car allowance 
and contributions to employee benefit plans. 


Vote | - Supply and Services Appropriation: provides funding needed for 
Receiver General programs in the areas of payment and banking services, 
maintenance of the central government fiscal accounts and associated reporting; 
and services in the area of compensation, personnel, finance, administrative, 
management and advisory services. Revenues are credited to this Vote in 
accordance with parliamentary authority. 


Vote 5 - Supply Support Initiatives: provides funding to encourage research and 
development in the private sector which contributes to departmental programs; 
to help finance certain costs incurred in government contracts resulting from the 
use of these contracts to support industrial research or industrial development 
objectives in Canada, including the expansion of Canadian technology and 
Canadian content in federal government purchases; to provide Communications 
Management and telephone referral services, free and subsidized distribution of 
government publications and parliamentary papers thereby enhancing public 
access to such documents; and to promote greater public awareness of the role, 
impact and potential of science and technology. 


SRF - Supply Revolving Fund: this statutory authority provides funding for the 
acquisition and/or provision of goods and services required by departments and 
agencies. Departments and agencies are provided these services on a fee basis. 
The statutory authority provides funding for capital expenditures, working 
capital requirements and the accumulated surplus/loss. 


DPRF - The Defence Production Revolving Fund: provides funds to assist SSC in 
carrying out the responsibilities specified in the Defence Production Act related 
to the acquisition, transportation, and stockpiling of strategic materiel and 
defence supplies. 


Reciprocal Taxation: provides statutory authority for the remittance by the 
federal government (directly or indirectly) of payments in lieu of provincial 
taxes and fees to participating provinces, (includes provincial general sales 
taxes, motor fuel, tobacco and amusement taxes, and motor vehicle registration 
fees) on its consumption or use of goods and services. In return, the 
participating provincial governments pay federal sales and excise taxes on their 
purchases of goods. 


Other Statutory Votes: expenditures for Minister's car allowance and contribu- 
tions to employee benefit plans, for Vote | person-years only. 
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Figure 7 illustrates the relationship of the appropriation structure to the 
activity structure in 1986-87.

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D. Planning Perspective and Performance Review 
1. Environment 


Supply and Services Canada will play its full part in supporting the government's 
strategy to re-vitalize the economy in a spirit of consensus and cooperation with 
all the major economic partners in Canada. In this context, and consistent with 
the DSS Act "to investigate and develop services for increasing the efficiency 
and economy of the public service of Canada", the Department will pursue 
activities dealing with the economical provision of goods and services, the best 
possible service to customers, contributions to national objectives and exemplary 
competence in its people. 


Supply and Services Canada can make direct efforts to effectively contri- 
bute to the government's strategy for economic renewal. Further, the Depart- 
ment can actively support the government's objective to increase effectiveness 
and economy within government operations. In the face of the requirement to 
reduce the public debt, the Department will not require additional resources to 
carry out its common service functions, and through its initiative of internal 
productivity measures, significant savings will be realized. Improvements to the 
administration of the Department will be funded, where required, from internal 
savings. 


Legislation: The Department must respond quickly to changes in government 
policy, legislation and regulations or to changes in the Canadian financial and 
banking systems. Changes to the Public Service Superannuation Act, which call 
for extensions of coverage as well as legislation and standards arising from 
pension reform proposals, will impact significantly on client data and payment 
administration. Negotiations continue with the Canadian Banking Association on 
agreements which will permit extension of direct funds transfer (direct deposit) 
to public service pay. 


Technological Change: The Canadian computer services industry has increasing 
importance to the domestic economy and outstanding international export 
growth capabilities. To assist this multi-faceted industry to respond more effec- 
tively as developers and distributors of software products and services, the 
Department will continue to pursue the initiatives identified in the 1984-85 SSC 
Annual Procurement Plan and Strategy, as described on page 27. 


Domestic and international competitiveness should be assisted by the wide- 
spread availability of goods sourcing information. As the National Sourcing 
Information System (NASIS) matures, its use by other public sector buyers could 
be a valuable aid to domestic sourcing, source development, and import displace- 
ment. SSC is now prepared to make available (on request) access to the system 
or, alternatively, to provide the software for the system to any level of 
government or interested organizations in the private sector. 
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The advent of office automation, as evidenced by the proliferation of 
personal computers, presents SSC with an opportunity for fostering a strong, 
competitive software industry in Canada and for the realization of significant 
productivity improvements in the administration of the public sector. 


Regionalization: The Department has, and will continue to put in place the 
necessary mechanisms to ensure that increased business is transacted close to 
the point of use and consistent with a cost effective approach to supply. 


Supply and Services Canada will continue to provide assistance and respon- 
sive interaction with client departments that are involved in decentralization 
and relocation activities, such as Health and Welfare Canada (HWC), Department 
of Veterans Affairs (DVA) and Employment and Immigration Canada (EIC). 


The Department will seek to expand the series of Memoranda of Under- 
standing on cooperative procurement and source development concluded with a 
number of provinces to identify possible areas where one government may 
perform services on the other's behalf. Areas of focus will include disposal of 
goods, stocked item supply, and equipment maintenance and repair. 


Economic Restraint: To place continued downward pressure on operating costs, 
the Rate Reduction Program will extend further reductions in rates set for 
acquisition services by 3% in each of fiscal years 1986-87 and 1987-88. Similar 
reductions will continue to be sought in the rates struck for the non-acquisition 
services. These reductions are expected to lower charges to clients by $19.5 
million over the period 1985-86 to 1987-88 ($8.1 million in acquisition services 
and $11.4 million in non-acquisition services). 


Various initiatives aimed at speeding the transfer of receipts and making 
payments on the due date are planned to enhance the management of public 
money. These include electronic transfer of receipts, consolidation of depart- 
mental bank accounts and special cash transfer arrangements. 


The Department will consider the feasibility of, and initiate where appro- 
Iriate, contracting-out some of its operations, with a subsequent reduction in 
‘esource levels. In addition, the application of full revenue dependency (market 
oricing) to the Bureau of Management Consulting and the Audit Services Bureau 
will be effective April 1, 1986, while all remaining services (with the exception 
of the Receiver General Functions and Compensation Services, and the optional 
Nanagement reports from the Departmental Reporting System), will assume a 
1ew rate structure effective April 1, 1986. 


a Initiatives 


‘he new departmental Operational Plan Framework and organization will help 
he Department in its thrust to support government operations in an efficient 
nd economic manner. This will be done, primarily, through the following 
litiatives: 
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€ Person-year requirements were reduced in SSC by 157 in 1985-86, the 
overall result of the Department's Performance Improvement 
Program, the rationalization of operations and various project 
savings. Further reductions of 344 person-years will be achieved in 
1986-87. 


e The judicious management of public money has a crucial role to play 
in support of the government's program for fiscal responsibility. 
Because of interest rate fluctuation and the size of the government's 
cash flow ($500 billion per year), significant initiatives have been 
undertaken. By the end of fiscal year 1985-86, specific cash 
management initiatives will have increased the speed of transferring 
receipts and delayed payments until due date, thereby minimizing the 
loss of interest as a result of delays in depositing money and paying 
debts before they are due. This will be accomplished by cash transfer 
arrangements, centralization of departmental bank accounts (1,000 
present local departmental bank accounts consolidated into 60 
centralized accounts), the electronic transfer of receipts and a 
functional operational unit to monitor pay and compensation to 
financial institutions. Other initiatives are under consideration with 
the Office of the Comptroller General. Additional initiatives 
stemming from the 1984 Auditor General report will be prepared as 
discussions progress. 


® The Rate Reduction Program will continue over the next few years. 
A 3% per year acquisitions reduction will be sustained in 1986-87 and 
1987-88, as well as a reduction of 3% per year (beginning in 1985-86 
and covering the next three years) for non-acquisition services. The 
net impact of these changes, in 1986-87, is a reduction of $6.9 
million in revenues. 


& Contracting-out of services currently provided by SSC will be consi- 
dered where the private sector can provide the required service at 
less cost. Assessments are being conducted as part of formal! evalua- 
tions to determine the pertinence of seeking contracting-out oppor- 
tunities in such areas as stocked item supply, equipment maintenance 
and repair and electronic data processing systems development and 
operations. 


® Revenue dependency/cost recovery options have been examined 
closely and studies are being pursued in the Services functions. 
Decisions have been made to bring the operations of the Audit 
Services Bureau (ASB) and of the Bureau of Management Consulting 
(BMC) to full revenue dependency. ASB, in order to achieve this 
goal, is undergoing downsizing, and is restructuring its operations. 
Both bureaux have revised their rates upwards. In addition, full cost 
recovery will take place in the Services function with the exclusion 
of Receiver General functions, compensation management functions 
and optional management reports from the Departmental Reporting 
System. 
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9 Assistance to the Canadian software industry will be provided 
through various initiatives to enable this industry base to respond 
more effectively to government requirements, including: advance 
notice of requirements to suppliers; an enhanced sourcing data base; 
a facility to transfer Crown-owned software to the private sector; 
and greater use of the Unsolicited Proposals Program. 


e Encouraging the production of Canadian technology and the diffusion 
of this technology in the procurement requirements of client depart- 
ments will become an increasingly important function of SSC. 
Opportunities to use the Unsolicited Proposals Fund in the 
introduction of new and innovative technologies will be vigorously 
pursued. An extensive series of Procurement Outlook Conferences 
has been planned. These conferences will be directed at specific 
sectors of the Canadian supply base and will contribute to greater 
supplier understanding of the future procurement requirements of 
government departments, particularly with respect to product 
innovation and technological transfers. 


® The development of the Integrated Data Management System 
supporting the pay, pension and personnel functions will be pursued. 
In the financial field, existing systems will be rationalized so as to 
provide clients a single entry point to a composite data base which 
contains Receiver General data and departmental management infor- 
mation data. All such systems will be offered on a revenue 
dependent basis over the plan period, 


e Developing exemplary competence in each of its people will permit 
the Department to respond to the need to increase productivity and 
the quality of service to its clientele. Current emphasis is on 
management and professional development and on strengthening 
development and training programs while continuing its commitment 
to a minimum of 2% of the Department's salary budget as the base 
for funding training and development for the foreseeable future. 


4, Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 


)perational Initiatives 


cy The Procurement and Acquisition Support System (PASS) will provide 
rapid electronic interchange of acquisitions information between SSC 
and its clients. Clients and SSC staff will be able to monitor 
acquisition progress from the time the requisition is sent until the 
contract is closed out, ensuring a high level of customer service. The 
allocations process reported previously will be carried on by PASS, on 
a Corporate-wide basis. The results of the pilot project confirmed its 
viability and the system, introduced in part in 1985-86, will achieve 
full implementation by 1989-90. 
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e Supply and Services Canada is entering the third year of its four-year 
project to convert its computer operations to IBM-compatible single 
technology. The equipment required to complete the conversion will 
be installed by the end of 1985-86. The major systems processed 
centrally will be converted before the end of 1987-88. 


& In the context of compensation systems development and in accor- 
dance with a five year plan to achieve pay systems consolidation, on- 
line pay and other systems improvements, an evaluation of pilot 
projects to assess the effectiveness of On-Line Pay was carried out in 
the departments of Consumer and Corporate Affairs and Energy, 
Mines and Resources and within the former Operational Services 
Sector of SSC. On-Line Pay was approved by the Treasury Board. 
Training of SSC personne! and implementation started in 1985-86 for 
Statistics Canada and National Capital Region pay offices. 
Expansion to interested clients in the National Capital Region will 
occur in 1986-87. This initiative will be carried without additional 
resources and savings of 23 person-years and $690,000 are projected 
in 1987-88. Within this general compensation systems development, 
SSC is proceeding with the development of pension systems. 
Replacement systems for Public Service and Canadian Forces 
Superannuation Systems are under development and implementation 
is scheduled for 1987-88. Development costs and savings are being 
assessed. 


@ The Employee Benefit Statements project has received Treasury 
Board approval and implementation will take place in early 19286, 
initially with four clients. Potential revenues are $1.5 million per 
year. 


e In 1983-84, Supply Operations re-allocated $275.2 million worth of 
procurement from its headquarters to the regional offices. The 
target for a further $100 million to be re-allocated in 1984-85 was 
exceeded by $51 million by the end of March 1985. This initiative 
was continued in 1985-86, as part of the Department's efforts to 
respond more effectively to the needs of its regionally-dispersed 
clients. In an effort to promote a greater decentralization of 
procurement outside major urban centres, three sub-offices were 
opened in 1984-85: Charlottetown, Thunder Bay and Pembroke. 


« Direct Deposit refers to the transmission of payment data in machine 
readable form to financial institutions, for deposit of payments into 
individual accounts. An evaluation of pilot projects, early in 1985-86, 
was completed with favourable results. A recommendation was made 
to Treasury Board to expand Direct Deposit to all appropriate | 
Receiver General payments ($56 million annually) on a voluntary | 
basis only, since Direct Deposit will benefit government through 
improved service, state-of-the-art technology, and better cash fore- 
casting. Negotiations are being finalized with financial institutions. 
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Expansion would start in 1986-87 with pay and Superannuation and 
proceed to major socio-economic payments in 1987-88. SSC will save 
$3.8 million over the first five years of the expansion. 


® The regional communications plan is being carried out in all regions 
to provide a better link between SSC and its clients and suppliers. 
Four regional directorates for domestic operations were created 
within the Regional Operations Sector of SSC to reflect regional 
sensitivities, constraints and consequent delivery programs. In 
addition, a much expanded Supplier Awareness Program attracts 
more small! businesses to be listed on SSC source lists. Supplier 
briefings are held as a standard feature of SSC's Supplier Relations 
Program, in all regions at the community level. Procurement 
Outlook Conferences, a yearly feature of this program, set out 
significant projected government requirements, so that the private 
sector will be in a better position to take advantage of upcoming 
procurement activities. All of these activities are designed to assist 
geographically dispersed businesses in gaining an appreciation of 
federal procurement programs, policies and procedures and the 
opportunities for their participation. 


4. Program Effectiveness 


The effectiveness of the Supply and Services Program is measured in terms of: 


e efficiency and economy in operating and product costs; 
& customer satisfaction; 

e service delivery; and 

@ its contribution to national objectives. 


To achieve greater efficiency and economy in operating and product costs, 
the Department embarked on a series of cost cutting measures which yielded a 
3% reduction in acquisition rates per year in 1983-84, 1984-85 and 1985-86. A 
further minimum 3% acquisition rate reduction will be implemented in 1986-87. 
To continue this downward pressure on costs for 1987-88 and 1988-89, an addi- 
tional rate reduction of 3% in each of these years has been planned. Method of 
supply reviews are also anticipated to yield significant economies. Current 
studies include procurement of drugs, film, fuel and software. This program is 
»xpected to yield substantial operational savings. In order to effect this reduc- 
‘ion in expenditures, a corporate productivity improvement target was set, which 
Nvolved the overall reduction in the former Supply Administration's person-years 
y 258 person-years over the years 1984-85 to 1986-87. Progress to date against 
his goal is being made. This reduction in acquisition rates and person-years will 
’e accomplished while continuing to deliver estimated business volumes of 
‘pproximately $6 billion with improved levels of service. 
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The Department recovers the cost of providing certain administrative 
services in support of departmental activities as directed by legislation such as 
the Canada Pension Plan and Unemployment Insurance Acts and those services 
provided on request to departments and agencies. Departmental requests Cover 
a wide range and include financial, data processing and auditing services. The 
services for which costs are recovered are reflected in practically all activities 
of the Program. The measure of effectiveness is the delivery of a planned level 
of service requested, within a forecasted cost. Quality and efficiency are, 
however, measured through a combination of ongoing and increases in service 
demands and client satisfaction. 


Financial transactions of the Government of Canada are carried out under 
stringent accounting controls through the Receiver General functions in oie OF 
ensuring visibility, accountability and accuracy in the Public Accounts of 
Canada. Other financial statements and custom designed reports are prepared to 
meet client department and agency needs from the Receiver General central 
data banks. 


There are several factors to consider in measuring the effectiveness of the 
Receiver General functions; for instance, how effectively the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund (CRF) and funds on deposit with chartered banks are being 
operated. Other measurements are the availability of reports within prescribed 
schedules for government departments and agencies, the public and Parliament. 
Payment services covers the payment of government personnel employee benefit 
plans, certain social programs and government accounts, for which the key 
measure of effectiveness is the percentage of payments issued on time as indi- 
cated in Figure 8. 


In terms of contribution to national objectives, SSC has developed over the 
past few years a number of procurement policies and activities which support 
and contribute to certain economic and regional development objectives and 
programs of the government. 


As much as possible of federal government requirements is procured from 
Canadian suppliers, thereby increasing domestic industrial development. This is 
primarily achieved by limiting calls for tenders to Canadian-based firms, 
provided that there are at least three sources of supply to guarantee 
competition. In 1984-85, 81.5% of the annual value of Supply Program 
contracting was placed with Canadian-based suppliers, as compared to 90.9% in 
1983-84. The typical contracts with firms outside Canada are for high dollar 
value, high technology, defence-related equipment. In these cases, benefits for | 
Canadian industry result from offset clauses negotiated with foreign prime | 
contractors which generate large sub-contracts for Canadian industry. Addition-— 
ally, bilateral defence agreements with NATO countries, such as the Defence | 
Production Sharing Arrangement with the United States, give Canadian firms 
prime contracting opportunities with foreign governments that would otherwise 


| 
not exist. | 
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In the context of regional economic development, the Department will 
continue to put in place the necessary mechanisms to ensure that increased 
business is transacted in the regions, close to the point of use. This action, par- 
ticularly if supported by parallel steps by client departments to decentralize 
their materiel management and purchasing functions, can significantly support 
regional development and increase employment opportunities in the various 
regions of Canada. In 1984-85, the former Supply Administration re-allocated 
$151 million worth of requisitions from its headquarters directorates to regional 
offices; in 1985-86 an additional $30 million is targeted. 


Finally, the Department supports a number of other government programs 
including support to small business, rehabilitation of inmates and sheltered work- 
shops for the severely handicapped. 


In 1983-84, SSC's Annual Procurement Plan and Strategy (APPS) was 
initially introduced. This document was formulated prior to the beginning of the 
fiscal year and was intended to identify at an early stage the emerging supply 
needs of client departments so that demands can be consolidated across 
programs and linked with Canadian sources of supply; to encourage a broader 
interdepartmental search for new economic and regional development 
opportunities; to encourage additional expenditure discretion within the totality 
of federal purchases of goods and services; and to ensure that these opportunities 
are brought to Cabinet's attention as appropriate in the context of other 
Strategic alternatives. The experience and knowledge gained through the 
development of these plans has been translated into the goals and policies of the 
Department. 


With regard to other components of the former Supply Program in 1984-85, 


the Unsolicited Proposals Fund (UPF) supported 210 contracts valued at $27.4 
million in support of development of Canadian sources of supply.

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The measurement of customer satisfaction is determined in two forms: 
quantitative and qualitative. Quantitative measurement of customer satisfac- 
tion is conducted through performance measures established in each of the acti- 
vities which monitor time and cost standards. For example, in the acquisition 
services, performance is monitored on both the number of days to award a 
contract and also on the cost of issuing a contract. Through continual pressure 
to perform to these standards and to improve on them, increasing levels of 
customer satisfaction and productivity will be realized. 


With respect to qualitative measures of customer satisfaction, senior offi- 
cials are continuing a structured Management Call Program with counterparts in 
client departments to identify any service areas that require attention and/or 
resolution. Annual customer reports provide an overview of the business 
conducted over the past year and identify significant achievements and problem 
areas. Through the Management Call Program and annual reports, significant 
feedback is received which permits an ongoing evaluation of the service provided 
to customers and allows for rapid adjustment as required. 


In addition to the above program, program evaluation is carried out on a 
regular and frequent basis. Surveys of customers contacted as part of these 
‘evaluations reflect a generally high level of satisfaction with the services 
Provided. The recommendations based on the findings of these studies provide 


the Department with another means of providing a better, more responsive 
service.

Description 


This activity consists of five sub-activities, Procurement Operations, Major 
Crown Projects and Printing and Communications financed by the Supply 
Revolving Fund; Defence Production financed by the Defence Production 
Revolving Fund and Supply Support Initiatives financed by Vote 5. 


Procurement Operations: Procurement Operations involves the negotiation, 
issuance and administration of contractual documents, market research, product 
planning and method of supply studies, for a wide variety of scientific and 
commercial commodities on behalf of the federal government including 
aerospace and armament products, communications services and products, 
industrial and commercial products and services, office automation services and 
information systems, science and professional services and products and marine, 
electronics and industrial systems products and services. 


Major Crown Projects: Major Crown Projects involves the planning and 
management of the procurement aspects of those projects defined as Major 
Crown Projects by Treasury Board, as prescribed in individual project briefs and 
approved interdepartmental Memoranda of Understanding (MOUs), including the 
planning for and determining of procurement options, potential suppliers, 
contract negotiations and planning, the production of contractual documents; 
contract administration; contract close out and audit. 


Printing and Communications: Printing and Communications involves the 
production of printed material, the publishing and marketing of government 
oublications, the production of exhibits, the provision of advertising management 
services, the provision of film and video products and services, the provision of 
audio-visual productions and the issuance of contractual documents. 


defence Production: Defence Production involves the carrying out of 
‘esponsibilities specified in the Defence Production Act related to the acquiring, 
Transportation and stockpiling of strategic materiel and defence supplies. 


: The Defence Production Revolving Fund provides the financing for the 
icquisition of defence supplies for clients, and for the stockpiling of strategic 
materiel or defence supplies. The rates are set to enable recovery of the full 
ost of services provided, including: 


e the costs of acquisition, storage, maintenance and transportation in 
relation to approved rates; 


% interest charges based on the drawdown from the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund; and 


9 the write-off of normal inventory losses. 


The acquisition and support services person-years required to carry out this 
inction are provided from within the Supply Operations activity. 
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Supply Support Initiatives: Supply Support Initiatives involves the review and 
provision of bridge funding of unsolicited proposals from the private sector which 
meet the mission-oriented science and technology requirements of government 
departments; the evaluation and support of proposals which will increase public 
awareness of science and technology; the funding of, the subscription to and 
distribution of certain government publications and parliamentary papers; and 
the provision of telephone referral and communications management services. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Procurement Operations: This sub-activity of Supply Operations accounts for 
37% of revenue to and 38% of expenses from the Supply Revolving Fund.

Significant Events: A two-phase program to procure uniforms for the three 
elements of the Armed Forces has been undertaken. All purchases are to be made 
in Canada at an estimated cost of $55.6 million. Phase I, the design,development 
and supply of uniforms for an Honour Guard, was completed in July 1985. Phase II, 
the supply of summer and winter dress to all regular forces personnel and reserves, 
is planned to be completed by the summer of 1988. 


A revised Central Travel Service involving the private sector will be avail- 
able during fiscal year 1985-86. Formal requests for proposals were sent to the 
trade in May 1985. Phase-in of the new system is expected to commence in the 
early part of 1986-87. 


Contribution to National Objectives: A pilot project has been initiated to 


introduce the Canadian mapping industry to the acquisition of topographical digital 
data and the subsequent production of full colour map reproduction materials. 
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Major Crown Projects: This sub-activity of Supply Operations accounts for 4% 
of revenue to and 3% of expenses from the Supply Revolving Fund.

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The 1986-87 figure for business volume represents the forecast value of 
Major Crown Project (MCP) contracts to be awarded in 1986-87. The award of 
the contract represents but one step in the life of an MCP, which is frequently 
10 years or more in duration. The procurement workload extends over the entire 
life of the MCP, covering procurement planning, contract award, contract 
administration and close out. Treasury Board classifies a project as an MCP 
when: 


e the expenditure consists of public funds; 
@ estimated cost is at least $100 million; and 
& the federal government is the owner or major user. 


Performance Information: The output for this sub-activity is the 
procurement arising from 35 current MCPs, of which 18 are fully approved and 
17 are preliminary MCPs. 


Approved Major Crown Projects: Illustrative examples of MCPs in this 
category are: 


6 Canadian Patrol Frigate (CPF) - The contract was awarded in 1984 
and has a value in excess of four billion dollars. The delivery of ships 
begins in 1989 and will be completed in 1992. The contractor is the 
Saint John Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company. 


e Polar 8 Icebreaker - This MCP, sponsored by the Department of 
Transport (DOT), is currently under review as a result of recent 
Arctic Territorial Sovereignty initiatives. Prior to this review 
however, the design and contract definition phases of procurement 
planning were complete and three proposals were being evaluated for 
imminent contract award. If the MCP proceeds as originally 
conceived, expenditures of several hundred million dollars are 
expected. 


® Tribal Class (Destroyer) Update and Modernization Project (TRUMP) 
- This MCP will perform mid-life refit and modernization of up to 
four DDH 280 destroyers. The MCP is currently under review but 
assuming a positive outcome, the contract could be awarded in early 
1986. Total project expenditures may approach one billion dollars. 
The first ship is scheduled to start the TRUMP program in 1987. 


@ Low Level Air Defence (LLAD) - This MCP will provide systems to 
defend airfields and mobile military units. The bulk of procurement 
planning is complete, including an initial competition between seven 
companies. At present, proposals from a short list of three 
companies are being evaluated and contract award is expected in 
1986. Expenditures of several hundred million dollars are expected. 


_— 
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Small Arms Replacement Project (SARP) - This MCP is an aggrega- 
tion of a number of projects aimed at restoring a small arms produc- 
tion capability to Canada. The procurement strategy is to negotiate 
contracts for production with offshore companies in return for manu- 
facturing licensing rights and technical data packages. The expected 
expenditures are several hundred million dollars. 


Department of National Defence (DND) Vehicle Projects - Procure- 
ment of replacement military vehicles of various classes and applica- 
tions is a continuous process. There are currently three approved and 
two preliminary MCPs, with total expected expenditures approaching 
one billion dollars. 


In addition, four large export projects are being managed as MCPs under 
the Treasury Board Guidelines. 


There are a further four approved MCPs, all of which require procurement 


resources. 


Preliminary Major Crown Projects: Illustrative examples of MCPs in this 
category are: 


Ship Replacement Project Phase II (SRPII) - This multi-billion dollar 
MCP is currently in its early procurement planning phase. It foresees 
the acquisition of six frigates, possibly as a follow-on to the CPF 
contract. Delivery of the first ship is planned for 1992 with one per 
year thereafter. 


Canadian Submarine Acquisition Project (CASAP) - This MCP is also 
in its very early procurement planning stage. CASAP is to maintain 
Canada's submarine capability in the 1990s and beyond. Estimated 
expenditures are in the order of one billion dollars. 


New Shipborne Aircraft (NSA) - This multi-billion dollar MCP 
involves the replacement in the early 1990s of existing Sea King heli- 
copters. The project is in its early procurement planning stage. 


Tactical Command, Control and Communication System (TCCCS) - 
This MCP is also just underway with procurement planning to replace 
existing combat net radios with a secure, serviceable system. 
TCCCS delivery is expected to start in the early 1990s and continue 
into the year 2000. Projected expenditures are in the one billion 
dollar range. 


North Warning System (NWS) - This MCP is also in its procurement 
planning phase. NWS is part of the joint US/Canadian North 
American Air Defence Modernization (NAADM) project, which is to 
replace DEW line equipment with new radar and communication 
systems. Expenditures, which will exceed one billion dollars are to be 
shared 60/40 between the US and Canada. Canada's share covers 
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communications and construction. Defence Construction Ltd. will be 
handling the construction portion. The estimated expenditures for 
the procurement of communication equipment, with which DSS will 
be involved, are several hundred million dollars. Initial installations 
are planned for 1987, with completion by 1992. 


® Canadian Airspace System Plan (CASP) - is the Department of 
Transport's strategy for meeting Canada's need for air traffic 
systems to the year 2000. CASP is an aggregation of a number of 
MCPs; Microwave Landing System (MLS); Flight Data Modernization 
Program (FDMP); Control and Performance Monitoring System 
(CPMS); Flight Service Station Modernization Project (FSSMP); 
Aeronautical Information Processing System (AIPS); and the Radar 
Modernization Project (RAMP). All MCPs (except RAMP which has 
been under contract since 1983) are in their early procurement 
planning stages. Counting RAMP, the estimated expenditures on 
CASP will be in the order of two billion dollars. 


There are a further six preliminary MCPs, all of which require procurement 
resources. 
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Printing and Communications: This sub-activity of Supply Operations 
accounts for 29% of revenue to and 30% of expenses from the Supply Revolving 
Fund.

| FILM AND VIDEO 


Significant Events: A communications planning unit has been established 
within the Communications Services Directorate to assist clients in the 
development of effective communications programs and to co-ordinate the use 
of other Directorate services. The Communications Planning Services Branch 
will provide advice to clients or undertake communications programs and 
‘projects, from the development of media strategy through to implementation, 
monitoring and evaluation, on their behalf. 


In cooperation with the private sector, an electronic publishing system has 
‘been developed which will provide an "on-demand" publishing service to SSC 
‘clients. The system, which is the only one of its kind in Canada, will accept 
input from virtually any type of electronic information processing equipment and 
provide the hard copy by means of non-impact printing or photocomposition 
equipment which may be situated in-house or in remote locations. 
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In the first six months of operation within the Department, the 
performance of the Film and Video Centre significantly surpassed all 
expectations. Not only did the Centre achieve a higher volume of contracting- 
out for film and video services, but it also succeeded in arranging the most 
important single film contract award ever on behalf of the federal government 
($1.4 million) to the private sector. The film will be shown in the national host 
pavilion, Canada Place, at Expo '86. 


In 1985-86, the production responsibility for the Canada Gazette was 
transferred from the Privy Council Office to the Department of Supply and 
Services. In 1986-87, this service, which is provided by the Canadian 
Government Publishing Centre, will become revenue dependent. A rate 
structure has been developed which will ensure equitable allocation of costs 
among user departments while maintaining subscription rates at the 1985-86 
level. 


Contribution to National Objectives: An electronic bulletin board system 
is being developed by the Communications Services Directorate which will 
provide suppliers across Canada with a simple method of gaining access to 
federal government printing contract opportunities. It is anticipated that the 
system will be operational by March, 1986. 


The Canadian Government Printing Services was formed in 1985 as a result 
of a review of printing services conducted by a departmental task force. The 
consolidation of printing procurement and in-house printing operations has 
enabled the conversion of existing "make" business volume to "buy" business with 
a value totalling three million dollars in 1985-36.

Significant Events: As part of the amalgamation of Supply and Services in 
January 1985, the Regional Operations Sector has strengthened its management 
structure and its commitment to promoting regional economic development by 
establishing four Regional Directorates (Atlantic, Quebec, Central and Western), 
headed by Directors General responsible for both Supply and Services operations. 


In line with the Sector's commitment to improve customer service, a new 
Supply sub-office was opened in Lahr, Germany to provide service to the 
Department of National Defence. Studies of the organization structure of the 
European Region have also been undertaken, to further the integration of Supply 
and Services operations. 


Goods and services are provided through a network of supply centres and 
district offices situated across Canada. Increased emphasis on customer and 
supplier relations programs will enable the Department to improve customer 
service, facilitate small business dealings with the federal government, and 
further regionalize business volumes to promote regional economic development. 
In an effort to promote a greater decentralization of services provided, a new 
office was opened in Pembroke, Ontario in January, 1985. 


Contribution to National Objectives: In support of government socio- 
economic programs, 151 million dollars worth of business volume was transferred 
from headquarters to Regional Operations during fiscal year 1984-85. To further 
the Department's contracting-out initiatives, privatization of warehouse services 
at the Capital Region Supply Centre was completed in September, 1985. The 
sub-activity is also aiming to decrease the value of its printing "make 
component" by $500,000 in 1985-86. As of the end of September, 1985, a 
$345,000 reduction had been achieved. Similarly, studies are underway with 
respect to increasing the "buy component" in equipment maintenance and repair. 
The sub-activity is also continuing its efforts to increase the percentage of 
contracts awarded to small business from 42% to 45% and to increase the 
Canadian content of contracts from 85% to 87% this year. 
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In the area of federal-provincial relations, Memoranda of Understanding 
(MOUs) regarding co-operative initiatives have been signed with 
British Columbia and Alberta. MOUs with Quebec and Manitoba are expected to 
be finalized before the end of 1985-86.

‘a 1985-86 forecast expenditures are $261,000 or 4% higher than 
oiriginally planned (see Extracts from Part II of the Estimates, 
page 4). This increase is due to two additional person-years and 
miscellaneous operating cost requirements for which approval was 
given to include in Supplementary Estimates ($445,000); offset by 
personnel cost savings ($100,000) and budgetary reductions 
($64,000). The forecast expenditure under the statutory authority 
"Judges! Salaries, Allowances and Annuities; and Annuities to 
Spouses and Children of Judges" does not reflect recent amendments 
to the Judges' Act. 
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Explanation of Change: The financial requirements for 1986-87 are 1.2% or 
$77,000 higher than the 1985-86 forecast expenditures. This increase is 
primarily due to increases in salaries and contributions to employee 
benefit plans.

@ As expected, issues related to the Constitution Act, 1982 have 
started to reach the Supreme Court.

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C. Background 
1. Introduction 


The Canadian judicial system is a hierarchial system with levels of 
courts in the provinces ranging from Provincial Courts to County or 
District Courts (called a Supreme Court of the province, or the Superior 
Court of Quebec, or the Court of Queen's Bench, as in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and New Brunswick) and to a Provincial Court of 
Appeal, the highest court in a province. 


Appeals heard by the Supreme Court arise from judgments rendered in 
various provincial courts of appeal and from the Federal Court of Canada 
(Appeal Division). Appeals that arise from a provincial court of appeal 
will normally have been previously heard by a County, District or other 
Provincial Court. 


The Supreme Court of Canada stands at the apex of the Canadian 
judicial system. It is the final court of appeal in all cases, the last 
judicial resort for litigants, either individuals or governments. As a 
general court of appeal for both criminal and civil cases its 
jurisdiction embraces the civil law of Quebec as well as the common law 
of the nine common law provinces and two territories. 


In most cases litigants need to obtain leave to appeal from the 
Supreme Court itself. 


Also, in a few defined situations the Supreme Court is required to 
hear matters referred to it by the Government of Canada. Examples are 
important questions of law or fact concerning the interpretation of the 
Constitution Acts, 1867 to 1982, interpretation of federal or provincial 
legislation and the powers of Parliament. 


2. Legal Mandate 

The authority to establish a final court with a wide national 
jurisdiction was reposed in the Parliament of Canada by Section 101 of 
the Constitution Act, 1867. The Constitution Act, 1982, has confirmed 


that the Supreme Court of Canada stands at the apex of the Canadian 
judicial system. 


The Court operates under the Supreme Court Act. 
3. Program Objective 


The objective of the Supreme Court of Canada is "to provide a general 
Court of Appeal for Canada". 
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4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Supreme Court of Canada Program is composed of 
two activities: 


e Administration; and 


g Judges' Salaries, Allowances and Annuities; and Annuities to 
Spouses and Children of Judges. 


These activities are described in Section II of the Plan. It should 
be noted that all person-year resources of the Program relate to the 
Administration Activity. 


Organization Structure: The Court, which is located in Ottawa, is 
composed of the Chief Justice and eight puisne Judges, all of whom are 
appointed by the Governor in Council to consider motions for appeals and 
to hear appeals. 


The Registrar, who is also appointed by the Governor in Council, is 
responsible for the administration of the Court and reports to Parliament 
through the Minister of Justice. He has authority to exercise the 
jurisdiction of a Judge sitting in chambers as may be conferred upon him 
by general rules or orders issued under the Supreme Court Act and 
undertakes other duties and responsibilites which may be assigned to him 
by the Chief Justice. The Registrar is assisted by a Deputy Registrar, 
appointed by the Governor in Council, who may exercise and perform all 
the powers and duties of the Registrar in the event that the Registrar is 
absent or unable to act. 


Others reporting to the Registrar are the Chief Librarian, the 
Assistant Registrar Process, the Chief Law Editor, the Finance Officer 
and the Personnel and Administrative Officer. An executive legal 
officer, private secretaries and attendants are providing support 
services to the Chief Justice and the Puisne Judges.

D. Planning Perspective 
Aes Environment 


The direction and nature of the Administration of the Supreme Court is 
determined by the content of the Supreme Court Act and the Judges’ Act. 
Consequently, changes in either of these Acts could have significant 
impact upon the Program. 


Issues that come before the Supreme Court are based on laws enacted 
by Parliament and provincial legislatures, therefore particular or 
special items of legislation will eventually affect the Program. For 
example, the proclamation of the Constitution Act, 1982 has meant that 
there is an enormous number of constitutional cases now before the courts 
at all levels in all regions of the country. This situation has 
influenced the program to the extent that a growing proportion of the 
Court's workload is made up of Charter cases. Because of the increasing 
complexity of the issues raised in Charter cases more of the Court's time 
and resources must be devoted to the resolution of these cases. 


Modern technology is without question one of the factors which might 
influence the Program in the future. The extension of already available 
teleconferencing services to the hearing of appeals and the transmission 
of judgments through electronic data processing are two examples of 
situations where new technology might influence the Program in the 
future. 


New economic and social developments may also have a significant 
impact upon the Program since it intensifies the concerns of the Canadian 
people. Consequently, their need to resort to legal decisions and to the 
judicial system will increase. 
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The Court operates in a milieu which is particular and unique. The 
expectations of the public, the legal community and the governments 
towards the Court are crucial as the Court is the final court of appeal 
in Canada. Nevertheless, the Court must act within a rigid prescribed 
framework. 


Zs Initiatives 


The Supreme Court of Canada Program has no major initiatives planned for 
1986-87. 


3. Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 


e The Court's endeavours to improve the publication of the 
Supreme Court Reports have been successfull. The period of 
time to publish the Reports has been reduced from twelve months 
to four months (see page 15). 


® It is expected that the transfer of the security account from 


the Bank of Montreal to the Consolidated Revenue Fund will be 
finalized in 1986-87. The Government will then benefit from 
the use of this fund. 


a As planned, an automated information retrieval system is being 
implemented in the Library of the Supreme Court of Canada; the 
implementation costs are estimated at $117,000 for 1985-86. 
Refer to page 15. 


e Studies to solve space. and environmental concerns related to 


the protection of the library collection have been undertaken.

4. Program Effectiveness 


A final Court of Appeal for Canada assures uniformity, consistency and 
correctness in articulation, development and interpretation of legal 
principles throughout the Canadian judicial system and gives all 
Canadians the right to have important legal issues determined by a 
national court of appeal. 


The operations of a national court of appeal require the provision 
of a variety of services to members of the Court, the legal community, 
litigants and the public in general. The quality of the administrative 
services within the Program contributes to the overall effectiveness of 
the Court.

1984-85 Financial Performance: Actual financial requirements for 1984-85 
were 14% or $587,000 higher than planned. The change was mainly caused 
by the installation of videoconferencing equipment in the Courtroom 
funded through a Supplementary Estimate and by authorized changes to 
statutory authorities. Refer to Figure 2 on page 8. 


Description 
The activity is composed of the following four functions: 


The Supreme Court Reports and other publication: This function implements 
the distribution of judgments of the Court in two ways. First, before 
judgments are handed down, they are summarized in a headnote. When the 
Court releases its judgments, headnotes are attached to the reasons for 
judgment and they are distributed together across Canada. Reasons for 
judgment and headnotes are usually in both official languages. Secondly, 
reasons for judgment and headnotes are thoroughly edited as to form and 
put together to be published in the official Supreme Court Reports as is 
required by the Supreme Court Act. 
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Proofreading steps are performed at the Court even if the Reports 
are printed and distributed by the Canadian Government Printing Office, 
Supply and Services Canada. The Reports for each calendar years consist 
of two volumes of usually six parts each. 


A bulletin of proceedings taken in the Supreme Court is also 
published on a regular basis during Court sessions. 


Library: The library contains an extensive collection of approximately 
200,000 volumes covering both common and civil law systems, including 
representative Commonwealth and European civil law publications. The 
Library provides three types of service, namely: Technical, Public and 
Research Services. Technical Services consist of the acquisition and 
processing of materials for collection organization and inventory control 
while Public Services provide information and reference assistance to the 
clientele. The Research Service consists of preparing analytical 
research for the Justices and the staff of the Supreme Court. 


Process Registry: This function is responsible for receiving, checking 
and processing all applications for leave to appeal and other motions to 
be heard before the Court or in Judges' chambers as well as the appeals 
themselves. It provides to clients advice and assistance with regards to 
the Registry requirements as well as information to lawyers, the public 
and the media on the Court's rules of practice and the status of cases 
before the Court. The Process Registry also provides assistance in 
courtroom operations and in scheduling the activities of the Court (i.e. 


hearings on applications for leave to appeal, appeals, interlocutory 


motions, etc.). This unit maintains the Court records and registers, and — 


the execution of orders of the Court. 


Personnel, Finance and Administration: This function includes all aspects 
of personnel and financial administration as well as the provision of 


material management, records management and communication services 


required to support the operation of the Court. 
Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The quality of services provided by the administration activity to 
members of the Court, litigants, the legal community and the public at 


large contributes to the efficient operations of the highest Court of 


Appeal for Canada. The planning for the administration activity must 
ensure that a minimum resource level is available to this end. 


The Supreme Court Reports and other publication: The judgments of the 
Supreme Court of Canada are the ultimate expression of legal decisions 
which might significantly influence the life of litigants as well as that 
of Canadians. The Supreme Court Reports are the official means by which 
the Court records its decisions in both official languages and makes them 
known throughout the country. The legal profession relies heavily on the 


Reports hence the need for technical accuracy and timeliness of the | 


Reports. 
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Technical and administrative support capabilities to ensure that the 
Court can provide prompt bilingual reports on reasons for judgments have 
been improved. It has been therefore possible to reduce from one year to 
four months the turn around time for judgments to be published in the 
Supreme Court Reports. In 1984-85, 2593 pages were published in 19 parts 
at a cost of $357,460. 


Library: The Library is primarily responsible for making accessible to 
the Judges of the Supreme Court of Canada the primary and secondary 
sources of the law essential to the exercise of a law-making function and 
for providing research support for the highest Court of the country. To 
this end, the Library must maintain a comprehensive collection including 
both common and civil law case books. This collection constitutes the 
most important collection of common and civil law material in Canada. It 
is regularly consulted by counsel appearing before the Court and other 
members of the legal community, representatives of government departments 
and agencies, other libraries and the public at large for reference use 
of materials not available elsewhere. In 1984-85, over 66,000 volumes 
were consulted. 


In order to achieve complete inventory control of the collection and 
to provide a better service to its clientele, the Library is implementing 
an automated retrieval system. 


Process Registry: The Process Registry plays a pivotal role in the 
functionning of the Supreme Court of Canada. Most cases commence with an 
application for leave to appeal; a submission (in five copies) made by 
the appellant to the Court provides the essential arguments why leave to 
appeal should be granted. In cases where the lower court granted leave 
to appeal, or where leave to appeal is as of a right, the process starts 
with the receipt of a notice of appeal. As a new file is opened upon 
receipt of each application, the number of new docket files would appear 
to be a true indicator of the workload. 


During 1983-84 and 1984-85, the Court received an exceptional number 
of applications related to immigration issues. As a result, the number 
of new docket files opened has increased from 586 in 1982-83 to 715 in 
1984-85. Efforts were made to assume this additional workload within the 
existing level of resources : procedures were adjusted, supplementary 
time worked and other responsibilities delayed. 
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B. Judges’ Salaries, Allowances and Annuities; and Annuities to Spouses 
and Children of Judges 


Objective 

To pay salaries, allowances and annuities to Judges of the Supreme Court 
of Canada and annuities to spouses and children of Judges as authorized 
by the Judges' Act; to pay gratuities to spouses or such dependents of 
Judges who die while in office.
